To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council:  — 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  in 
relation  to  the  Police  Department,  the  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  doings  of  the  department  for  the  year  ending  April 
30,  1879, 

The  Board  organized  on  the  8th  July,  1878,  and  entered 
immediately  upon  the  discharge  of  it.«  duties.  Those  duties, 
as  prescribed  b;-  the  statute  Uiiuer  which  the  Board  was 
est;iblished,  and  by  statutes  and  ordinances  passed  subse- 
quently, may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows  :  — 

(1.)  To  appoint  all  police  officers  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  to  remove  any  of  them  for  cause. 

(2.)  To  administer  the  police  department  and  make  rules 
for  its  government  and  discipline. 

(3.)     To  license  innholders  and  common  victuallers. 

(4.)  To  license,  regulate,  and  restrain  the  sale  of  iutox- 
icating  liquors. 

(5.)  To  license,  regulate,  and  restrain  theatrical  exhibi- 
ions,  public  shows  and  public  amusements,  billiard-tablea 
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and  howling-nllej-s,  auctioneers,  hawkers  and  peddlers,  car- 
riages, wagons,  and  other  vehicles,  intelligence  offices,  itin- 
erant musicians,  pawnbrokers,  dealers  in  second-hand  articles 
and  old  junk. 

(6.)  To  license  and  direct  drivers,  conductors,  and  start- 
ers of  street  railway  cars  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

(7.)     To  license  private  detectives. 

The  first  and  most  important  duty  which  the  Board  was 
called  upon  to  perform  was  the  reorganization  of  the  police 
force.  No  material  alteration  had  been  made  in  the  exist- 
ing organization  since  1854,  when  the  population  of  the  city 
was  only  about  1 50,000.  The  chief  defect  of  the  old  S3stem, 
and  one  that  was  fatil  to  discipline  and  efficiency,  was  the 
division  of  authority  in  the  management  of  the  department. 
The  law  provided  that  all  appointments  should  be  made  by 
the  Mayor ;  but  the  confirmation  of  those  appointments,  and 
the  admiuistnition  of  the  force,  were  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Aldciincn.  Ill-defined  powers  concerning  the  department 
were  also  conferred  by  statute  upon  the  City  Council,  and 
by  stuiute  and  ordinance  upon  the  Chief  of  Police.  It  is 
not  surprising,  therefore,  that  abuses  crept  into  the  orgaui- 
zjitiou,  and  that  the  memljers  came  to  depend  more  upon 
political  influence  for  retaining  their  places,  or  securing 
advancement,  than  upon  the  proper  performance  of  their 
duties. 

In  preparing  new  rules  for  the  government  and  discipline 
of  the  force,  the  Commissioners  endeavored  to  fix,  as  nearly 
as  possible,  the  responsibility  of  each  member  of  the  depart- 
ment^ from  the  Superintendent  down ;  and  to  make  it  en- 
tirely clear,  not  only  to  those  already  in  office,  but  to  those 
who  applied  for  admission,  that  appointments  and  promotions 
would  thereafter  be  made  only  on  grounds  of  merit  and 
ability,  and  entirely  independent  of  political  or  personal  con- 
sideration or  influence.  * 

The  record  and  qualifications  of  everj'  n-.embcr  of  the  old 
force  were  carefully  scrutinized  by  the  Commissioners,  and 
all  below  the  rank  of  captain  were  subjected  to  a  thorough 
physical  examination  by  the  City  Physician.  Those  who 
were  fo'uid  to  l>e  disqualified  for  police  duty,  on  accoimt  of 
physical  disability,  were  either  retired  on  a  pension  or 
granted  an  honorable  discharge,  according  to  the  length  and 
character  of  their  services ;  those  who  were  found  to  be  dis- 
qualified, on  account  of  mental  incapacity  or  bad  habits, 
were  notified  to  resign.     Having  thus  made  themselves  ac-

quainted,  as  far  as  practicable,  with  the  character  and  capac- 
ity of  the  men  composing  the  force,  the  Commissioners,  on 
the  21§t  October,  promulgated  the  order  of  reorganization, 
and  published  the  new  rules  for  the  government  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

The  whole  ninnber  of  officers  in  the  service  when  the 
Commissioners  took  control,  July  8,  1878,  was  701.  Be- 
tween that  date  and  the  21st  October,  4  men  were  discharged 
and  6  resigned.  The  changes  made  on  the  reorganization  of 
the  force  were  as  follows  :  —  29  officers  were  promoted;  21 
were  reduced  in  rank;  22  were  discharged;  11  were  per- 
mitted to  resign  ;  18  were  transferred  ;  31  were  retired  on  a 
pension ;  40  new  men  were  appointed.  Since  that  date  the 
following  changes  have  been  made :  —  45  new  men  have 
been  appointed ;  9  have  been  discharged  ;  4  have  resigned ; 
4  have  been  retired  on  a  pension  (^  3  of  them  having  been 
included  among  those  honorably  discharged  at  the  time  of 
reorganization)  ;  and  two  have  died. 

These  changes  have  gre-atlj  improved  the  personnel  of  the 
force.

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  in  1862  (Chap.  64) 
the  City  Council  was  authorized  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
adding  to  the  duties  of  Harbor  Master  the  duties  of  captain 
of  the  harbor  police. 

"Witli  a  view  to  reducing  the  expenses  of  the  government, 
the  City  Council  of  1878  passed  the  follomng  ordinance  :  — 

"The  duties  of  captain  of  tlie  harbor  police  in  the  docks 
and  harbor  shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  Harbor  Mas- 
ter ;  and  the  Harbor  blaster,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
shall  have  the  control  of  the  police  steamboat  and  the  officers 
and  crc'iv  thereof." 

The  lieutenant  of  police  then  in  command  of  the  police 
steamboat  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  to  the 
office  of  harbor  master.  The  Commissioners  subsequently 
established  a  new  police  division  (the  l'3th),  covering  all  the 
Maters  of  the  inner  harlx)r  and  docks,  and  all  the  waters  of 
the  ontcr  harbor  and  the  islands  within  the  same,  included 
cithv^r  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of  the 
Coiinty  of  Suffolk ;  and  provided  that  the  police  steamboat 
"  Protector,"  with  her  crew  and  equipment^,  and  the  row- 
boats  and  men  attached  thereto  for  day  and  night  duty, 
should  constitute  the  harbor-police  force.  The  ordinary  po- 
lice duty  performed  by  this  division  is  included  in  the  report 
of  work  performed  by  the  force.  The  special  duty  performed 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  police  stciralwat  from 
January  1,  1878,  to  May  1,  1879,  is  reported  by  the  cap-

The  foUovring  table  gives  the  statistics  of  crime  in  this 
city  during  the  past  ten  years,  — 1869-1878,  inclusive  :  — 
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It  appears  from  the  foregoing  table  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  namber  of  ofTences  against  persons 
and  property  in  this  city  during  the  past  ten  years. 

In  KSG9,  with  a  population  of  237,000,  there  were  30,842 
arrests ;  in  1878,  with  a  population  of  375,000  (Dorchester, 
Charlestown,  West  Roxbury,  and  Brighton  having  been  an- 
•ncxed  in  the  mean  time),  tlie  number  of  arrests  was  25,817. 
This  result  is  undoubtedly  due,  in  some  measure,  to  the 
increased  efficiency  of  the  police  force  ;  but  it  is  due  mainly 
to  the  diminution  of  drunkenness.  For  the  six  years  pre- 
vious to  1870  tiie  records  at  the  police  stations  were  kept 
so  as  to  make  it  appear  that  those  who  were  arrested  for 
drunkenness,  and  discharged  when  sober,  without  being 
taken  before  a  m;igistrate,  were  "lodgers,"  and  the  letter ''D  " 
was  attached  to  their  names  to  distinguish  them  from  those 
who  applied  for  lodgings.  For  example,  in  1869  the  an-ests 
for  drunkenness  are  put  down  as  9,954 ;  and  the  lodgers, 
with  "D,"  attached,  are  given  as  9,492;  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  actujil  r.uniber  of  arrests  for  drunkenness 
during  that  year  .ras  19,^40.  , 

At  the  bt-ginning  of  1870  instructions  were  given  to 
record  all  persons  who  were  sent  to  court  for  drunkenness 
as  "  drunk  ; "  and  all  those  who  were  more  or  less  under  the 
influence  of  liquor  when  taken  into  custody,  and  who  were 
dischai-ged  when  solder,  as  "disorderly."  This  method  of 
keeping  the  records  seemed  to  be  as  disingenuous  as  that 
which  it  sui>erseded.  The  only  object  could  be  to  cover  up 
the  number  of  arrests  for  drunkenness,  as  the  police  had  no 
more  authority  in  law  ft)r  dischjirging,  on  their  own  responsi- 
bility, a  person  arrested  for  being  disorderly  than  they  had 
for  discharging  a  person  arrested  for  intoxication.  On  the 
2 1  st  November  last  an  order  was  issued  instructing  officers 
to  enter  on  the  records,  in  all  cases,  the  actual  cause  of 
arrest. 

In  order  to  show  the  act-a.il  number  of  cases  of  drunken- 
ness coming  under  the  notice  of  ihe  police,  the  foregoing 
table  includes  not  onh*  all  those  who  were  taken  t<i  the  sta- 
tion-houses aud  recorded  as  above  described,  but  those  who 
were  assisted  to  their  homes.  It  appears  that  the  numlier 
of  drunken  persons  arrested  and  helped  home  in  18(59 
(population  237,000)  was  21,061 ;  and  for  the  five  years 
1869  to  1873,  inclusive,  the  average  was  19,790.  The  num- 
ber arrested  and  helped  home  in  r878  (population  375,0D0) 
was  14,857,  and  the  average  for  the  five  years,  1874  to 
1878,  inclusive,  was  16,494.  Although  changes  have  been 
made  (as  apix-ars  ft-om  the  foregoing  statement)  in  the  man- 
ner of  recording  the  arrests,  the  instructions  to  the  police  in 
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regard  to  makinjr  arrests  are  the  same  now  as  they  vrei-e  ten 
years  ago;  tliat  is  to  say,  the  police  would  be  as  likely  to 
take  an  intoxicated  person  to  the  station-bouse  now  as  in 
18ii9.  The  comparison,  therefore,  which  is  here  instituted 
is  undoubtedly  a  currect  one,  and  the  deduction  which  has 
l>een  dniwn,  name!}',  that  there  has  been  during  the  past  ten 
years,  and  especiall}-  since  the  establishment  of  the  licens(? 
law,  a  marked  decrease  of  intemperance,  would  seem  to  be 
entirely  sound.  On  this  point  something  further  will  be 
sjiid  in  that  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  license  law. 

It  appears  from  the  record  of  felonies  that  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  nmnber  considerably  beyond  the  increase 
which  might  I>e  expected  from  tlie  growth  of  the  city.  For 
instance,  the  average  numl)cr  of  arrests  each  j'ear  for  the  five 
years  \ii69  to  187.3,  inclusive,  for  house-breaking,  robbery, 
bui^Iarv,  arson,  and  murder  was  lOfi:  the  average  for  the 
same  olicuces  for  the  five  j'ears  1874  to  1878,  inclusive,  was 
174.  Tliis  shows  an  increase  of  about  65  per  cent.,  while 
ll;e  Mif!',-ase  of  population  between  the  two  periods  was  only 
al)oui  32  per  cent.  Under  the  head  of  "  Years' imprison- 
UH-nt,"  it  iippears  that  the  average  for  the  five  years  from 
lf>ii9  to  1873,  inclusive,  was  l,32fi;  and  for  the  five  years 
following,  2,1G8.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  the  percent- 
age of  increase  unrler  this  he.id  is  the  same  as  the  percentage 
of  incrcjise  in  the  numl)er  of  felonies. 

During  the  nine  years  from  1861  to  1869,  inclusive, 
the  value  of  property  re|xirted  stolen  in  the  city  amounted 
to  $2,437,556,  and  the  v.ilue  of  property  recovered 
during  the  same  period  by  the  Boston  police  amounted 
to  $1,518,742.  A  part  of  this  recovered  property  was 
stolen  out  of  the  city.  During  the  nine  years  following 
(li'70-1878)  the  value  of  property  reported  stolen  in  the 
city  amounted  to  $639,716,  and  the  value  of  property  recov- 
ered am«>i>:;ted  to  $677,427,  part  of  it  having  been  stolen 
out  of  the  city.  The  large  amount  reported  stolen  during 
the  first  nine  years  may  possibly-  be  accounted  for  in  part,  at 
least,  by  the  fact  that  it  includes  the  period  during  and  im- 
mediately succeeding  the  war.  Of  course  all  the  property 
stolen  in  the  city  is  not  reported  to  the  police ;  on  the  other 
hand,  a  great  deal  of  property  which  is  lost  through  the 
negligence  or  carelessness  of  persons  using  the  public  con- 
veyances, or  frequenting  public  places,  is  reported  to  the 
lK»lice  as  stolen. 

It  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  the  citizens,  and  es- 
I>eciall3'  to  strangers  visiting  the  cit}',  if  a  bureau  were  estab- 
lished in  the  Police  Department  for  the  receipt  and  delivery 
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of  lost  property.  To  place  such  a  bureau  upon  an  efficient 
footiii'i',  additional  legislation  -vrould  be  required.  Ever}' 
driver  of  a  hackney-caiTiage,  omnibus,  horse-car,  or  other 
public  conveyance,  and  every  lessee  of  a  theatre  or  public 
hall,  wherein  property'  was  left  by  an}-  pei-son,  should  be 
required  within  twenty-four  hours  to  deliver  the  property, 
if  not  sooner  claimed  by  the  o^vner,  either  at  the  nearest 
police  station,  or  at  some  central  police  office  in  or  near  the 
City  Ilall.  If  left  at  the  stations  the  propertj-  could  be  for- 
warded by  the  police  to  the  central  bureau,  and  an  officer 
having  charge  of  the  bureau  would  enter  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  i)urpose  the  description  of  all  propertj-  deposited  there. 

Persons  who  had  lost  property  would,  if  such  a  system 
were  established,  know  where  to  go  in  order  to  recover  it, 
and  would  have  the  amount  which  they  were  to  pay  as  a  reward 
to  the  finder,  and  to  cover  any  other  expenses  connected  with 
the  return  of  the  property,  fixed  Ity  the  Commissioners  upon 
some  general  rule.  After  unclaimed  property  had  been 
kept  for  a  s^.e^ifiLd  Icr.gtH  of  time,  it  should  be  sold  at  auc- 
tion, and  a  certain  portion  of  the  proceeds  piiid  to  the  finder, 
and  the  remainder  turned  into  the  public  tretisury.  The 
expense  of  establisiiing  such  a  bureau  would  be  light,  as  it 
would  take  only  a  portion  of  the  time  of  one  officer,  and  the 
necessary  storage-room  could  l>e  found  in  some  of  the  pres- 
ent city  buildings. 

Station-IIouse  Lodgers. 

With  a  view  to  reduce  the  number  of  lodgers  at  the  police- 
stations,  the  Commissioners,  on  the  7th  of  August,  inquired 
of  tlic  Overseers  of  the  Poor  whether,  in  their  opinion,  suita- 
ble provision  could  be  made  in  the  central  part  of  the  city, 
without  large  expense,  for  lodging,  and  for  employing  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  the  day  the  class  of  jAjrsous  who  had  been 
in  the  habit  -.f  oi)taiiiing  hxl^.r.^  during  the  cold  season  in 
the  police-stations  situnted  in  the  old  portion  of  the  city. 
After  considering  the  question,  the  Overseers  replied  that,  in 
their  opinion,  suitable  provision  could  be  m.ide  in  the  MaAhew 
School-house,  in  Hawkins  street.  The  matter  was  then  sul>- 
niittcd  to  the  Mayor,  who  addressed  a  communication  to  the 
City  Council,  recommending  that  an  appropriation  of  $4,01)0 
be  made  for  the  purpose  of  canying  out  the  suggestion  made 
by  this  Board.  The  appropriation  was  subsequently  made, 
and  on  the  30th  of  January  the  building  was  rejwrted  to  l)e 
in  condition  to  receive  a  limited  number  of  lodffcrs.  Instruc- 
tions were  given  at  first  to  send  a  portion  only  of  the  men 
applying  at  the  stations  in  the  central  part  of  the  city ;  but 
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as  the  accommodations  were  enlarged,  and  the  demand  for 
lodgings  began  to  full  off  on  acconnt  of  the  labor-test,  the 
orders  were  modified  to  include  those  who  applied  at  any  of 
the  stations  in  the  city,  unless  the  applicant  was  too  old,  or 
tof)  intirm  to  travel  from  the  place  where  he  applied  to  the 
lodging-house.  Accommodations  for  the  females  were  pro- 
vided at  the  Temporary  Home  in  Chardon  street. 

The  new  system  has  worked  just  as  the  Commissioners  sup- 
posed it  would.  Most  of  the  applicants  preferred  to  sleep  on 
a  board  in  the  ill-ventilated  cells  of  the  station-houses,  and 
without  receiving  anything  to  eat  in  the  morning,  ratlicr  than 
so  to  a  comfortable  lodjiinjr-house,  where  thev  were  oijlijied  to 
work  for  a  couple  of  hours  in  the  morning  in  compensation  for 
their  breakfast  and  lodging.  The  requirement  in  regard  to 
Ijatliing  had  as  much  to  do  with  diminishing  the  number, 
perhaps,  as  the  labor-test.  The  operation  of  the  new  system 
is  best  shown  b}'  the  daily  statement  of  lodgers  during  the 
tirst  month  after  the  opening  of  the  lodging-house.

Persons   placed  on  Probatiox. 


By  Chapter  198  of  the  Acts  of  1878  the  Mayor  w.as 
authorized  to  appoint,  "  either  from  the  police  force  or  the 
citizens  at  large,  a  suittvble  person  whose  duty  it  should  1>e 
to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction 
held  within  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  to  recommend  to  such 
courts  the  placing  on  probation  of  such  persons  as  xaay  rea- 
sonably be  expected  to  be  reformed  without  punishment." 

Lieut.  Henry  C.  Hemmeuway,  of  tho  Police  Department, 
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■nas  appointed  by  the  Ma3or  in  ^lay,  1878,  and  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  June  1.  On  the  21st 
October  be  was  promoted  b}-  the  Commissioners  to  be  a  cap- 
tain of  the  police,  and  on  the  same  da}'  the  Mayor  appointed 
Captain  Edw'd  II.  Savage,  formerly  Chief  of  Police,  to  fill 
the  vacanc}'. 

The  law  requires  the  officer  to  make  reports  as  often  as 
once  in  every  three  months  to  the  Superintendent  of  Police, 
giving  an  account  of  the  duties  performed  under  the  act, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  persons  placed  ou  probation, 
tiieir  residences,  and  the  nature  of  their  oflences. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  Lieut.  Hemmenway  for  the 
four  months  ending  Sept.  30,  1878,  that  he  attended  during 
that  time  120  sessions  of  the  criminal  courts  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  namely  :—

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Of  Iho  whole  number  placed  on  trial,  about  two-tbircis 
were  between  the  ages  of  17  and  25 ;  nearly  all  were  for 
first  olTonces,  and  no  one  has  been  bailed  without  the  special 
direction  or  full  approval  of  the  court. 

Of  the  34  cases  placed  on  file  4  were  sailors,  whose  ves- 
sels were  ready  for  sea,  4  were  sent  to  charit}-  homes,  and 
19  (women)  were  sent  to  their  homes  out  of  the  city. 

Of  the  last,  but  one  has  returned  to  the  city  in  violation 
of  the  conditions  imposed  by  court.  She  was  surrendered 
and  sentenced. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  the  City 
Council  has  m.ade  an  appropiration  of  $300  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  sending  to  their  homes  in  the  country  persons  Avbo 
arc  placed  on  probation  by  the  courts,  .and  who  desire  to 
return  to  their  homes,  but  are  without  the  means  for  so 
doing. 

Distribution  of  Soup  to  the  woktht  Poor. 

In  December  last  the  Coniuiissioners  were  requested  by  an 
ordor  of  the  City  Council  to  make  arrangements  in  the  sev- 
tra!  police  divisions  for  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of 
soup  to  the  worthy  poor  during  the  winter  months,  the  ex- 
pense not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $3,000.  In  accordance  with 
this  request,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  distribution 
from  the  following  places:  — 

1st  Division,  corner  Travers  and  Friend  streets. 

5th  Division,  corner  Dover  street  and  Harrison  avenue. 

Cth  Division,  7(i  C  street. 

7th  Division,  Police  Station  House. 

8th  Division,  Police  Station  House. 

9th  Division,  2144  Washington  street. 

15th  Division,  4  Chelsea  street. 

Through  the  Superintendent  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market  the 
contracts  f.,*-  supplies  were  made  at  very  low  rales,  as  :ip- 
prnrs  from  the  schedule  of  expciiscs  given  1>e!c-w.  All  the 
articles  were  required  to  be  of  good  quality,  sweet  and  whole- 
some ;  and  the  officci-s  making  the  requisitions  were  instructed 
to  report  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  their  contracts.  To  govern  the  police  in 
sclectuig  the  objects  of  the  charity  the  following  rules  were 
laid  down :  No  soup  to  be  furnished  to  tramps  or  station- 
house  lodgers.  Applicants  claiming  to  reside  in  the  city  and 
to  be  in  necessitous  circumstances  were  to  be  supplied  on  the 
day  of  application,  and  the  continuance  of  the  supply  was 
nuide  to  depend  on  the  report  of  the  officer  to  whom  the  case 
was  referred.     The  general   supervision  of  the  work   was 
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placed  ill  the  hands  of  the  captains  of  tlie  divisions  in  which 
the  places  of  distribution  were  located. 

The  distribution  was  begun  January  1   and  ended  March 
25  —  a  period  of  84  days.

Regulation  of  Street  Cars. 

In  the  latter  piirt  of  December  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
passed  orders  regulating  the  number  of  cars  to  be  run  by  the 
Metropolitan,  Highland,  South  Boston,  and  Middlesex  Rnil- 
road  Companies,  and  requesting  the  Police  Commissioners  to 
enforce  those  regulations  and  all  others  relating  to  the  use  of 
liie  public  streets  by  th«  several  street  railway  companies. 
On  the   1st  January  a  sergeant  and  three  patrolmen,  spe-

cially  qualified  for  the  clut}',  were  detailed  to  attend  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  regulations.  For  a  nuni?)cr  of  3'ears  the 
puljlic  travel  had  been  greatly  inconvenienced  on  the  great 
lliorougiifares  between  the  northern  and  southern  sleam  rail- 
wii}-  stations  by  the  manner  in  which  the  street  cars  Iiad  been 
run,  especiall}'  at  the  begiiniing  and  close  of  business  hours. 
In  the  sharp  competition  for  the  public  patronage,  a  spirit  of 
rivalry  had  groAvn  up  between  the  employes  of  the  different 
companies  using  the  same  lines  in  the  ceutnil  part  of  the  cit}', 
and  the  managers  of  the  roads  bad  found  it  so  difficult  to 
control  their  own  men  that  they  Avere  ready  to  cooperate  with 
the  police  in  the  enforcement  of  any  pro[>er  regulations  b}' 
which  the  drivers  and  conductors,  would  Ikj  required  to  make 
their  trips  on  time,  and  would  be  prevented  from  loitering 
or  stopping  to  solicit  passengers. 

The  officers  detailed  for  this  duty  carried  out  their  instruc- 
tions with  abilitj' and  discretion,  and  in  a  verj*  short  time 
the  evils  which  had  been  so  long  complained  of  were  sul>- 
stantially  remedied. 

In  order  to  put  the  Commissioners  in  a  position  to  enforce, 
in  the  most  effective  way,  their  own  regulations,  and  also  the 
regulations  of  the  Aldermen,  and  not  make  the  continued 
success  of  their  work  dependent,  as  it  was  b3'  existing  laws, 
upon  the  cooperation  and  good-will  of  the  railroad  officials, 
the  City  Council  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  an  act  requir- 
ing all  drivers,  conductors,  and  starters  of  horse  cars  to  be 
licensed,  and  to  hold  their  licenses  conditional  upon  the 
observance  of  all  rules  made  for  their  guidance.  The  rail- 
road companies  made  no  objection  to  the  legislation  asked 
for,  and  the  act  was  passed  on  the  2Gth  February,  to  take 
efl'cct  on  the  2J^th  of  ^larch.  It  provides  that  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  drive  any  horses  attached  to  an}'  street 
car  in  any  street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  except  at  the  sUibles 
of  the  horse  railroad  companies,  or  act  in  the  capacity  of  con- 
ductor or  oiarter  at  any  place  within  tiie  limits  of  the  city, 
v.ithout  being  duly  licensed  therefor  by  the  Bo.~rd  of  Police 
Commissioners.  And  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  require  the  members  of  their  department  to  observe 
and  direct  the  persons  licensed,  and  cause  them  to  conform 
ti»  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  B(>ston,  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said 
city,  and  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners, 
relating  to  the  use  of  the  tnicks,  the  speed  of  the  horses, 
and  especially  to  the  obstructions  of  public  tnivel  by  the 
management  of  the  street  cars.  Since  the  act  went  into 
effect  licenses  have  been  granted  t(f  employes  of  the  several 
roads  as  follows  :  —

Pensions  . 

By  the  5ili  scccivon  of  the  Act  establishing  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  anth'^rity  is  given  >o  retire  from  office 
in  the  Police  Department  anycaptiiin,  inspector,  sergeant,  or 
patrohnan,  who  has  become  disabled  while  in  the  actual  per- 
formance of  duty,  or  who  has  performed  faithfid  ser\'ice  in 
the  department  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  fifteen  consec- 
utive years,  and  is  pronounced  by  the  City  Physician  to  be 
incapacitiitcd  for  further  duty,  and  place  the  officer  so  retired 
on  a  pension  roll,  and  allow-  him  an  amount  not  e.vceeding 
one-third  of  the  annual  salary*  or  compensation  of  the  office 
from  which  he  is  so  retired.  The  Cit^-  Solicitor  construed 
that  portion  of  the  act  relating  to  officers  who  have  served 
for  fifteen  consecutive  years  to  apply  only  to  officers  who 
have  been  in  the  Boston  Department  during  the  whole  of 
that  period.  Therefore  the  Commissioners  were  obliged 
when  they  rcoi-ganized  the  depar^nient  to  discharge,  without 
a  pension,  those  who,  v/ith:a  that  jieriod,  became  connecte  1 
with  the  force  through  the  annexation  of  the  cit)'  or  town  in 
which  they  were  oHginally  api>ointed,  and  who  were  certified 
b}'  the  Cit3'  Physician  as  being  permanently-  incapacit;ited  for 
duty.  Upim  representations  made  to  the  City  Council  by 
the  Commissioners,  a  petition  was  sent  to  the  Legislature  for 
an  amendment  to  the  law ;  and  on  the  10th  of  March  an  act 
was  passed  (Chap.  97)  giving  police  officers  who  have  be- 
come connected  with  the  Police  Department  by  the  annexa- 
tion to  Boston  of  any  other  city  or  town  the  benefit  of  their 
service  in  the  municipality  for  which  they  were  originally 
appointed.  The  following  is  a  list  of  all  the  names"  borne 
on  the  pension  roll  at  the  present  time :  — 
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For  the  pa^'iiicnt  of  these  pensions  the  Commissioners  are 
authorized  to  dr.nv  from  time  to  time  upon  the  trustees 
of  the  Police  Charitable  Fund  (the  Major,  Treasurer,  and 
Auditor,  of  the  city),  established  by  an  ordinance  of  the 
City  Council  passed  June  17,  1870.  The  fund  is  com- 
posed of  witness  fees  earned  bj*  members  of  the  force ;  and 
in  addition  to  the  payment  of  i>ensions,  the  income  is  to  be 
applied  by  the  trustees  to  the  relief  of  persons  who  have 
received  an  honorable  discharge  from  the  police  force  In' 
reason  of  sickness,  age,  or  other  disability,  and  who  are,  in 
consequence  thereof,  in  necessitous  circumstances ;  and  also 
to  ihe  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  in  necessitous  cir- 
cumstances of  police  officers  who  have  died  while  in  the 
service  of  the  city.

L;  addition  to  the  foregoing  list  there  are  two  officers  who 
are  incapacitated  for  duty,  and  who  are  drawing  paj-  from 
the  police  appropriation  under  orders  of  the  Citj'  Council 
passed  some  years  ago,  namely :  Euos  Wasgatt,  who  was 
injured  in  the  draft  riots  in  1863,  and  who  is  paid  three 
dollars  per  diem  under  an  order  passed  in  1868  ;  Samuel  B. 
lioss,  who  was  injured  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  in 
18G(),  and  who  is  paid  a  dollar  and  a  half  per  diem  under  an 
order  passed  in  1871.  The  Commissioners  have  no  power  to 
discontinue  or  diminish  these  payments,  and  so  represented 
the  matter  to  the  City  Council  in  their  first  monthly  I'epoit. 

Sale  of  Ixtoxicatixg  Liquors. 

The  licenses  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
all  tcniiinate  by  limilntion  on  the  tii-st  dny  of  May  in  each 
year.  The  License  Commissioners  appointed  !May  8,  1877, 
continued  in  office  until  relieved  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners July  8,  1878.  Between  the  tirst  day  of  May,  1878, 
and  the  eighth  day  of  July,  they  granted  the  following 
licenses  to  run,  unless  sooner  revoked,  until  the  first  day  of 
May,  1879  :  —

The  license  law  has  now  been  in  operation  four  years  —  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  fumbh  the  means  for  a  fair  com- 
parison with  the  operations  of  the  pn>hibitory  law  which  it 
superseded.  In  December,  1874,  the  Chief  of  Police  re- 
ported that  the  number  of  places  where  liquor  was  sold  was 
3,090  —  a  very  large  proportion  of  which  had  facilities  for 
drinking  on  the  premises.  The  population  at  that  time  was 
estimated  at  337,000.  In  September,  1875,  after  the  license 
law  had  been  in  operation  four  months,  the  police  reported 
that  there  were  2,483  places  where  liquor  Avas  sold,  of 
which  1,897  were  licensed  and  586  unlicensed.  In  May, 
1877,  the  police  reported  2,341  places,  of  which  only 
1,167  were  licensed.  During  the  license  year  1877-78, 
licenses  were  granted  to  2,445  persons,  and  the  number  of 
licensed  places  May  1,  1878,  is  given  t^  2,227.  The  num- 
ber of  unlicensed  places  at  that  date  was  180.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  1,926  licensed  places  (including 
druggists,  who  sell  only  for  mechanical  and  medicinal  pur- 
poses), 2nd  101  places  where  it  is  suspected  that  liquor  is 
sold  in  a  small  way  without  a  license.  It  appears,  then,  that 
in  1874  (the  last  j'ear  under  the  prohibitory  law)  with  a 
population  of  337,000,  the  number  of  places  where  liquor 
was  sold  was  3,090,  and  the  number  of  drunken  persons  wh<» 
came  under  the  notice  of  the  police  was  19,324.  In  1878-9 
(the  fourth  year  of  the  license  law),  with  a  population  of 
375,000,  the  number  of  liquor  places  was  2,027,  and  the 
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nuniher  of  dinmken  persons,  arrested  or  tjikeii  home  was 
14,929.  'This  result  is  highly  gratifying.  How  much  is 
due  to  the  license  law,  how  much  to  the  introduction  of  light 
drinks,  and  how  much  to  the  hard  times  which  began  about 
a  year  and  a  half  before  the  law  went  into  operation,  it 
would,  of  course,  be  impossible  to  determine.  But  the  Com- 
missioners think  the  ligures  they  have  given  justify  the 
conclusion  that  the  cause  of  temperance  has  been  promoted 
in  this  city  by  the  estalilishment  of  the  license  system.  That 
there  were  more  licensed  places  in  this  city  during  the  past 
year  than  there  ought  to  have  been  is  undoui)ted!y  true  ;  but 
the  present  Commissioners  should  not  be  held  entirely  re- 
sponsible for  that,  as  there  had  been  over  nine  hundred 
licenses  issued  to  run  until  ^lay  1,  1879,  before  they  took 
office. 

While  the  present  law  is  defective  in  some  i-espects,  it  has, 
on  tiie  whole,  worked  veiy  well ;  under  its  provisions  t'le 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  is  subjected  only  to  such  just  and 
necessary  restrictions  as  the  spirit  of  the  age  demands.  The 
exercise  of  liic  j^ower  to  gi-ni-t  licences  is  permissive,  not 
obligatory.  The  local  authoiities  can,  if  they  choose,  refuse 
to  grant  any  licenses,  or  they  may  grant  licenses  to  some,  and 
refuse  them  to  others,  without  being  required  by  law  to  give 
any  re.ison  for  such  discrimination.  Upon  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  licensing  power  that  the  terms  of  a  license  have  been 
violated,  the  license  can  be  revoked ;  and  the  law  of  1876, 
authorizing  the  police  to  search  for  and  seize  liquors  exposed 
and  kept  for  sale  by  unlicensed  persons,  enables  those  who 
administer  the  law  to  carry  out  their  regulations  in  the  most 
effective  way. 

From  a  report  made  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  in  Xovem- 
ber  last  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Stiitistics  of  Labor,  it 
appears  that,  of  the  19  cities  and  325  towns  in  the  State,  226 
towns  and  3  cities  did  not  grant  any  licenses  in  1877 ;  and 
in  many  of  the  towns  where  licenses  were  granted  tiiey  were 
confined  to  druggists.  The  aircsts  for  drunkenness  in  the 
whole  State  during  the  year  1874  numbered  28,044;  and  in 
1877  the  numl>er  was  reduced  to  20,657. 

During  the  past  ten  years  there  appears  to  have  been  a 
marked  advance  in  the  cause  of  temperance,  not  only  in  Bos- 
ton and  Xew  England,  but  in  most  of  the  older  States  of  the 
Union.  In  a  recent  work  on  the  history  of  intoxicating 
drinks,  the  writer,  an  English  banister,  who  treats  the  snl)- 
joct  with  great  thoroughness  and  impartiality,  sa^'s  :  — 

'  The  fignm  ia  relitioo  to  arresta  for  druakenness  are  eiren  more  in  detail  on  pages 
17-18. 
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In  no  |>i'oj)l(!  li.is  tlie  transition  from  intemperance  to  sobrictj  been  so 
niarkcil  as  in  tlioso  of  the  United  States.  ...  So  far  as  entire  i)ro- 
liibition  is  coiicerned  it  lias  failed  in  the  larn:e  town?,  bnt  lias  been 
snccessful  in  many  small  towns  and  country  villages.  In  places  where 
public  opinion  has  demanded,  or  cordially  supported,  .iny  form  of  re- 
pression nr  restriction,  it  has  made  the  traffic  disreputable  ;"has  removed 
temptation  out  of  the  way  of  those  who  would,  if  they  could,  control 
themselves,  and  has  reduced  the  habitual,  callous  drunicard,  as  well  as 
the  man  who  supplies  him,  to  the  position  of  a  law-breaker  and  a  sne.ak. 
It  has  raisfd  the  whole  moral  tone  of  society  and  the  material  condition 
of  the  masses.  The  failure  has  been  where  the  law  h.as  tried  to  force 
prohibition  upon  an  unwilling  communitj' ;  the  success  where  a  reforming 
or  rcfornu'd  public  opinion  has  found  the  law  ready  to  aid  it  in  enforcing 
sobriety  for  the  benefit  of  all.  In  short,  the  legislation  which  li;us  suc- 
ceedfd'lu'st  in  the  United  States  is  that  which  gives  the  option  to  locali- 
ties to  have  liquor  sold  in  theirmidst  or  not  as  they  chose,  —  "  permissive 
U'gislalion," — and  that  has  indeed  been  an  inestimable  boon  to  the 
citizens  of  the  Great  Uepublic.' 

A  select  committee  of  the  English  House  of  Lords,  ap- 
pointed two  years  ago  "for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the 
l)rev:ilcncc  of  habits  of  intemperance,  and  into  tiie  manner 
in  wliiih  tliosc  hal>its  have  been  affected  by  recent  legislation 
and  other  causes,"  has  just  made  a  very  valuable  and  inter- 
esting rvport  wliich  has  attracted  much  attention  from  those 
interested  in  tiio  temperance  question.  Ujwn  the  evidence 
of  tiie  most  distinguished  physicians  of  the  da^'  "it  does  not 
appear,"  the  committee  say,  "  that  there  is  any  theory  as  to 
the  physiological  properties  or  as  to  the  dietetic  or  medici- 
nal value  of  alcohol  which  is  as  yet  so  genendly  accepted  by 
the  medical  profession  as  would  warrant  its  being  adopted  as 
a  basis  for  legislation."  The  magistrates,  chief  constables, 
and  other  witnesses  from  the  largest  towns  Iwre  testimony 
imanimonsly  to  the  beneficial  effects  of  recent  restrictive 
legislation  in  preserving  the  public  peace;  but  there  was  a 
difference  of  opinion  on  the  question  whether  drunkenness 
had  or  had  not  increased.  It  appears  that  the  expenditure 
for  into.xicating  liquors  per  head  of  population  has  increased 
from  £2  l«s.  and  Cd.  in  ISfiO  to  £4  9s.  in  187G;  "but  it  is 
shown  to  be  probable  that  a  large  portion  of  thi*  increase  rep- 
resents the  moderate  consumption  by  the  tcmi>eratc."  Arid 
it  also  ap[)ears  that  the  use  of  tea,  sugar,  wine,  and  tobacco 
has  increased  far  more  rapidly  than  the  use  of  beer  and 
spirits.  "The  main  result  of  the  inquiries  of  the  commit- 
tee," tiivs  the  "London  Times,"  "is  to  recommend  a  further 
adviince  in  the  restrictive,  but  not  prohibitory,  legislation  of 
the  last  few  years."

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Analysis  of  Liquors. 

In  January  two  officers  were  detailed  under  special  in- 
structions to  obtain,  for  analysis  1.13'  the  State  Assaj'er, 
samples  of  wiiiskcy  from  certain  licensed  places  in  different 
sections  of  the  city  where  it  was  suspected  that  the  liquors 
sold  were  not  of  good  standard  quality  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  license  law.  The  samples  were  duh'  taken 
and  delivered  to  the  State  Assayer,  who  made  the  following 
report  thereon :  —

Gextlejiev,  —  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  chemi- 
ical  examination  and  analysis  of  fifty  samples  of  whiskey 
sold  in  the  Citv  of  Boston,  and  delivered  to  me  in  the  latter 
part  of  January  of  the  present  year. 

Of  these  tifty  (.50)  samples,  onl}'  fourteen  (14:)  appeared 
to  be  free  from  adulteration,  thi'-ty-six  (30)  not  being  of  good 
standard  quality  accurcliiiu'  to  the  ])rovisions  of  Chapter  9il 
of  the  Acts  of  1875,  but  sold  in  violation  oi  that  statute,  and 
the  conditions  of  the  license  granted  to  the  venders.

These  samples  (35  and  36)  had  a  very  hot  and  fiery  taste, 
l>eiitg,  in  ni}-  opinion,  very  inferior  whiskey,  which  had  been 
adulterated  by  the  adition  of  spirit;  they  both  contained 
caratiitl. 

Xo  other  adulterations  than  those  mentioned,  viz.,  water, 
spirit ,  :iT\.'\f^^:\•.\\  flavoring  and  artificial  coloring,  were  detected 
in  any  of  tiie  samples ;  indeed,  I  doubt  if  any  other  adul- 
terations are  ever  practised,  at  least  in  this  section  of  the 
country. 

The  most  unfounded  prejudices  prevail  in  regard  to  the 
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nature  of  the  adulterations  practised  upon  whiske}',  wliicli 
an  experience  of  several  years,  ba.sed  upon  the  examination 
of  a  large  number  of  samples,  enables  me  to  say,  are  abso- 
lutely without  foundation. 

.Strj'chuine,  cocculus  indicus,  l>enzine,  copperas,  tobacco, 
and  other  poisonous  substances,  are  commonly  believed  to  be 
used  in  the  adulteration  of  liquors,  but  I  have  yet  to  learn 
of  a  single  instance  in  which  a  chemist  of  any  experience 
has  detected  the  presence  of  any  one  of  these  suljstances  in 
whiskey  or  other  spirits. 

It  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  temperance  reform  that  false 
statements  should  be  made,  as  they  are  continuall}',  in  regard 
to  the  nature  of  the  adulterations  practised  upon  liquors.  Pure 
liquors  are  sufficiently  injurious,  if  used  to  excess,  to  furnish 
all  the  arguments  necessary  to  the  promotion  of  tempci-ance 
principles,  and,  in  my  judgment,  adulterated  liquors,  as  I  find 
them  to  be  adulterated,  are  not  more  injurious,  if  improperly 
used,  than  pure  liquors  under  ti)<»  same  circumstances. 

Liquors  which  i'"t;  free  frc;r:<  .-uiy  adulteration  may  yet  be 
of  very  inferior  and  even  injurL'MS  quaUto.  \cvy  much  of 
the  whiskey  and  other  liquors  commonly  sold  is  of  this  sort, 
so  that  it  is  not  true,  as  claimed  by  some,  that  the  inspection 
and  analysis  of  liquors  is  of  no  practical  benefit  to  the  pul)- 
lic ;  for  the  statute  requires  tliat  the  liquors  sold  under  tiie 
licenses  granted  shall  be  of  good  standard  quality'  as  well  as 
free  from  adulteration. 

The  following  extract  from  an  address  delivered  in  New 
York  State  by  a  gentleman  who  at  the  time  was  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Xew  York  State  Temperance  Society,  is  a  fair 
sample  of  the  extravagance  of  statement  frequenti}'  made  use 
of  1)3'  those  who  claim  that  jjoisonous  adulterations  are  often 
added  to  liquors:  "jBy  7nea)is  of  this  drug  (sfri/c/inine), 
wted  in  connection  with  tobacco,  f/iarp  distillers  are  niakiiifj 
Jive  gallons  of  whiskey  from  one  bush'-l  uf  grain,  whereas  the 
quantity  ohtain-'d  hj  the  foi  „ic,-  old  j'^'ocess  icas  b'tt  half  as 
much."  A  more  absurd  statement  could  scarcely  be  made, 
for  it  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  state  that  science  is  at  pres- 
ent unable  to  produce  a  single  drop  of  alcohol  from  even  an 
unlimited  quantity  of  either  strychnine  or  tobacco. 

^luch  of  the  whiskey-  commonly  sold,  whether  adulterated 
or  not,  is  unfit  for  an3-  but  mechanical  uses.  It  is  what  is 
known  as  raw  or  new  whiskey,  loaded  with  fusil  oil,  har.-h 
and  rank  to  the  to^te,  and  onl^'  fit  for  drinking  purposes 
after  several  3-ears  of  age,  or  some  process  of  purification. 
'Ry  these  means  the  fusil  oil  becomes  oxidized  and  changed 
into  substances  less  injurious  than  this  body  in  a  natural  con- 
dition in  raw  whiske3-. 
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Of  tlic  above  s:imjilcs  reiiortcd  ns  atliiltcnited,  all  l)iit 
eight  appeared  to  be  of  fair  quality',  except  in  the  addition  of 
water.     The  samples  numbered   13,    17,  30,  6,  21,  34,  35, 

36.  -were  not  only  adulterated,  but  of  very  inferior  quality, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  unfit  for  sale  under  the  conditions  of  tiic 
present  license  act. 

The  other  samples  examined  appeared  to  be  of  good  average 
qualify,  and  free  from  adulteration,  excepting  arlljicial  color- 
ing, which  is  a  harmless  substance,  and  in  very  genenil  use.

It  appcirs  from  a  report  made  by  the  State  Assayer  and  Inspector  of 
Liquors,  that  yoa  are  selling  liquor  that  is  not  of  good  standard  quality 
and  free  fronradulteration,  as  required  by  Cliaiiter  1)9  of  the  Arts  of  llio 
year  1875;  and  youarc  liercby  warned  that  if  you  continav  to  sell  such 
adulterated  liquors,  proceedings  will  be  taken  lor  the  revoc-.ition  of  your 
i  cense. 
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Additionsl  samples  would  have  been  taken  for  analysis  had 
not  the  question  of  abolishing  the  office  of  Inspector  and 
Assayer  of  Liquors  been  raised  in  the  Legislatuj-e.  It  having 
been  decided,  very  properly,  as  the  Commissioners  think,  to 
maintain  the  office,  samples  will  be  taken  from  time  to  time 
duriniT  the  present  year,  with  a  view  to  the  prosecution  of 
parties  who  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  law.

An  important  decision  recently  given  by  the  Supreme 
Court  on  a  question  concerning  the  execution  of  the  license 
law  is  printed  in  the  Appendix.  The  Court  not  only  affirms 
the  action  of  the  Commissioners  authorizing  any  police  officer 
of  the  city  to  cuter  licensed  places  at  any  time  (which  was 
the  question  specially  before  it) ,  but  incidentally  passes  upon 
another  question  which  has  several  times  been  raised  in  the 
lower  courts,  by  declaring  that  "under  the  St.  of  1878,  c. 
244,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  given  to  and  im- 
posed upon  the  Mayor  and  Alderman  by  the  St.  of  1875,  c. 
99." 

For  the  information  of  the  Government,  the  permanent 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Police  Commissioners 
on  the  reorganization  of  the  department,  with  additions  and 
amendments  subsequently  made,  are  printed  in  the  appendix.

APPENDIX 


CASE  OF  COMJIONWiLVLTH  vs.  JOHN   DUCEY,  ET  AL. 


This  was  an  indictment  against  the  defendants  for  an  assault 
uj>on  two  police  officers,  ajjd  hindering  them  in  the  discharge  of  their 
dutj'  as  sach  otlicers. 

The  first  count  in  the  indictment  charged  an  assault  npon  the 
person  of  Henry  Dawson,  and  the  second  count  upon  the  person 
of  Thomas  A.  Simpson,  patrol  police  officers  of  the  Ctli  Division. 

Upon  the  trial  ^hp  Oo.criiment  offered  the  following  evidence: 
The  said  Simpsoi.  and  Da'^st.n  «ere  pclivo  officers  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  On  the  ninth  day  oi  Juh",  1878,  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  in  the  City  of  Boston,  appointed  under  and  by  vir- 
the  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  Chap.  244,  passed  the  following  order :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  poKce  officers  of  the  Citj-  of  Boston  be  and 
they  are  hereby  specially  appointed  and  authorized  to  enter  at  any 
time  upon  the  premises  of  any  person  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1875,  to  ascertain  the  manner  in  which  such  person  conducts  his 
business,  and  to  preserve  order;  and  also  do  all  other  acts  which 
officers  so  appointed  ore  authorized  bj-  said  statutes  to  do  or 
perform. 

This  order  was  cdmmimicated  to  the  police  of  the  cit}'  by  being 
read  at  roll-call  in  the  several  station-houses.  Simpson  and  Daw- 
son were  directed,  on  Saturday  evening,  August  24,  1878,  to  go 
out  on  Sunday,  August  ?5,  1878,  and  visit  all  liquor  places  which 
thej-  could  find  open.  No  particular  liquor  places  were  designated  ; 
but  they  were  instructeii  to  enter  all  licensed  places  found  open, 
and  to  enter  them  for  the  piupose  of  ascertaining  how  the  business 
was  conducted. 

On  the  said  25th  day  of  August,  the  same  being  Sunday,  the 
said  Simpson  and  Dawson,  while  passing  the  saloon  of  Stapleton 
and  Denning,  saw  several  persons  going  into  an  outside  door  which 
opened  from  an  entry  to  the  street,  through  which  entry  people 
could  pass  to  apartments  above,  not  occupied  by  either  Stapleton 
or  Denning,  and  also  to  a  side  room,  communicating  by  a  door 
with  the  bar-room,  where  Iiqnors  were  sold. 

The  said  Stapleton  and  Denning  had  a  license  to  sell  into::icating 
liquors,  whicii  license  prohibited  them  from  making  sales  on  the 
Lord's  day.      The  officers  testified,  that  suspecting  liquors  were 
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being  sold,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  was  going 
on,  the}-  Tvent  into  the  entrj-,  and  followed  two  men  through  ii 
door  which  led  from  the  entr}-  into  the  side  room  described  above. 
Both  of  these  rooms  were  under  the  control  and  proprietorship  of 
the  said  Stapleton  and  Denning,  and  both  were  covered  b}-  the 
license,  and  were  part  of  the  licensed  premises. 

The  oflicers  testified  that  they  passed  from  the  entry  into  the  side 
room  so  quicklj-  that  they  could  not  have  been  prevented  from  en- 
tering b}'  anybod}'  in  the  side  room ;  that  there  were  seven  or  eight 
men  in  this  side  room,  among  whom  were  the  defendants. 

When  the  ofiicers  entered  the  side  room  thej*  started  across  it  to 
enter  the  bar-room .  b\'  a  door  that  communicatwl  with  the  side 
room.  As  the  officers  startetl  towards  the  bar-room  door,  certain 
acts  of  the  defendants  —  such  as  standing  in  front  of  the  officers 
and  backing  up  towards  the  door  —  led  the  officers  to  believe  that 
their  entering  to  the  bar-room  was  to  be  against  the  will  of  the 
defendants,  who  told  the  officers,  as  they,  the  officers,  approached 
the  bar-room,  that  they  could  not  enter. 

One  of  the  defendants  told  the  officers  th:it  he  was  paid  to  keep 
people  out  of  the  bar-room.  Officer  Simpson  testified  that  at  this 
f>oint  the}-  told  him  he  could  not  go  in  ;  then  one  Murphy  caught 
h'.m  by  the  arm.  Officer  Dawson  at  that  time  pushed  aside  the 
defendants,  and  pulled  the  key  out  of  the  bar-room  door. 

One  of  the  defendants,  Ducey,  testified  that  the  officers  rushed 
towards  the  bar-room  door,  and  officer  Dawson  caught  him  (Ducey) 
by  the  arm  and  pushed  him  from  the  door,  and  immediately  after- 
wards caught  hold  of  the  key  in  the  door  and  broke  the  key.  This 
was  not  denied  by  the  Government. 

By  these  acts  of  the  defendants  the  officers  were  prevented  from 
entering,  and  gave  up  the  attempt.  They  testified  that  they  were 
both  pushed  out  of  the  door  of  the  room  through  which  they  first 
entered,  into  the  entry-way. 

It  was  agreed  that,  if  the  officers  had  no  legal  authority  to  enter 
these  premises,  no  more  force  was  used  by  the  defendants  than  was 
reasonably  necessary  to  prevent  them  from  entering. 

The  counsel  for  the  defendants  asked  the  Court  to  instruct  the 
jury  that  the  officers  entered  the  premises  without  authority,  and 
were  trespassers  ;  that  the  authority  delegated  by  the  Police  Com- 
Tn'ssioners  to  police  officers  to  enter  at  their  own  discretion,  at  any 
time  any  licensed  place,  or  all  licensetl  places,  v,iis  a  general  author- 
ity, and  not  such  special  authority  as  the  law  required  ;  that  the 
particular  shop  or  place,  the  owner  of  said  shop  or  place,  the  time 
of  such  visit,  and  the  officers  authorized  to  m.ike  such  visit,  should 
be  specially  dcsignatcfl,  and  that  action  under  the  order  of  the 
Police  Commissioners  would  be  contrar}'  to  the  elementary  princi- 
ples, and  in  direct  violation  of  the  constitutional  light  of  the  citi- 
zen, as  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Rights. 

The  Court  declined  to  give  the  instructions  asked  for,  but  sub- 
mitted the  case  to  the  jurj-  under  instructions  which  authorized 
them  to  find  that,  upon  the  evidence,  the  officers  had  the  legal  right 
to  enter  the  premises  for  the  purposes  for  which  and  in  the  manner 
in  which  they  did  enter. 

To  which  refu'sal  t'»  rule  as  requpsted  the  defendant  excepted. 
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The  jiirr  fonnd  the  defendants  guiltv,  and  the  exceptions  were 
carrietl  up  to  Supreme  Court. 

Opixiox  of  the  Codrt. 

Geat,  C.  J.  — Underthe  St.  of  1878,  Ch.  244,  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  vestetl  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  given  to  and  imposed  upon  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men bv  the  St.  of  1875,  Ch.  09.  To  determine  the  construction 
and  effect  of  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  in 
the  case  before  us,  it  is  therefore  necessary  to  consider  the  provi- 
sions of  the  earlier  statute,  which,  so  far  as  they  are  material  to 
the  present  iDquiry,  are  as  follows  :  — 

Lic-enses  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  granted  annually  bj- 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  cities  or  the  Selectmen  of  towns  ;  and 
every  license  "  shall  name  the  person  licensed,  shall  set  forth  the 
nature  of  the  license  and  the  building  in  which  the  business  is  to 
be  carrietl  on,"  and  '•  shall  I>e  expressed  to  be  subject  to  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  :  First,  That  the  provisions  in  regard  to  the 
natnreof  the  license,  and  the  building  in  which  the  business  maj- 
be  carried  or.  naclcr  it.  siiali  be  strictly  adhered  to.  Second,  That 
no  sale  of  spl/ituous  and  lutcxicatiTig  liquor  shall  be  made  between 
the  hours  of  twelve  at  nighi  .lad  six  in  the  morning,  nor  during 
any  part  of  the  Lord's  day,  except  that  if  the  licensee  is  also 
licensed  as  an  innholder,  he  may  supply  such  liquor  to  guests  who 
have  resorted  to  his  house  for  food  or  lodging.  Third,  That  no 
liquor,  except  such  as  is  of  good  standard  quality  and  free  from 
adulteration,  shall  be  keptor  sold  on  the  premises  described  in  the 
license.  Fourth,  That  no  sale  or  delivery- of  liquor  shall  be  made 
on  the  premises  described  in  the  license  to  a  person  known  to  be  a 
drunkard,  or  to  an  intoxicated  person,  or  to  a  minor.  Fifth,  That 
there  shall  be  no  disorder,  indecency,  prostitution,  lewdness,  or 
illegal  gaming  on  the  premises  descril>ed  in  the  license,  or  in  any 
premises  connected  therewith  by  any  interior  communication." 
And  each  license  to  sell  liquors  to  be  drank  on  the  premises  "  shall 
be  subject  to  the  further  condition  that  the  licensee  shall  not  keep  a 
public  bar  and  shall  hold  a  license  as  an  innholder  or  common 
victualler,"  St.  1875,  Ch.  99,  §§  4.6,7. 

B\-  J9  each  licensee  is  required  to  give  bond,  the  condition  of 
which,  according  to  the  form  set  out  in  tlie  statute,  is  tlsat  he 
"  shall  well  and  tndy  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  act 
under  which  said  license  is  i^ed,  and  also  shall  pay  all  damages 
which  shall  be  recovered  from  him  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  said  act."  And  by  §12  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Select- 
men, "  after  notice  to  the  licensee,  and  reasonable  opportunity  for 
him  to  be  heard  by  them  or  by  a  committee  of  their  number,  may 
declare  his  license  forfeited,  npon  proof  satisfactory  to  them  that 
he  has  vioIate<l,  or  permitted  to  be  violated,  any  of  the  conditions 
thereof." 

Section  1 1  is  as  follows : ."  The  Ma3-or  and  Aldermen  of  a  city,  or 
the  Selectmen  of  a  town,  or  any  police  ofllcer  or  constable  specially 
authorized  by  them,  may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the  premises  of 
any  person  licensed  to  sell  under  this  act,  to  ascertain  the  manner 
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in  wliich  such  person  conducts  liis  business,  and  to  preserve  order. 
And  such  i)olice  officer  or  constables  may  at  any  time  take  samples 
for  analysis  from  any  liquors  kept  on  such  premises,  and  the  vessel 
or  vessels  containing  such  samples  shall  be  sealed  on  tlie  premises 
by  the  seal  of  the  vender,  and  shall  remain  so  sealed  until  presented 
to  the  assaj-er  for  analysis.  The  «nt3-  or  town  shall  pa}-  for  the 
samples  so  taken,  provided  such  liquors  are  found  to  be  of  good 
quality,  and  free  from  adulteration." 

The  power  conferred  b}-  this  section  upon  the  officers  therein 
named,  to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  an}-  person  licensed  to  sell 
under  this  act,  "  to  ascertain  the  manner  in  whichsuch  person  con- 
ducts his  business,  and  to  preserve  order,"  does  not  authorize  anj* 
search  or  seizure  of  person  or  property,  and  is  therefore  not  oi>en 
to  the  objection  (which  would  apply  as  strongly  to  the  JIayor  and 
Aldermen  or  Selectmen  as  to  inferior  officers)  of  not  providing  for 
a  previous  oath  or  affirmation  and  a  special  designation  of  the  per- 
sons or  objects  of  search,  arrest,  or  seizure,  as  required  by  the 
fourteenth  article  of  the  Declaration  of  Rights.  It  is  but  a  reason- 
able exercise  of  tlie  police  jwwer  to  preserve  the  public  peace,  and 
to  see  that  the  business  carried  on  :s  the  buildings  described  in  the 
«evcrr.'.  licenses  is  conducted  according  to  the  conditions  of  the 
license,  the  ])rovisions  of  the  statute  under  which  it  is  granted,  and 
the  stipulations  of  the  bond  executed  by  the  licensee  himself.  As 
it  would  be  manifestl}'  impracticable,  in  the  cities  and  tlie  large 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  that  this  duty  should  be  performed  by 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  orSelec-tmen  in  person,  they  are  empow- 
ered to  commit  it  to  so  many  of  the  police  officers  or  constables  as 
they  m.iy  think  fit.  The  wonls  "specially  authorized"  merely 
denote  the  authorit}'  to  be  derive<l  from  the  order  of  the  JIa3-or  and 
Aldermen  or  Selectmen,  as  distingnished  from  the  powers  vested 
in  police  officers  and  constables  by  virtue  of  their  offices  under 
general  laws.  To  construe  these  wonls  as  requiring  eveiy  order  of 
the  M.iyor  and  Aldermen  or  Selectmen  autliorizing  an  entr}'  by 
constables  or  police  officers  upon  the  premises  of  licensees,  to  state 
the  names  of  the  officers,  and  to  designate  particular  buildings  and 
times,  would  be  to  create  unnecessary  embarrassment,  if  not  to 
defeat  the  whole  purpose  of  the  provision. 

The  order  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  of  which  the 
defendsiiis  complain,  was  therefore  legal  and  valid,  and  author- 
ized the  police  officers  to  enter  ui>od  the  premise?  in  question  ;  and 
the  defendants,  in  opposing  and  obstructing  their  entry,  were 
guiltj-  of  an  assault.  The  evidence  in  this  case  does  not  require 
us  to  consider  the  validity  of  the  provision  of  the  statute  for  the 
taking  of  samples  of  liquors,  nor  whether  the  officers  would  have 
the  right,  ufter  demanding  and  being  refused  admittance,  to  break 
outer  d'X)rs.  No  objection  to  the  form  of  the  indictment  appears 
to  have  been  taken  in  the  court  below,  or  is  open  in  tliis  court. 
Commonwealth  vs.  Kane,  108  ilass.,  423,  422.  And  tlie  excep- 
tions .alleged  do  not  relate  to  the  instructions  given,  but  onlj-  to 
the  refusal  to  give  the  instrnctions  requested.  Tha\-er  vs.  Boston, 
124  Mass.,  132,  148.  As,  for  the  reasons  above  stated,  those 
instructions  were  rightly  refused,  the  exceptions  must  be 

Overruled. 
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EULES  Ayj)  REGULATIONS  OF  POLICE  C05DIISSI0NERS. 


In  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Police 
Comniissioaers  hy  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  follow- 
ing rules  anil  regulations  are  hereby  adopted  for  the  government 
and  discipline  of  the  Police  Dci>artmcnt  in  the  cit^-  of  Boston. 
The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  revoke  an}-  of 
these  rules,  or  to  make  additional  rules  from  time  to  time,  as  cir- 
cumstance* or  the  goofl  of  the  seruce  mnj-  require. 

^lembers  of  Ibe  force  should  understand  that  tlicse  rules  and 
regulations  are  not  intended  to  cover  ever}-  case  which  may  arise 
in  the  discteirge  of  their  dutj-.  Soiueihing  must  necessarily  be  left 
to  the  inttlligence  ami  discretion  of  individuals  ;  ancl  acoonliug  to 
the  degree  m  "vhich  ^I-j:  slio-.v  themselves  possessed  of  these  quali- 
ties, and  to  their  z«il,  activify,  aud  jiKlgmeut  on  all  occasions, 
will  be  their  claims  to  future  promotion  aud  rewartl. 


GENERAL  DIVISIONS. 

Rule  1. 

The  land  and  water  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston  Police 
Dcpartmens  are  dividetl,  for  police  purjJoses,  into  districts,  the 
boundaries  of  which  are  defined  as  follows  :  — 

Division  No.  1  is  boanded  b\-  the  centre  of  Faneuil  Ilall  square, 
Faneuil  Hall,  aiKl  Quincy  markets.  Commercial,  Clark,  Hanover, 
and  Commercial  streets,  Charles-river  bridge,  Cliarles-river  chan- 
nel, the  littt  between  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  Eastern  Railroads, 
Causeway,  Portland,  Hanover,  and  Union  streets.  Tiie  station- 
house  is  locnterl  on  H?Rover,  near  Cross  street. 

Divisifjn  No.  2  is  botinded  by  the  centre  of  Faneuil  Hall  square, 
Faneuil  Hall  and  Qniucy  markets,  Commercial,  State,  and  India 
streets,  In<fia  wharf,  the  water  front  to  foot  of  Summer  street,  the 
centre  of  .Sammer  ami  Winter  streets,  the  west  side  of  Tremont 
street,  the  sooth  side  of  Park  street,  the  centre  of  Beacon,  Somer- 
set, Howanl,  Hanover,  and  Union  streets.  The  station-house  is 
located  in  Court  square. 

Division  No.  3  is  bounded  by  the  centre  of  Portland,  Hanover, 
Howard,  Somerset,  and  Beacon  streets  to  Park  street ;  by  the  south 
side  of  Beacon  to  -Arlington  street ;  by  the  centre  of  Beiicon  street 
to  BrookliDe  town  line;  by  said  line  to  the  Boston  &.  Albany  Rail- 
road bridge  on  Brighton  avenue  ;  the  centre  of  Essex  street  to  the 
draw  of  Cambriilgeport  bridge  ;  the  channel  of  Charles  river  to  the 
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Eastern  Rnilroail  track  ;  tlie  line  between  the  Eastern  and  Boston  & 
JIaine  Railroads,  and  the  centre  of  Causeway  to  Portland  street. 
The  station-liouse  is  located  on  Joy,  near  Canibri<Ige  street. 

Division  No. .4  is  bounded  by  the  centre  of  Summer  and  Winter 
streets;  the  west  side  of  'Fremont  street;  the  south  side  of  Park 
and  Beacon  streets  to  Arlington  street;  the  centre  of  Beacon  street 
and  AVest  Cliester  park  extension,  and  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  track  to  Fort  Point  channel,  and  by  the  water  front  to 
the  foot  of  Snniiner  street.  The  station-bouse  is  located  on  La 
Grange  street. 

Division  Xo.  5  is  bounded  b\'  the  centre  of  the  Boston  & 
Alban}'  Railroad  track  from  Parker  street  to  Fort  Point  channel ; 
by  the  centre  of  said  channel  to  Dover-street  bridge  by  a  straight 
line  from  tlie  draw  of  said  bridge  to  the  north-easteniniost  point  on 
Pine  Island  ;  tiience  by  a  line  to  the  Roxbury  canal  opposite 
Stoughton  street,  Ward  18;  by  the  canal  to  the  draw  of  Albany- 
street  bridge  ;  hy  the  centre  of  Albany  and  Nortlianipton  streets, 
Harrison  avenue,  and  the  old  Roxbur3'  line,  to  Treniont  street ; 
thence  westerly  by  a  line  to  the  dyke,  sr.d  by  said  dyke  to  Parker 
street,  and  by  tlie  centre  of  Parker  street  to  the  jwint  of  begin- 
ning.    The  station-house  '.s  located  on  East  Dedhani  street. 

Division  No.  0  is  bounded  by  the  centre  of  Dorchester  street 
and  the  old  Doix-liester  line  to  the  South  Bay ;  by  a  line  to  tlie 
norih-easterly  point  of  Pine  Island,  and  thence  to  the  draw  of 
Dover-street  bridge  ;  by  the  centre  of  Fort  Point  channel  to  Con- 
gress-street bridge  ;  thence  by  the  water  front  to  the  foot  of  Dor- 
chester street.  The  station-house  is  located  on  Broadway',  near  C 
street. 

Division  y<>.  7  includes  all  the  territory  within  the  limits  of  East 
Boston  and  Breed's  Island.  The  station-house  is  located  on  Merid- 
ian, near  Paris  street. 

Division  No.  8  is  bounded  b3'  the  centre  of  India  wharf  and 
street,  State,  Commercial,  Clark,  Hanover,  Commercial,  and  Prince 
streets  to  the  draw  of  Charles-river  bridge,  and  by  the  water  front 
to  India  wharf.  The  station-house  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Com- 
mercial and  Battery  streets. 

Division  Xo.  0  is  bounded  by  a  line  beginning  at  the  Roxbur3' 
line  on  Washington  street;  thence  by  said  line  and  the  centre  of 
Harrison  avenue,  Northampton  and  Albany*  streets,  to  ilieo!<l  Ro.x- 
bnry  canal ;  by  the  centre  of  the  canal  to  a  point  oiiposite  Stough- 
ton street.  Ward  18 ;  thence  b3-  a  straight  line  tc  the  norlh-ea^tern 
point  of  Pine  Island  ;  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the  old  Dorches- 
ter line  on  Boston  street;  thence  b_v  the  centre  of  Boston,  Han- 
cock), and  Columbia  streets.  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Seaver  street,  and 
the  old  Roxbury  line  to  Washington  street,  and  by  the  centre  of 
Washington  street  to  Hunneman  street.  The  station-house  is 
located  on  Dudlej-  street,  corner  Mt.  Pleasant  avenue. 

Division  Xo.  10  is  bounded  by  the  centre  of  Washington  street ; 
the  old  West  Rosburj'  and  Brookline  town  lines ;  the  centre  of 
Beacon  street ;  West  Chester-park  extension  ;  Parker  street  to  the 
dyke ;  by  the  dyke  across  the  flats  to  the  Providence  Railro.ad  ; 
thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the  old  Boston  and  Roxbury  line  on 
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Treinont  street;  thence  by  said  line  to  Washington  street.  The 
station-house  is  located  at  the  junction  of  Tremont  and  Roxbury 
streets. 

Division  Xo.  11  includes  all  that  part  of  the  former  town  of  Dor- 
chester lying  east  and  soutii  of  tlie  centre  of  Boston,  Hancock,  and 
Columbia  streets  and  Blue  Hill  avenue,  and  the  old  West  Koxbur^'  j 

town  line.    Tbe  station-kouse  is  located  on  Adams,  corner  Arcadia  j 

street.     There  are  also  at  Nc|)onset,  Dorchester  Lower  Mills,  and  | 

Jlattapan,  small  quarters  provided  for  the  oIKcers  detailed  for  duty 
in  those  localities.  i 

Division  Xo.  12   includes  all  that  part  of  South   Boston    and  i 

Washington  Village  east;  of  the  centre  of  Dorchester  street.  The 
station-house  is  located  on  Fourth,  near  K  street.  ' 

Division  No.  13  includes  all  the  territory'  of  the  former  town  of 
West  Koxbury.  The  station-house  is  located  on  Scaverns  avenue, 
Jamaica  Plain.  I 

Division  Xo.  14  includes  all  the  territory  of  the  former  town  of 
Brighton,  together  with  that  part  of  Brookline  lateh'  annexed  to 
Boston,  and  lying  westerly  of  the  Boston  &  Albanj'  Eailroad 
bridge,  near  Cottage  Farm.     The  station-house  is  in  the  old  town  i 

hall,  Brigliton  Centre. 

Division  Xu.  1~  inciudeis  .".!'  O-.r*  territory  of  the  former  city  of 
Ciiarlestown.  The  station-liousc  '=  in  tbe  oid  city  hall,  on  Citj' 
square. 

Division  Xo.  16  covers  all  the  waters  in  the  inner  harbor  and 
docks,  and  all  the  waters  of  the  outer  harbor  and  the  islands 
within  the  same,  included  either  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  criminal 
jurisdiction  of  the  County  of  Suflblk,  and  delineated  on  a  plan  in 
the  Commissioners*  oflice.  Tlie  captain  of  the  harbor  police  is  also 
Harbor  Master,  and  has  command  of  the  odicers  and  crew  of  the 
steamboat  *'  Protector,"  and  a  row-l>oat,  with  four  men  attached 
thereto,  for  d.-iy  and  night  duty.  Orders,  communications,  etc., 
addressed  to  the  captain  of  the  iiarbor  police,  or  any  of  the  men 
under  him,  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Harbor  ilastei-'s  otHce,  Eastern- 
avenue  wharf. 


ORGANIZATIOX  OF  FORCE. 


The  oiBcers  of  tbe  police  force  shall  take  rank  in  the  following 
order : — 

Superintendent. 

Deputy  Superintendent. 

Chief  Inspector. 

Captains. 

Inspectors. 

Lieutenants. 

Sergeants. 

Officers  of  the  same  gr.ade  will  take  precedence  according  to  the 
date  of  their  warrants ;    and  where  two  or  more  oflicers  of    the 
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same  grade  arc  appointed  on  the  same  day,  the  warrants  issued  to 
them  will  designate  tlieir  rank  b}'  numbers. 

Rule  3. 

The  police  force  is  divided  into  as  many  companies  as  there 
are  general  divisions,  and  such  other  companies  and  squads  as  the 
police  commissioners  may  order. 

Rule  4. 

The  board  of  police  commissioners  will  make  all  appointments, 
assignments  to  duty,  transfers,  and  details  of  members  of  the  force. 
But  the  superintendent  is  authorized  to  detail  any  member  of  the 
jxjiice  force  to  the  performance  of  any  proper  police  duty  or  business 
(and  for  such  purpose  m.iy  order  and  allow  such  member  to  leave 
the  city)  wlienever  the  exigencies  of  tlie  service  are  such  as  to 
preclude  an  application  to  the  boaitl.  In  all  sucii  cases  the  super- 
intendent shall  immwliatclj-  report  to  the  lx>3nl,  in  writing,  his 
action  in  the  premises.  Ai)plications  for  transfer,  assignment  to 
duty,  and  details  for  special  service,  shall  be  transmitted  through 
the  sui»erintendent  to  the  board,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  reasons 
therefor.  Tiie  captains,  oflicers  in  charge  of  squads,  and  superin- 
iL-ri-lent,  shall  indorse  on  each  application  his  opinion  whether  the 
i^me  ougiit  to  be  granted  or  not,  with  the  reasons  therefor. 


APPOINTMENTS   ON  FORCE. 

Rule  5. 

No  person  shall  be  apiwinted  patrolman  in  the  police  force 
unless  — 

1st-  lie  is  able  to  read  and  write  the  English  language  under- 
standingly. 

2d.     lie  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

3d.  He  has  been  a  resident  of  Boston,  and  a  tax-payer,  during  a 
tenn  of  one  year  next  prior  to  his  application  for  appoint- 
ment. 

4th.   He  b"5  never  been  convicted  of  crime. 

.^tii.  !Te  is  nt  least  five  feet  eight  inches  in  height,  au'J  weighs  not 
less  than  one  hundreil  and  forty  pounds,  avoirdupois. 

6th.   He  is  less  than  thirty -five  ^-ears  of  age. 

7th.    He  is  of  good  healtli,  and  sound  in  body  and  mind. 

8th.    He  is  of  good  moral  character  and  habits. 

The  foregoing  requirements  in  regard  to  age,  height,  and  weight, 
will  not  apply  to  persons  specially  selected  for  dutj-  as  inspectors 
or  house  watchmen,  or  to  attend  Municipal  Courts  for  criminal 
business. 

Applicants  for  appointment  will  be  required  to  fill  oiit  the  form 
which  will  be  furnislied  by  the  chief  clerk.  Blank  forms  for  the 
reoommendation  of  citizens  will  also  be  furnished  by  the  clerk. 
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Rule  6. 


An)'  applicant  for  appointment  as  patrolman  who  presents  to  any 
one  of  the  police  commissioners  satisfactory  evidence  of  qualifica- 
tions, capacit)-,  and  fitness  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  patrolman,  may  by  such  commissioner  be  permitte<l  to 
appear  before  the  city  physician  for  examination  as  to  his  health, 
physical  condition,  and  ability-  to  perform  the  services  required. 

The  city  physician  shall  subject  the  candidate  to  a  thorough 
examination,  taking  for  the  standard  perfect  health  and  superior 
phjsical  development,  rejecting  all  who  fall  below  this  standard, 
and  holding  all  doubts  in  favor  of  the  department.  The  form  of 
certificate  on  which  a  report  of  the  examination  is  made  shall  be 
such  as  the  board  of  police  commissioners  approve. 

Rule  7. 

In  the  appointment  of  house  watchmen  the  j>olice  commissioners 
will  give  the  preference  to  patrolmen  who  have  been  long  in  the 
service,  and  who,  by  reason  of  age,  or  injuries  received  in  the 
discliarge  of  police  duties,  are  not  phj-sically  able  to  perform  the 
most  arduous  duty  renuired  cf  patiolmen. 

Rule  8. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  shall  cause  a  confidential  inquiry  Into 
the  character,  habits,  and  associations  of  the  candidate  to  be  made 
by  the  superintendent  through  the  captains  or  through  officers 
specially  detailed  by  him  for  that  puri>ose. 

The  chairman,  ui)on  the  return  of  favorable  character  reports, 
shall  cause  the  candidate  to  appear  before  the  full  board,  when  the 
board  will  decide  which  of  the  candidates  shall  be  placed  on  the  roll 
of  candidates  to  be  appointed  patrolmen  as  vacancies  occur. 

Rule  9. 

Members  of  the  force  are  not  permitted  to  solicit  or  sign  peti- 
tions for  appointment  on  the  force,  or  otherwise  to  engage  in 
efforts,  or  to  use  any  influence,  to  aid  persons  in  obtaining  such 
appointments. 

Hule  10. 

Certificates  of  appointments  to  office  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
two  members  of  the  board  of  police  commissioners. 

Rule  11. 

Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  members 
appointed  on  the  police  force  shall  take  and  subscribe  to  the  fol- 
lowing oath  before  one  of  the  commissioners :  — 

"  I? ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  and 

impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  iDcuml>ent  upon 
me  as  a  police  officer  of  the  cit)-  of  Boston.     So  help  me  God." 
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PROMOTIONS. 

Rule  12. 

Every  member  of  the  force  may  hope  to  rise,  by  activity,  in- 
telligence, amd  gootl  conduct,  to  a  higher  position.  He  must  make 
it  hU  stadr  to  recommend  himself  to  notice  bj*  a  diligent  discharge 
of  his  duty  and  strict  obedience  to  the  commands  of  his  superiors, 
rccoUecting  that  he  who  has  been  accustomed  to  submit  to  disci- 
pline will  l«  considered  best  qualified  to  command. 

Candidai£s  for  promotion  above  the  grade  of  sergeants  will  be 
examined  from  time  to  time  by  the  police  commissioners :  — 

First.  —  Upon  such  laws  of  the  State  as  pertain  to  the  duties  of 
tlie  police  fsxix  of  the  citj'  of  Boston. 

Stotnd.  —  Upon  the  city  ordinances,  as  far  as  the  duties  of 
l>olicemen  iwqnirc  them  to  take  cognizance  of  those  ordinances. 

Third.  — The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department  of  police, 
compreben<fing  the  (xtwers  and  duties  of  captains,  sergeants,  and 
patrulmen  imder  all  circumstances. 

Fourth.  —  Tlie  number  and  character  of  all  reports  required  to  be 
uicde.  nod  Il:<ook9  kept  at  tlic  station-house. 

F'/lh.  —  The  U.  S.  Infantry  tactics,  so  far  as  to  include  the 
TiK«n  of  11.C  soldier  and  of  the  companj'. 

PatroIu>«a  wlio  apply  for  promotion  to  sergeants  shall  be  exam- 
ined npon  lie  roles  of  the  police  department  and  the  D.  S.  Infantry 
driU. 

Exile  13. 

Any  apfjEcnnt  for  promotion  causing  any  person  to  interfere  or 
make  solicsations  in  his  behalf  for  promotion,  to  any  superior 
officer  or  ilbe  police  commissioners,  personally,  or  bN-  letter,  or 
petition,  sball  be  reix)rted  to  the  board.  Such  practices  are  in- 
juriotis  to  i&e  gooil  order  and  discipline  of  the  service.  The  jwlicc 
arc  to  undts^tand  that  tlieir  prospects  of  promotion  must  depend 
on  tlie  reptirt  wliich  tlieir  8U|x;riors  may  make  as  to  their  qu.alifica- 
tions  arvj  oooilucl  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Merit,  and 
not  faror,  is  the  ground  of  advancement  of  any  member  of  the 
police  fortse.  Anj-  member  who  shall  bring  interest  to  bear  for  the 
j>urpo««?  of  miluencing  the  commissioners  for  his  promotion  shall 
h:;Tc  bfs  9;p^>ucatiou  denied.  Nothing  in  this  rule  shall  prevent 
any  memlitT  of  the  force  fiom  applying  for  promotiou  by  letter,  or 
in  pers4/n,  Ho  any  police  xommissioner. 

Rule  14. 

Evtry  xDonbcr  of  the  force  shall  serve  as  a  patrolman  for  a 
period  of  as  least  two  years  after  his  appointment  before  he  shall 
be  el%ible  to  promotion  or  detail  from  regular  patrol  dutj-,  except 
that  the  same  may  be  done  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  board,  or  for 
extnt^rdinary  meritorious  services  rendered  to  the  department. 
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CHARGES  AXD  PUNISHMENTS. 

Rule  15. 

Anv  member  of  the  police  force  may  be  punished  by  the  police 
comniissioners  in  their  discretion,  either  by  reprimand,  forfeiture 
and  withholding  pay  not  exceeding  thirty  days  for  an}-  one  offence, 
or  bv  dismissal  from  the  force,  on  conviction  of  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing offences,  to  wit : 

Intoxication. 

Any  act  of  insubordination  or  disrespect  toward  a  superior 
ofllcer. 

Anj-  act  of  oppression  or  tyranny. 

Neglect  of  duty. 

Violation  of  the  rules. 

Neglect  or  disobedience  of  orders. 

An\-  legal  otTence. 

Absence  without  leave. 

Immoral  conduct. 

Conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 

Conduct  injurious  to  the  pnblic  peace  or  welfare. 

Incapacity,  uicr.'i»L,  piijslca!-,  or  educational. 

An3'  breach  of  discipline. 

Neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  a  debt  for  uniform  clothing,  or  for 
rent,  or  the  necessaries  of  life. 

Contracting  a  debt  under  false  or  fraudulent  pretences. 

Rule  16. 

Repeated  complaints  against  an}-  member  of  the  police  force  for 
incurring  debts,  and  evidence  of  continued  and  persistent  neglect 
or  refusal  to  pay  just  debts,  shall  be  deemed  conduct  unbecoming 
an  officer,  and  will  be  cause  for  dismissal  of  such  member  from 
the  police  force. 

Rule  17. 

Anj"  member  of  the  police  force  three  times  convicted  of  either 
of  the  offences  hereinafter  mentioned  shall,  upon  the  third  convic- 
tion, be  dismissed  from  the  force  : 

First.  —  Silting  down  while  Ou  patrol  dutj'. 

•Second. — Conversing  during  the  tour  of  patrol  duty  with  any 
other  member  of  the  force,  or  with  a  citizen,  without  any  cause 
therefor. 

Third.  —  Not  patrolling,  or  not  properly  patrolling,  his  route 
during  his  tour  of  patrol  duty. 

Fourth.  —  Unnecessary  absence  from  his  route  during  his  tour 
of  patrol  duty. 

In  case  a  member  of  the  force  is  charged  with  having  committed 
either  of  the  last-named  offences,  after  having  been  twice  convicted 
of  the  same  offence,  the  specifications  shall  state  the  fact  of  sucl. 
prior  convictions,  and  their  date. 
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Judgment  ma}'  be  siispcmltHl  by  ilie  board  where  there  are  miti- 
gating circumstances,  such  as  meritorious  acts,  etc.,  entered  in  tlie 
record. 

Rule  18. 

All  complaints  made  against  any  member  of  the  department  by 
any  other  member  tiiereof,  or  by  any  other  person  not  of  tlie  forvo. 
shall  be  reduce*!  to  writing,  with  specifications,  and  shall  be  signei.1 
by  the  party  making  the  complaint,  before  the  same  shall  l>e  in- 
vestigated ;  and  any  muniljcr  of  the  force  whose  character  has  been 
compromised  may  have  an  inquiry  as  to  the  truth  of  auy  charges 
made  against  him. 

Rule  19. 

The  statement  of  any  pors<.)n  making  a  complaint  against  the 
police  at  a  police  station  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  by  the 
officer  in  charge,  and  transmitted  through  the  superintendent  to 
tlie  commissioners.  The  complainant  will  be  required  to  sign  the 
statement. 

Wiien  a  person  makes  a  complnint  at  a  station-house  against  the 
police  of  anotlicr  division  tlie  olllcer  in  charge  shall  take  down  the 
statement  in  writing  at  once,  uitiioul  referring  the  complaint  to 
the  station  to  wiiich  the  offlcor  complained  of  is  attached.  In  such 
cnses  the  coiiiphiiit  shall  l>e  sent  to  the  captain  of  the  division  to 
which  the  man  lielongs,  who  shall  forward  it  to  the  superintendent, 
with  such  remarks  thereon  as  be  may  deem  proper. 

Rule  20. 

Complaints  against  superior  oHIcers  m.aj^  be  made  by  memlwrs  of 
the  force  i)ersoiially,  or  by  letter,  to  any  commissioner. 

Rule  21. 

Trials  of  members  of  the  force  will  l>e  held  at  such  times  as  may 
be  orderefl  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  had  before  two  or  more  of  the 
commis.-,iouers.  Charges  may  be  voted  frivolous,  and  dismissed 
without  a  hearing. 

Rule  22. 

Any  member  of  the  police  force,  »vho,  being  under  charges,  ^Vall, 
either  t>elore  trial  or  judgment,  cause  any  person  to  interfere,  per- 
sonally, or  by  letter,  in  his  l>chslf,  with  an^"  of  the  t>oiice  commis- 
sioners, shall  be  reported  to  the  board,  and  thereupim  be  tried  on 
the  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer. 

Rule  23. 

Except  in  extraordinary  cases,  to  be  determined  by  the  board, 
counsel  will  not  be  alloweil  cither  for  the  complainant  or  the  defend- 
ant. Where  counsel  is  allowed  upon  any  trial,  the  examination  and 
cross-examination  of  all  the  witnesses  shall  not  occnp\-  more  than 
one  hour ;  nor  shall  counsel  sum  up  without  the  consent  of  the  coni- 
inissioiiers  conducting  the  trial.  Olyections  to  testimony  shall  be 
biiefly  slated  and  submitted  without  argument. 
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Bule  24, 

Members  of  the  force  who  are  found  giiilt3'  of  misconduct,  not 
necessitating  the  infliction  of  the  extreme  punishment  of  dismissal, 
shall  be  liable  to  pociiniarr  penalties,  the  amount  of  which  shall 
be  deducted  from  their  pay,  or  to  reprimand  in  general  or  special 
orders. 

Eulo  25, 

Judgments  of  the  police  commissioners  fining,  reprimanding,  or 
discharging  any  member  of  the  force  shall  be  in  writing,  dul}'  en- 
tered in  the  reconls  of  the  board,  and  the  substance  thereof  shall 
be  read  at  roll-call  in  the  station  to  which  the  officer  is  attached. 

Eule  26. 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  department  resigns  or  is  discharged, 
or  in  any  way  vacates  his  ofBce,  he  shall  surrender  to  the  captain  of 
the  station  to  which  he  belongs  all  the  property  iu  his  possession 
belonging  to  the  department. 


GEXERAL   RULES. 

Eule  27. 

All  persons  connected  with  the  police  department  are  required  to 
reside  in  the  city  of  Boston.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  rule  will 
be  deemed  sufficient  cause  of  dismissal. 

Eule  28. 

Members  of  the  force  are  required  to  report  their  places  of  rcsi-  • 
dence  to  their  respective  captains,  with  such  particularity  as  to 
enable  the  residence  to  be  easily  found  ;  and  also  report  any  change 
of  residence,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  change  shall 
occur.  The  captains  will  report  the  residences  and  changes  of 
residences  through  the  snperinteadent  to  the  clerk  of  the  police 
commissioners. 

Bnle  29. 

The  Christian  and  surname  shall  be  plainly  written  in  full,  and  the 
rank  affixed  in  all  police  records,  reports,  and  communications,  by 
members  of  the  force,  officers,  and  clerks.  Middle  names  shall  be 
represented  by  initial  letters. 

Eule  30. 

Details  of  members  of  the  force  to  perform  police  service  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  on  the  applications  of  town  or  city 
authorities,  or  of  individuals  or  associations,  will  not  be  made,  except 
in  cases  where  the  people  of  the  city  of  Boston  will  be  directly 
benefited  by  such  service ;  and  all  such  details  of  more  than  ten 
men  shall  be  maile  only  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.

Rule  31. 


Each  member  of  the  police  force  shall  devote  his  whole  time  and 
attention  to  the  business  of  the  dciiartment,  and  he  is  expressly  pro- 
hibited from  following  any  other  calling,  or  l>eing  emplo3-ed  in  any 
other  business.  Although  certain  hours  are  allotted  to  the  respec- 
tive members  for  the  performance  of  duty  on  ordinary  occasions,  yet 
at  all  times  they  must  be  prepared  to  act  immediately,  on  notice 
that  their  services  are  required.  Xo  member  of  the  force  shall 
leave  the  city  except  by  permission  of  the  police  commissioners  or 
superintendent.  Applicants  for  leave  of  absence  to  attend  ui)on 
funerals  shall  state  explicitly*  the  relationship  existing  between  the 
deceased  person  and  the  applicant,  where  the  funeral  is  to  take 
place,  and  also  the  lime  and  place  of  interment. 

Rule  32. 

No  member  of  the  department  shall,  in  the  station-house  or  else- 
where, while  on  dut\-,  drink  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquor;  or, 
except  in  the  immediate  performance  of  his  duty,  enter  an}-  place 
in  winch  intoxicating  drinks  are  sold  or  furnished.  Xo  intoxicating 
''rink  oLall  be  introduced  upon  any  pretext  into  the  station-houses, 
c.vccnt  when  advised  by  a  ph\'sician.  Smoking  shall  not  be 
ailo^Ted  in  the  station-house,  except  in  departments  designated  by 
the  captain,  with  the  approbation  of  the  superintendent.  And 
under  no  circumstances  shall  smoking  be  allowed  in  that  portion 
of  the  house  containing  the  cells  for  prisoners.  The  members  of 
the  police  force  are  forbidden  to  play  at  an^-  game  of  cards  in  a 
station-house,  or  to  meet  at  any  other  place  for  the  purpose  of 
pl.nying  cards.  The  games  allowed  at  the  station-house  are  chess, 
dominoes,  and  draughts. 

Rule  33. 

Xo  member  will  be  permitted  to  ajipl}-  for  a  warrant  for  an  assault 
upon  himself,  without  first  reporting  tiie  case,  through  his  superior 
oflleer,  to  the  superintendent,  and  obtaining  from  him  permission, 
in  writing,  to  make  such  application. 

• 
Rule  34. 

Xo  member  shall,  directly  or  indirectly',  accept  from  any  person, 
eitlier  liable  to  arrest  or  to  complaint,  or  in  ousted}",  or  after  he  has 
been  discharged,  or  from  any  of  his  friends,  an}-  gratuity,  reward, 
or  gift  whatsoever  ;  nor  from  any  person  money  or  other  compensa- 
tion for  services  rendered  or  damages  sustainetl  while  on  dut}- ;  nor 
shall  any  officer  receive  any  compensation  for  services  rendered,  or 
reimbursements  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  connection  with  his 
official  services  without  the  approval  of  the  police  commissioners ; 
nor  until  he  shall  have  furnished  a  re|K>rt,  in  writing,  of  the  natnrc 
and  extent  of  the  services  so  rendered,  and  a  detailed  account  of 
the  expenses  so  incurred. 

Rule  36. 

The  police  commissioners  will,  in  their  discretion,  permit  mem- 
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liers  of  the  force,  for  services  rendered  by  them  in  the  disc'aarge  of 
their  duties  which  are  speciallv  meritorious,  to  receive  rewards  or 
presents,  tendered  them  for  sach  services. 

In  each  and  everr  case  application  must  be  made  to  the  board, 
in  writing,  for  permission  to  receive  any  reward  or  present,  and 
it  will  be  granted  or  not,  as  the  board  may  deem  advisable.  The 
nature  or  amount  of  the  reward  or  present  must'  be  stated  in  the 
application. 

Riile  36. 

Xo  member  of  the  police  force  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  a 
present  from  the  men  under  his  command ;  and  no  subscription, 
solicitation  for  subscription,  or  contribution  shall  be  made  by  any 
member  of  the  department,  to  any  present  or  reward  intended  for 
another  member  of  the  department,  unless  specially  autliorized  by 
the  police  commissioners.  And  no  member  of  the  police  force  shall 
allow  the  use  of  his  name  at  any  fair,  festival,  or  exhibition,  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  tickets,  setting  up,  or  promoting  any  raffle  or 
gift  enterprise,  or  of  having  a  present  voted  to  him,  or  voted  for 
in  his  name. 

Rul3  37. 

No  member  sa-U,  direct'y  or  isdirecMy,  be  concerned  in  making 
an}-  compromise  or  arrangemeni  Letween  thieves  or  other  criminals 
and  persons  who  have  suffered  by  their  acts,  with  a  view  to  permit- 
ting the  criminals  to  escape  the  penalties  provided  b}'  law ;  and  any 
officer  who  has  any  part  in  such  compromises  or  arrangements,  or 
has  anj-  knowletige  thereof,  and  fails  to  give  information  to  his  su- 
perior officer,  or  the  district  attorney,  or  a  justice  of  one  of  the 
courts,  shall  be  subject  lo  immediate  dismissal. 

Rule  38. 

Xo  member  of  the  force,  and  no  person  connected  with  the 
department,  shall  ask  for  a  free  pass  to  any  place  of  amusement  in 
this  cit}',  or  npon  railroads  or  steamboats  leading  from  the  citj-  of 
Boston,  except  throagb  the  superintendent,  and  then  only  when 
required  for  police  business. 

Bule  39. 

Xo  meml-er  shall  coinjuunicotfi  to  any  person  an\-  information 
which  may  enable  persons  to  escape  from  arrest,  or  punishment,  or 
that  may  enable  them  to  dispose  of,  or  secrete  any  goods,  or  other 
valuable  things,  stolen,  or  otherwise  unlawfully  obtained. 

Rtde  40. 

Xo  member  shall  communicate  an}-  information  respecting  any 
special  orders  he  may  have  received,  except  with  the  permission 
and  direction  of  his  superiors  in  office. 

Rule  41. 

Each  member  sbidl  at  all  times  have  with  him  a  small  blank 
memorandum  book,  supplied  from  the  superintendent's  office,  in 
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wliich  he  shall  enter  the  names  of  persons  taken  in  charge  bj-  him  ; 
and  siich  particulars  in  each  case  as  may  be  important  on  the  trial 
of  the  cause. 

Rule  42. 

Coolness  and  firmness  will  be  expected  in  all  cases  of  everj-  offi- 
cer ;  and  in  time  of  esti^me  peril  the  police  must  be  careful  to  act 
together,  and  to  protect  each  other  in  the  restoration  of  peace. 
Whoever  shrinks  from  dii^er  or  responsibility  at  such  a  moment 
irill  be  discharged  as  noworthy  of  a  place  in  the  service. 

Rvde  43. 

Each  member,  in  his  conduct  and  deportment,  must  be  quiet, 
civil,  and  orderly  ;  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  he  must  be  at- 
tentive and  zealous,  control  bis  temper,  and  exercise  the  utmost 
patience  and  discretion.  He  must  at  all  times  refrain  from  harsh, 
violent,  coarse,  and  pro&ne  language  ;  when  he  is  asked  a  question 
bj-  anj-  person,  he  is  not  to  answer  in  a  short  or  careless  manner, 
but  with  all  possible  attention  and  courtesy,  at  the  same  time 
avoiding  as  much  as  pos-dble  entering  into  unnecessary  conversa- 
tion. He  shall,  in  a  resj^ectful  manner,  give  his  name  and  number 
to  all  persons  who  inquire.  He  must  not  use  bis  club  except  in 
urgent  casts. 

He  must  be  particularfr  careful  rwt  to  interfere  idlj*  or  unneces- 
sarily. When  required  to  act  he  will  do  so  with  energy  and  deci- 
sion ;  and,  in  the  proper  exercise  of  bis  authority,  he  ma}-  expect 
to  receive  the  fullest  support. 

lie  must  re.idily  and  punctually  obey  the  orders  and  instructions 
of  his  superiors.  If  they  appear  to  him  eitlier  unlawful  or  improper 
he  may  appeal  to  the  commissioners,  but  any  refusal  to  perform 
the  orders  of  bis  supcriore,  or  negligence  in  so  doing,  will  be  visited 
by  punishment. 

Rule  44. 

No  one  will  be  appcwnted  on  the  police  for  his  religious  or  politi- 
cal opinions,  and  officers  will  avoid  all  religious  or  political  dis- 
cussions at  the  stationJioases  ;  the}*  shall  not  interfere,  or  make 
an}-  use  of  the  influence  of  their  office,  in  elections ;  but  ma}- 
quietly  exercise  the  right  of  snffrage,  as  other  citizens. 

Rule  45. 

Untruthfulness  is  a  grave  disqualification  for  the  police  service. 
Members  of  the  police  force  are  required  to  speak  the  truth  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances,  whether  under  oath  or  otherwise 
—  except  in  cases  where  th«y  are  not  allowed  by  the  rules  of  the 
service  to  divulge  the  facts  within  tiieir  knowledge,  in  which  case 
they  will  say  nothing.  Failnre  so  to  do  will  subject  the  offending 
member  to  charges  and  dfemis<tal.  When  called  upon  to  give  evi- 
dence, or  make  any  depontinn,  they  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
court,  and  in  response  to  qncstions  asked,  to  state,  in  a  clear  and 
distinct  voice,  truly,  all  they  know  respecting  the  matter  inquired 
of,  without  fear  or  reservation,  and  without  any  desire  or  design  to 
influence  the  result. 
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Rule  46. 

Membere  of  the  department,  must,  on  all  occasions,  be  ciril  and 
respectful  to  tbeir  officei-s,  and  to  each  other ;  and  when  passing  or 
addressing  any  superior  officer  they  shall  salute  by  raising  the  hand 
to  the  rim  of  the  hat,  or  visor  of  the  cap,  the  elbow  being  raised  as 
high  as  the  shoulder. 

Rule  47. 

Every  member  of  the  force,  at  all  times  when  entering  npon 
duty,  must  be  neat  in  person,  his  clothes  and  boots  clean,  and  his 
dress  in  conformit}-  with  the  rules  and  regulations.  At  all  other 
times  he  shall  be  dressed  in  like  manner,  unless,  on  account  of  the 
weather  or  other  suflicient  cause  arising  from  the  immediate  dis- 
charge of  his  dut}-,  his  dress  becomes  soiled  or  deranged,  in  which 
case  it  shall  be  put  in  proper  order  as  soon  as  circumstances  will 
permit. 

.  Rule  48. 

Umbrellas  or  walking-canes  are  not  to  be  carried  bj^  captains, 
lieutenants,  sergeants,  or  patrolmen,  while  on  duty. 

BtiIs  49. 

The  members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  drilled  in  such  manner, 
b}-  such  officers,  and  at  such  hoars  and  places,  as  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  police  commissioners  may  from  time  to  time  desig- 
nate. 


LOST  TIME. 

Rule50. 

"Wlien  members  of  the  force  lose  time  on  account  of  sickness  or 
injury  caused  by  unusual  exiKJsnre  or  exertion  while  in  the  dis- 
chai^e  of  pwlice  dut}',  and  such  sickness  or  injury  is  certified  to  by 
the  city  ph^^sician,  or  some  other  reputable  phj-sician  approved  by 
the  police  commissioners,  full  pay  for  lost  time  will  be  allowed. 

"When  members  of  the  force  lose  tluis  on  account  of  sickness  or 
injury  arising  from  or  during  the  oruiaarj*  discharge  of  police  duty, 
and  such  sickness  or  injurj-  is  dnly  certified  to  by  a  reputable  phy- 
sician, half-pay  for  lost  time  will  be  allowed  for  such  length  of 
time  as  the  jwlice  commissioners  may  in  each  case  determine. 

Officers  absent  on  leave  to  attend  funerals  of  near  relatives,  will 
not  be  allowed  pay  except  up)on  the  approval  of  the  police  commis- 
sioners. 

No  pay  for  lost  time  will  be  allowed  when  the  sickness  or  dis- 
ability is  feigned  or  simulated  ;  or  when  it  arises  from  carelessness, 
improper  or  vicious  conduct,  excessive  indulgence  of  api>elite,  or 
other  bad  habits ;  or  from  improper,  illegal,  or  immoral  practices ; 
or  from  any  causes  occurring  while  absent  from  duty ;  or  if  the 
sick  member  shall,  fraudulently,  by  concealment,  false  statement. 
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or  otbcrwise,  seek  to  dcceire  or  mislead  the  attending  plij'sician 
in  relation  to  his  case  ;  or,  if  the  member  shall  not  remain  at  his 
residence,  so  as  to  be  visited  at  the  option  of  the  citj*  physician  ; 
or  if  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  conform  to  the  instructions  of  the 
attending  phjsician. 


STATIOX-HOUSES  AXD  PJRISOXERS. 

Rule  51. 

The  cells  at  station-bouses  are  to  be  kept  clean  and  well  ven- 
tilated. No  smoking  sliall  be  allovred  in  the  portion  of  the  build- 
ing in  which  they  are  located.  The  door  of  ever^'  cell  is  to  be 
carefully  locked  and  bolted  when  prisoners  are  confined  therein ; 
the  keys  to  be  hung  up  behind  the  captain's  desk.  No  person  is  to 
be  allowed  to  visit  the  cells  except  the  officer  in  command  at  the 
station-house  and  the  officer  dctailetl  for  that  purpose  for  the  time 
being,  unless  on  a  written  order  from  tl'C  superintendent,  the  dep- 
utj--supenntendent,  the  chief  inspector,  or  a  commissioner  of 
police  ;  and  no  member  of  the  police  force,  except  the  superintend- 
ent, the  deputy-superintendent,  or  chief  inspector,  or  some  mem- 
ber authorized  by  them,  in  writing,  shall  hold  any  conversation  with 
any  prisoner  confinc<l  in  the  cells  at  any  station-house,  nor  at  the 
superintendent's  office,  except  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  the 
officer  then  on  duty ;  nor  shall  any  member  of  the'  police  force, 
except  as  above  stated,  and  under  the  above  restriction,  be  per- 
mitted to  converse  with  any  prisoner  at  a  municipal  court,  except 
in  the  presence  of  the  person  or  officer  making  the  complaint. 

Rule  52. 

Prisoners  are  to  be  made  as  little  uncomfortable  as  possible,  — 
safe-keeping,  and  not  punishment,  being  the  object  during  the  time 
they  are  in  custody  of  the  police.  They  are  to  be  supplied  with 
clear  water  to  drink.  Necessary  refreshments  may  be  purchased 
for  them  out  of  money  taken  from  them,  provided  the  charge 
against  them  does  not  relate  to  the  money.  The  amount  expended 
for  refreshments  is  to  be  entered  in  the  prisoners'  property  book. 

Rule  53. 

The  station-houses  are  to  be  used  exclusively  for  police  business 
and  must  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  Civility  and  atten- 
tion are  to  be  shown  to  ever>-  person  applying  at  a  police  station 
on  business.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  a  police 
station-house  without  express  permission  from  the  officer  in  charge, 
except  members  of  the  department  and  persons  on  business. 

The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  permission  shall  be 
entered  in  full  upon  the  blotter. 

No  person,  except  the  superior  officers  of  the  department,  shall 
be  allowed  to  enter  behind  the  desk. 

But  this  rule  shair  not  be  construed  to  deprive  the  reporters  con- 
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nected  with  the  daily  press  in  this  citj-  of  the  customary  facilities 
for  obtaining  at  the  several  station-honses  information  which  may 
properly  be  made  pnblic ;  or  from  making  use  of  the  desks  in  the 
guard-room  of  station-house  No.  2  for  preparing  for  publication 
the  information  which  tbey  have  obtained. 

Riile  54. 

"When  a  woman  is  conre^yed  to  the  station-house  in  a  fainting  fit, 
or  when,  being  in  the  station-house,  she  is  unable,  from  any  cause 
except  intoxication,  to  take  care  of  herself,  the  officer  in  charge 
shall  call  the  city  physician,  or  some  other  reputable  physician  near 
at  hand,  to  attend  the  woman,  and  unless  she  is  sent  to  her  home, 
or  to  the  city  hospital,  without  delay,  a  female  attendant  shall  be 
employed. 

Rule  55. 

Each  station-house  shall  be  provided  with  copies  of  the  "  Gen- 
eral Statutes."  the  "  Ordinances  of  the  City,"  the  "  Municipal 
Register,"  "  Boston  Directory,"  " Upton's  Tactics,"  an  "English 
Dictionary-,"  and  the  "  Bible ;  "  and  at  least  two  copies  of  the 
"  Rules  and  Regulations  "  of  the  police  commissioners. 


BONDS. 

Rule  56. 
Bonds  with  sufficient  sureties  will  be  required  of  the  following 
officers  who  are  entruste<l  with  the  collection  or  custody'  of  public 
money  in  the  police  department,  namely:  the  superintendent  of 
police,  in  the  penal  sum  of  fiye  thousand  dollars ;  the  deput}'- 
superintendent  and  the  clerk  to  the  superintendent,  in  the  penal  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  each  ;  the  chief  inspector,  the  inspectors 
of  carriage,  wagon,  pawnbroker's  and  intelligence  office  licenses, 
and  the  captains  of  police  divisions,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  each.  The  bond  shall  be  conditioned  on  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  that 
thej'  will  truly  acconnt  for  and  pay  over  to  the  officers  or  persons 
entitled  to  the  same,  all  monej'  and  property  which  shall  come  into 
their  possession  in  the  discharge  of  d>elr  official  duties,  as  provided 
b}-  the  laws  and  ordinaneo?,  or  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
police  comraUsioners.  The  form  and  conditions  of  the  several 
bonds  shall  be  such  as  the  city  solicitor  shall  approve.  The  sure- 
ties on  each  bond  shall  be  jointl}-  and  severallj-  liable  for  the  whole 
penalty  of  the  bond,,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  of  police 
commissioners. 


ARRESTS  WITHOUT  WRITTEN  WARRANT. 
Rule  57. 

It  is  impossible  to  specify  all  the  cases  in  which  arrests,  without 
a  written  warrant,  are  justifiable  under  the  common  law,  but  the 
general  principle  of  the  common  law  in  this  respect  is,  that  such 
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arrests  mar  be  made  of  .in_v  person  in  tlic  act  of  committing,  or 
reasonable  suspected  of  having  committed  a  felony  (that  is,  a  crime 
punishable  b\-  deatli,  or  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison),  or  any 
person  in  the  act  of  cununitting  a  breach  of  the  j>eac«,  or  an  assault 
and  batterj-  in  a  public  place,  or  any  crime  preju'licial  to  tlie  pub- 
lic ;  the  circumstances  of  the  case  to  determine  whether  it  be  preju- 
dicial to  the  public  or  not. 

Bj-  the  statutes  of  the  commonwealth  police  officers  may,  without 
a  warrant,  arrest  persons  in  the  night-time,  in  a  public  place,  com- 
mitting any  of  the  following  offences,  viz. :  being  "  rogues  and 
vagabonds,  idle  and  dissolute  persons  who  go  about  begging,  per- 
sons who  use  anj-  juggling  or  unlawful  games  or  plays,  common 
pipers  and  fiddlers,  .  .  .  runaways,  common  dninkards,  common 
night-walkers  (male  or  female),  pilferers,  lewd  and  lascivious  per- 
sons in  speech  or  behavior,  common  railcrs  and  brawlers,  persons 
who  neglect  their  calling  or  emplo^-ment,  misspend  what  they  earn, 
and  do  not  provide  for  themselves  or  for  the  support  of  their  fami- 
lies, and  all  other  idle  and  disorderly  persons,  including  therein  all 
persons  who  neglect  nil  lawful  bii'sin.-s-!  and  habitually  misspend 
their  time  bv  frequenting  houses  of  ill-laiiie.  saining-houses,  or 
tippling-shops."  (Gen.  Sts.  ch.  IGo.  §§  28,  33.  St.  1876,  ch. 
lis.)  Also  "vagrants  and  vagalwnds,"  and  "all  idle  persons 
'■viio,  not  h.ivJDg  visible  means  of  support,  live  without  lawiul 
employment;  all  persons  wandering  abroad  and  visiting  tippling- 
shops,  or  houses  of  ill-fame,  or  lodging  in  groceries,  out-houses, 
market-places,  sheds,  banis,  or  in  the  open  air.  and  not  giving  a 
good  account  of  themselves ;  all  persons  wandering  abroad  and 
begging,  or  who  go  about  from  door  to  door,  or  place  themselves 
in  the  streets,  highways,  passages,  or  other  public  places,  to  beg 
or  receive  alms,  shall  be  deemed  vagrants ; "  and  "  any  person 
known  to  be  a  pickpocket,  thief,  or  burglar,  either  by  his  own  con- 
fession or  otherwise,  or  by  his  having  been  convicte<l  of  either  of 
said  offences,  and  having  no  visible  or  lawful  means  of  support, 
when  found  prowling  around  an}-  steamboat  landing,  railroad  depot, 
banking  institution,  broker's  office,  place  of  public  amusement, 
auction-room,  store,  shop,  crowded  thoroughfare,  car,  or  omnibus, 
or  at  any  public  gathering,  or  assembly  in  any  town  or  citj-,  shall 
be  deemetl  a  vagabond."     (St.  186C,  ch.  23j,'§§  1-4.) 

Also  persoiis  intoxicated  in  a  public  place,  or  commilthig  a 
bresch  of  the  peace,  or  disturbing  others  b\-  noise  ia  any  place 
while  intoxicated.     (St.  1876,  ch.  17.) 

Also  persons  discovered  in  the  act  of  gambling  or  engaging  in 
any  unlawful  game  during  or  within  twelve  hours  of  the  time  of, 
and  one  mile  of  the  place  of,  holding  a  cattle-show,  military  mus- 
ter, or  public  gathering.     (Gen.  Sts.,  ch.  85,  §  9.) 

Also  persons  found  violating  the  laws  in  relation  to  cnielty  to 
animals  (St.  1869,  ch.  344,  §  4)  ;  or  violating  the  ordinance 
against  fast-riding  or  driving.     (St.  1865,  ch.  31,  S  2.) 

Also  i>ersons  found  "in  an^' railroad  car,  steam'toat,  or  other 
public  conveyance,  playing  at  cards,  dice,  or  other  game  for  money 
or  other  property',  or  l>ctting  on  sides  or  hands  of  such  as  are  so 
playing,  — being  taken  in  the  act."     (St.  1869,  ch.  382.) 
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Also  all  persons  found  present  at  an  exhibition  of  tbe  fighting  of 
birds  or  animals,  or  where  preparations  are  being  made  for  such 
an  cxhiljition.     (St.  1876,  ch.  85,  §  2.) 

Also  an3-  i)erson,  except  a  pilot  or  public  officer,  who  boards  or 
attempts  to  boani  a  vessel  arriring  in  lioston  harbor,  before  she 
has  been  made  fast  to  tbe  wharf,  without  leave  of  the  master  or 
person  in  charge  ;  or  who,  having  boarded  saeh  vessel,  refuses  or 
neglects  to  leave  her  when  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  master  or  per- 
son in  charge  ;  or  who  entices  or  persuades,  or  attempts  to  entice 
or  persuade,  any  raeml^er  of  the  crew  of  a  vessel  arriving  in,  or  ' 

about  to  sail  from,  the  harbor  to  leave  or  desert  the  vessel  before  ! 

tiic  expiration  of  his  term  of  service  therein  ;  or  who  knowingly  and  i 

wiUuliy  persuades  or  aids  anj-  person  who  has  shipped  on  a  vo3Mge  j 

from   a   port  in  this  state,  and  receive^l  advanced  wages  therefor,  ; 

wilfulh' to  neglect  to  proceed  on  such  voj^age ;    or  who,  being  a  i 

landlord  or  boarding-house  keei)er,  detains  the  wearing  apparel,  or  ; 

other  property,  of  a  seaman,  or  mariner,  who  has  shipped,  or  en-  : 

tcred  into  a  contract,  for^a  voyage  from  a  ix)rt  in  this  State ;    or  ' 

hinders  or  obstructs  such  seaman  in  the  performance  of  his  contract 
of  shipment.     (Gen.  Stats.,  ch.  52,  §§  22-27.) 

Also  any  person  who,  between  -April  1  and  December  i,  wilfuli^' 
trespasses,  that  i*.  c-ntcrs  en,  <>t  passes  over,  or  remains  on  any 
orchard,  garden,  mowing,  or  olLe'  improve*.!  cr  enclosed  land  of 
another,  after  being  forbidden  by  the  owner  or  occupant,  or  his  | 

authorized  agent,  either  personally  or  by  notice  posted  conspicu-  ' 

ousl\-  on  the  premises.     (.St.  1876,  ch.  181.)  i 

Also  any  person  (if  imknown  to  the  officer)  who  remains  on  an}- 
sidewalk  in  this  city  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free  pas- 
sai.'e  of  foot-travellers  for  a  longer  time  tlian  twent}-  minutes,  or 
more  than  five  minutes,  after  a  request  from  any  police  officer  to 
move  on. 

Also  an}-  i)er*on  (being  unknown  to  the  officer)  who,  upon  any 
street  or  sidewalk,  or  in  any  other  public  place  in  this  cit}-,  ad- 
dresses or  accosts  any  other  person  with  obscene  language.  (See 
1878,  chap.  181,  andOrdinance  of  December  17,  1878.) 

Bule  58. 

A  police  officer  cannot  without  a  warrant  arrest  a  person  guilty 
of  a  past  offence,  unless  that  offence  amounts  to  a  felony. 

Htde  59. 

Ever}-  person  arrested  by  virtoe  of  process,  or  taken  into  cus- 
tody b\-  an  officer,  has  a  right  to  know,  from  the  officer  who  arrests, 
or  claims  to  detain  him,  the  true  ground  on  which  the  arrest  is 
made  ;  and  an  officer  who  refuses  to  answer  a  question  relative  to 
the  reason  for  such  arrest,  or  answers  such  question  untruly,  or  as- 
signs to  the  person  arrested  an  nntme  reason  for  the  arrest',  or  neg- 
lects on  request  to  exhibit  to  the  person  arrested,  or  any  other  per- 
son acting  in  his  behalf,  the  precept  b}-  virtue  of  which  such  arrest 
is  made,  is  pimishabie  by  fine  or  imprisonment.  (See  General 
Statutes,  ch.  158,  §  1.) 
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But  if  a  person  arrested  on  criminal  process  makes  resistance,  the 
officer  is  not  bound  to  exhibit  his  warrant,  or  read  it  to  the  pris- 
oner.    (Commonwealth  vs.  Cooley,  6  Gray,  350.) 

Rule  60. 

An  officer  who  has  a  warrant  placed  in  his  hands  for  execution 
should  scrutinize  it  carefull}'  to  ascertain  :  — 

1.  Whether  it  is  issued  by  a  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  case. 

2.  Whether  he  is  authorized  to  execute  it. 

3.  What  his  powers  are  under  it. 

Rule  61. 

Persons  taken  into  custody  b}'  an  officer,  witii  or  without  a  writ- 
ten warrant,  must,  if  practicable,  be  taken  before  the  court  at  its 
next  sitting.  If  taken  on  a  warrant,  the  arresting  officer  must 
make  a  return  over  his  own  signature. 

Rule  62. 

Persons  are  not  to  be  taken  into  custodj-  upon  written  warrant 
(except  in  cases  of  felonj^)  after  the  adjournment  of  court  for  the 
dnv,  with  a  view  to  detaining  them  at  the  station-house  over  night, 
unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  arresting  officer,  there  is  good  reason 
to  believe  that  the  person  against  whom  the  warrant  is  held  would 
be  likelj-  to  escape  from  justice  ;  and  no  patrolman  shall  execute 
such  warrant  after  court  hours,  unless  with  the  approval  of  his 
superior  officer. 


POLICE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Exile  63. 

Meetings  of  the  board  of  police  commissioners  will  be  held  as 
often  as  two  of  the  commissioners  may  direct.  All  meetings  of  the 
board  shall  he  private,  unless  a  majority  of  the  commissioners 
otherwise  determine. 

In  all  hearings  on  complaints  against  members  of  the  police 
force,  against  licensed  places,  or  against  licensed  employes  of  the 
street  railway  companies,  the  witnesses  shall  be  sworn  and  exam- 
ined separately  and  apart  from  each  other.  The  clerk  to  the  board 
shall  take  minutes  of  the  evidence  for  the  use  of  the  commissioners 
only. 

CLERKS   AND  RECORDS. 

Rule  64. 

The  clerk  to  the  police  commissioners  shall  be  the  chief  clerk  of 
the  police  department. 

He  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  fully  and  accurately,  at  the 
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office  of  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  the  following  books, 
records,  reports,  papers,  etc.,  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  office, 
riz. : —  « 

1.  A  record  of  the  daily  proceedings  of  the  board  of  police  com- 
missioners. • 

2.  A  canl  index  of  record  for  reference  to  its  contents. 

3.  A  book  alphabeticallr  arranged,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
name  of  every  member  of  the  police  force,  number  of  badge, 
division,  character  of  dntr,  when  sworn,  present  residence,' age, 
birthplace,  former  occupation,  when  discharged,  and  such  remarks 
as  ma}'  serve  to  show  the  standing  of  the  officer. 

4.  A  record  of  morning  reports  from  superintendent,  showing 
number  of  men,  number  sick,  number  absent,  number  excused, 
number  suspended. 

5.  A  recorrl  of  all  changes  in  the  force,  showing  all  appointments 
discharges  and  transfers,  promotions  or  reductions  in  rank. 

6.  An  index  of  applications  for  appointment  on  the  force,  and  a 
file  of  same. 

7.  A  book  containing  a  record  of  all  complaints  made  against 
members  of  the  force  and  the  judgment  of  the  board  thereon. 

8.  A  book  of  ' -sjuiaitioas  of  nil  supplies,  repairs,  and  contingent 
exi>enscs  at  tlie  office  of  the  boartl  of  police  ooir.missioners. 

9.  A  book  containing  an  abstract  of  all  general  or  special  orders 
issued  to  the  superintendent  of  police,  either  verbal  or  written. 

10.  A  record  of  all  appointments  of  special  police  officers. 

11.  A  record  of  all  appointments  of  railroad  police  officers. 

12.  A  record  of  all  '-department"  police  officers  appointed. 

13.  A  reconl  of  all  aausement  licenses  granted,  together  with 
the  amount  of  fees  received  thereon. 

14.  Records  of  all  licenses  granted  to  pawnbrokers,  second-hand 
dealers,  junk  dealere,  hawkers  and  peddlers,  auctioneers,  billiard 
saloons,  bowling  allevs,  intelligent  offices,  hacks  and  carriages, 
wagons,  etc.,  showing  the  amount  of  fees  received  from  each. 
Said  records  to  be  kept  either  at  the  chief  clerk's  office  or  at  the 
offices  of  the  inspectors  of  those  departments,  or  at  both. 

15.  A  book  marked  "District  Location,  Book  A,"  including 
Divisions  1,2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6  ;  and  — 

A  book  marked  "  Di5*Tict  Location,  Book  B,"  including  Divis- 
ions 7,  S.  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  and  16,  —  containing  a  record 
of  all  places  in  the  c-ity  limits  where  liquors  are  sold,  or  supposed 
to  lie  sold,  showing  the  name  of  the  person  supposed  to  keep  it, 
and  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  applications  for  liquor  licenses, 
name,  giving  date,  and  number  of  application,  class  of  license, 
granted  or  rejected,  date  of  action, 'date  of  notification,  number  of 
license,  when  issoed,  anK>nnt  of  fee  paid,  and  remarks. 

16.  A  record  of  all  innholdere  and  victuallers'  licenses  granted 
by  the  board. 

17.  An  index  of  all  applications  for  liquor  licenses,  giving  the 
number  of  applicants,  name  of  applicant,  location,  date  received, 
class  of  license,  and  what  disposition  made  of  same. 
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1«.  All  iiulex  of  nil  npplicntions  for  viclimlleis  and  inholder's 
licenses,  with  action  Uikeii  thereon. 

19.  A  i-cc-onl  of  all  conii)laints  against  licensed  or  unlicensed 
liquor  places,  giving  name  of  dealer,  location,  name  of  complainant, 
nature  of  complaint,  and  action  taken  thereon. 

20.  A  rccortl  of  all  hearings  fcefore  the  board,  and  the  action 
taken. 

21.  A  record  of  all  seizures  of  liquors  nisidc  by  the  police  force, 
giving  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  liquors  and  statement  of  quan- 
tity seize<l,  and  disposition  made  of  the  same. 

22.  A  record  of  all  hearings  on  complaints  against  liquor  licen- 
sees, in  which  the  name  and  location,  together  with  the  name  of 
complainant,  nature  of  complaint,  date  of  service  of  notice,  date  of 
hearing,  and  decision  in  the  case,  siiall  be  entered. 

23.  A  record  of  all  hearings  against  licensed  employes  of  street 
railroad  companies,  i.e.,  conductors,  drivers,  and  starters. 

24.  A  record  of  all  complaints  for  violation  of  cit}-  onlinances, 
nuisances,  and  grievances,  properly  coming  under  the  supervision 
of  the  boanl. 

25.  A  reconl  of  all  applications  for  fish  iKsldlers  and  grease 
collectors  permits,  rej)orte<l  upon  and  lefcrretl  to  the  board  of 
};ea!;u. 

2^.  A  record  of  all  affidavits  from  liquor  dealers  of  abandonment 
of  tI:o  business,  reported  ujwn  and  returned  to  district  attorne}' 
with  recommendation  for  licncncy  or  otherwise. 

27.  A  record  of  all  applicants  reported  upon  for  the  information 
of  the  soldicnj'  relief  bureau  and  directors  of  public  institutions. 

Rule  65. 

The  clerk  appointed  for  duty  at  the  superintendent's  office  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  chief  clerk,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
sergeants  detailed  for  clerical  service  at  said  office,  keep  such  books, 
records,  etc.,  as  may  be  designated,  make  out  the  monthly  paj-- 
rolls  of  the  members  of  the  force,  and  perforin  such  other  duties  as 
the  superintendent  or  the  ix)lice  commissioners  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

The  following  books  and  records  shall  be  kept  in  the  superin- 
tendent's ofi\f<i :  — 

1.  A  Ixwk,  alphabetically  arranged,  to  bo  called  the  "  Force 
Book,"  containing  the  name  of  every  member  of  the  force,  together 
with  his  age,  birthplace,  former  occupation,  present  residence, 
vrhen  sworn,  number  of  badge,  division,  character  of  duty,  when 
discharged,  remarks. 

2.  A  l)ook,  alphabetically  arranged,  to  be  called  the  "  Record  of 
Arrests,"  containing  the  names  of  all  parties  arrested,  giving  age, 
complaint  or  crime,  and  what  disposition  made  of  same. 

3.  A  record  of  all  stolen,  lost,  or  found  projjerty,  and  persons 
missing  or  wanted  for  crime. 

4.  A  record  of  all  murders,  suicides,  and  fatal  accidents. 

5.  A  record  of  all  suspicious  places  and  persons,  —  such  as  gam- 
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bling-liouso5,lioiiscs  of  ill-rcputc.  persons  convicted  of  crime  or  who 
maj-  be  considered  dangerous  to  the  community. 

6.  An  "  Orxlcr  Book,"  containing  tlie  substance  of  all  general  or 
special  orders  issued  in  writing  It}-  the  superintendent  of  police, 
with  tiie  dav  and  hour  of  pronuilgalion. 

7.  A  receipt  book  of  all  moneys  paid  to  city  collector. 

8.  A  book  to  be  called  the  '  Monthly  Time  Roll,"  showing  the 
pay  per  day  of  all  members  of  tlic  force,  giving  the  name,  number 
of  badge,  (i.aj-s  absence,  days  of  sickness,  number  of  duties,  amount 
of  extra  work,  and  total  amount  for  the  month. 

9.  A  receipt  liook  for  recovered  property*  in  which  a  receipt 
sliall  be  taken  for  all  property  delivered,  that  may  have  been 
recovered  cither  as  fost  or  stolen. 

10.  A  record,  or  abstract,  of  all  important  telegrams  sent  in  or 
out  of  the  city. 

11.  A  "Requisition  Book,"  in  which  shall  be  kept  all  requisi- 
tions for  supplies,  repaii-s,  and  incidental  expenses  required  by 
or  contracteti  for  by  the  force. 

12.  A  book  showing  all  time  lost  by  members  of  the  force  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  or  absence  from  other  cause,  to  be  called  the 
"  Lost  Time  Book." 

13.  A  monthly  "  Report  iiook."  showi'.-i  a  summary  of  all  the 
business  done  by  the  departuieiii  during  the  month,  as  reported  by 
the  captains. 

Rule  66. 

The  office  of  the  chief  clerk  and  assistants  shall  be  kept  open  for 
the  transaction  of  business  each  secular  day,  except  Saturdays  and 
legal  holidays,  between  the  hours  of  9,  A.M.  and  5,  P.M.,  and  on 
Saturdays  the  office  hours  shall  be  from  9,  A.M.  to  2,  P.M. 

Rule  67. 

The  chief  clerk  and  his  assistants  shall  not  absent  themselves 
from  their  duties,  during  business  hours,  without  permission  from 
the  police  commissioners. 

Rule  68. 

No  erasure's  are  to  hv  inadc  i:j  o-.sy  of  the  books,  records,  or 
documents  connected  with  the  duties  of  the  board  of  police  com- 
missioners. 

If  an}-  error  be  discovered  in  said  books  or  records,  it  is  to  be 
altered  and  corrected  by  drawing  the  pen  neatly  across  the  entrj' 
and  substituting  the  correction  above  it. 

Rule  69. 

All  the  .accounts  and  bills  of  expenses  of  the  police  and  license 
departments  shall  be  audited  and  entered  in  proper  books,  to  be 
kept  in  tiie  ofBce  of  the  police  commissioners,  or  the  office  of  the 
superintendent  of  police,  for  the  inspection  of  the  mayor  and  the 
committee  of  the  City  Council. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPEIilNTENDENT. 

Rule  70. 

The  superintendent  of  iwlicc,  subject  to  the  orders,  rules,  and 
regulations  of  the  board  of  jX)lico  commissioners,  shall  be  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  police  force.  He  shall  devote  his 
whole  time  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ollice.  He  shall 
see  that  all  laws  of  the  state  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  the  exe- 
cution of  which  devolves  u|>on  the  jwlice  power  of  this  city,  are 
duly  observed  and  enforced ;  and  he  shall  also  promptly  execute 
all  orders,  and  observe  all  rules  aud  regulations,  prescribed  by  the 
police  commissioners. 

Rule  71. 

The  superintendent's  office  at  City  Hall  shall  be  kept  open  from 
8  o'clock,  A.M.  until  6  o'clock,  P.  JI.  From  6  o'clock,  P.M.  to  8 
o'clock,  A.M.,  the  cliief  otllceof  the  police  force  will,  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  be  established  nl  the  second  j;<olice  station  in  Court 
square. 

Rule  72. 

Ail  orders  to  the  superintendent  of  police  shall  emanate  from, 
and  be  issued  to  him  only  by,  the  board  of  jxdice  commissioners  ; 
and  all  orders  to  the  police  force  shall  be  issued  bj-  the  sui)erintend- 
ent  of  police ;  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  deput3' -superintendent, 
and  communicated  to  the  force  through  the  captains  of  divisions, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  circumstances  ma}-  require. 

Rule  73. 

In  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  defined  by  the  jwlice 
commissioners,  the  superintendent  shall  have  power  to  promulgate 
orders  to  the  officers  and  nieinlicrs  of  the  \x)lice  force  not  inconsist- 
ent with  law,  or  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board.  Such 
orders  shall  be  written  or  printe<l,  and  all  members  of  the  force 
shall  observe  and  obey  them.  All  general  orders  shall  be  reconled 
in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  said  superintendent,  and  copies  thereof 
furnished  to  the  police  commissioners. 

Rule  74. 

The  superintendent  shall  visit  each  station-house  as  often  as 
practicable,  and  inspect  the  men,  the  books  of  the  station,  and  see 
that  the  bouses  are  properly  conducted,  and  kept  in  good  order. 

Rule  75. 

He  shall  instruct  the  captains  in  all  branches  of  their  duty,  and 
see  that  they  give  similar  instructions  to  their  men. 


Rule  76. 

He  maj',  in  his  discretion,  8us]>cnd  from  dutj-,  and  report  to  the 
olice    commissioners,    auy   member  of  the  department  against 
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whom  a  written  complaint  has  been  made ;  and  the  pay  of  such 
officer  shall  not  be  allowed  during  the  period  between  his  suspen- 
sion and  his  reinstatement  or  discharge,  unless  bj-  special  order  of 
the  commissioners. 

Rule  77. 

He  shall  make  report  to  the  commissioners  every  morning,  Sun- 
days excepted,  of  his  doings  and  the  doings  of  the  police  force  for 
the  preceding  twent\-four  hours,  and  on  the  first  da}-  of  everj' 
month  he  shall  submit  a  full  and  correct  synopsis  of  all  the  police 
work  done  by  the  force  during  the  mouth  preceding. 

Rule  78. 

AVhen  any  person  is  taken  into  custod}*  bj-  the  officers  detailed  at 
the  sup'.-riuteiident's  office,  he  shall,  if  practicable,  be  conveyed  to 
that  office,  and  a  full  description  of  his  person,  and  the  time  and 
cause  of  his  arrest,  his  name,  and  that  of  the  arresting  officer,  with 
the  amount  and  description  of  property*  taken  from  his  person,  shall 
be  recorded  on  the  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  property  taken 
from  anj-  person  shall  be  put  together,  marked,  and  carefully  kept 
until  legally  'Jisposed  of. 

Rule  79. 

The  dress  or  uniform  of  the  officers  detailed  at  the  superintend- 
ent's office,  or  elsewhere,  for  special  duty,  shall  be  regulated  b}' 
the  superintendent. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  DEPUTY-SUPERINTENDENT. 

Rule  80. 

In  all  cases  where  the  superintendent  is  authorized  to  do  anj*- 
thing  by  these  niles,  the  deputy-superintendent  may,  in  the  absence 
of  said  superintendent,  do  and  perform  all  such  things.  The  inspec- 
tors of  carriages,  wagons,  pawnbrokers'  and  intelligence  offices  shall 
be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  s.aid  deput3'-superintcndcnt, 
and  shall  report  through  him  to  the  "r.penntendent.  The  deputy 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  naEe,  n'lmber  of  badge,  and  place  of 
dutj',  of  all  special  and  department  police  officers  appointed  by  the 
commissioners. 

Rule  81. 

When  the  se^^•ices  of  the  deputy-superintendent  are  not  required 
for  the  performance  of  office  duties,  he  shall  inspect  the  members  of 
the  force  on  dutj-  in  the  streets,  and  the  condition  of  the  streets, 
and  note  any  appearances  of  neglect,  carelessness,  or  improper 
performance  of  dutj'  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  patrolmen,  and 
anj-  obstructions  to  public  travel,  caused  bj'  defects  in  the  streets, 
or  bj-  the  placing  of  merchandise  therein,  or  by  an}-  violations  of 
the  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  cairiages,  w.ngons,  omni- 
buses and  horse-cars,  using  the  same,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
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siiperinteiuknt,  who  shall  forward  all  such  reports  to  the  couimis- 
siouers. 


DUTIES   OF  CHIEF  IXSPECTOR. 

Rule  82. 

The  chief  inspector  shall  have  on  office  in  the  superintendent's 
office  at  Citj-  Hall,  and  sliall,  subject  to  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  superintendent,  have  charge  of  the  inspectors  detailed  for 
detective  service  at  said  odlco.  He  shall  perform  such  duties,  and 
make  such  reports,  as  the  police  commissioners  and  the  superin- 
tendent may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 


DUTIES   OF  INSPECTORS. 

Rule  83. 

The  police  commissioners  will  from  time  to  time  appoint  suitable 
nersois  to  be  inspectors  for  secret  service  at  the  superintendent's 
vfiice.  The  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
cuarge  of  the  chief  inspector,  and  shall  perform  such  duties,  keep 
such  records,  and  make  such  reports  as  the  chief  inspector  ma^- 
from  time  to  time  prescribe.  They  shall  be  liable  to  have  tiieir 
appointments  as  inspectors  revoked  at  an}'  lime,  and  to  be  ordered 
to  duty  either  as  lieutenants,  sergeants,  or  patrolmen ;  and  such 
revocation  shall  not  be  considered  as  reflecting  in  any  degree 
unfavorably  upon  the  character  or  conduct  of  the  officer. 


DUTIES  OF  CAPTAINS  OF  POLICE. 

Rule  84. 

The  captains  of  police  shall  be  at  their  several  station-houses  at 
all  times  during  the  day,  unless  necessarily  called  awa^- ;  in  which 
case  they  shall,  before  leaving  their  jxtsts,  send  information  to  ♦he 
superintendent's  office,  stating  the  dut}-  on  which  the}-  have  been 
called  awa\-,  and  the  name  of  the  officer  left  in  ihargtf;  and  imme- 
diately ujK)n  returning  to  the  station  they  shall  communicate  the 
fact  to  the  superintendent's  office. 

Rule  85. 

Eac'a  captain  shall  see  that  his  station-house  is  kept  open  at  all 
times,  and  in  his  absence  he  shall  detail  a  lieutenant  or  sergeant, 
to  be  constantly  in  charge  thereof,  to  receive  prisoners,  attend  to 
calls,  answer  the  application  of  citizens,  or  to  attend  to  other  busi- 
ness properly  belonging  to  the  department.  Captains  shall  not 
leave  an  officer  in  charge  of  the  station-house  at  any  time  unless 
the  officer  can  work  the  telegraph  or  telephone. 
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Rule  86. 

He  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  his  district,  \TsitiDg  every 
part  of  it  as  often  as  once  each  week,  noting  the  condition  of  the 
streets,  sidewalks,  street-lights,  obstructions,  nuisances,  and  non- 
compliances with  the  city  ordinances,  and  all  other  matters  requir- 
ing the  attention  of  the  police  in  his  district.  He  shall  report  to 
the  superintendent  all  cases  of  contagious  disease,  and  any  negli- 
gence which  ma^-  expose  the  citj*  to  danger  b3"  fire,  and  all  matters 
which  require  the  attention  of  the  superintendent  of  streets  and  the 
board  of  health. 

Rule  87. 

He  shall  have  immediate  control  of  the  officers  and  patrolmen 
detailed  for  duty  at  his  station,  and  shall  carefull3-  note  their  con- 
duct, condition,  faithfulness,  and  efficiency.  He  shall  call  the  roll  at 
a  quarter  before  six  o'clock,  P.M.,  of  officers  who  are  going  on  night 
duty  ;  and  at  a  quarter  past  six  o'clock  he  shall  again  call  the  roll 
of  officers  who  have  been  relieved  from  day  duty.  At  the  roll-calls 
he  shall  communicate  all  necessary-  information  and  orders,  and 
note  and  report  all  absentees.  lie  shall  daily  inspect  his  men,  and 
reform  any  iiegl:jj«»nce  in  attire,  want  of  cleanliness  or  of  neatness, 
or  other  improper  personal  liauit ;  and  reiwrt  to  the  superintendent 
every  case  of  sickness,  misconduct,  insubordination,  neglect,  or 
unfitness  for  duty  ;  and  establish  such  additional  rules  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  station-house  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  those 
herein  established.  He  shall,  as  often  as  once  each  weet,  instruct 
the  men  as  to  their  conduct  at  fires  or  riots,  in  making  arrests  or 
complaints,  as  to  defects  in  the  highways,  nuisances  and  accidents, 
in  procuring  information,  or  otiier  matters  pertaining  to  their  duty. 
He  shall,  see  that  each  officer  has  a  copy  of  the  "  Manual,"  and 
duly  observes  the  rules  and  regulations  contained  therein.  He 
shafl,  with  the  approval  of  the  superintendent,  divide  his  district 
into  routes  for  day,  and  also  for  night,  so  arranged  that  the  whole 
territory  shall  be  covered  at  all  times  by  officers  on  duty,  each  offi- 
cer beiug  placed,  as  far  as  practicable,  where  he  will  be  most  use- 
ful and  efficient. 

Rule  88, 

He  shall  receive  into  his  viustody  and  safely'  k»ep  all  persons 
arrested  in  his  district  for  an^-  criminal  offence  ;  and,  cnless  other- 
wise lawfully  disposed  of,  shall,  before  the  opening  of  the  next 
session  of  the  municipal  court,  cause  all  such  prisoners  to  be  con- 
ve3ed  to  the  city  prison,  there  to  await  the  action  of  the  court,  or 
the  order  of  the  police  commissioners  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  or 
that  of  one  of  the  lieutenants  or  sergeants,  to  be  present  at  the 
municipal  court  having  jurisdiction  in  his  division,  each  morning 
when  required,  to  attend  to  cases  from  his  division. 

Rule  89. 

He  shall  cause  all  persons  brought  into  his  station-lionse,  before 
they  are  committed  to  the  cells,  to  be  first  brought  into  the  dock. 
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where  the  officer  in  charge  shall  then  enter  in  the  blotter  his  own 
name,  llie  name  of  the  arresting  officer,  abo  the  name,  nation,  sex, 
occupation,  whether  married  or  single,  age,  height,  complexion, 
weiglit,  residence  (with  such  details  as  will  enable  the  person 
arrested  to  be  readil}-  traced  and  identified  at  any  future  time), 
and  offence  of  the  prisoner,  and  the  number  of  his  cell ;  the  pris- 
oner shall  be  properly  searched,  and  whate\'er  is  taken  for  safe- 
keeping shall  be  properlj-  entered  on  the  book.  He  shall  post  dailj- 
from  the  blotter  to  a  register,  alphabetically  arranged,  the  name, 
residence,  and  description  of  criminals  so  arrested,  name  of  com- 
plainant, and  result  of  proceedings  in  court,  with  their  sentence  in 
court,  of  which  he  shall  inform  himself. 

Rule  00. 

He  shall  also  enter  on  his  blotter,  and  post  into  a  register,  the 
name  and  description  of  all  persons  furnished  with  lodgings  at  the 
station-house. 

Rule  91. 

He  shall  receive  apd  keep  all  property  coming  into  the  possession 
of  officers  of  the  station  b}-  virtue  of  their  office,  and  furnish  a  list 
of  said  property  to  the  superintendent.  He  sliall  mark  and  keep 
iog''-*her  the  property  taken  from  each  person,  and  keep  a  record 
of  the  same.  Propertj-  held  for  e\-idence  shall  be  delivered  b^'  order 
of  court ;  all  other  property  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  delivered 
to  the  lawful  owner,  a  receipt  being  taken  therefor  and  filed  in  the 
superintendent's  office. 

Rule  92. 

He  shall  keep  for  reference  a  daily  record  of  burglaries,  rob- 
beries, larcenies,  amount  of  property  lost  or  stolen,  assaults,  dis- 
turbances, lost  children,  fires,  dangerous  places,  and  accidents, 
with  the  cause  and  proofs,  and  of  all  other  matters  appertaining  to 
the  business  of  the  department  in  bis  division. 

Rule  93. 

He  shall  keep  a  daily  account  of  the  regular  and  extra  duties 
done  by  hia  men ;  and,  on  the  eighteenth  of  each  month,  submit  to 
th?  s;'perintendent  a  full  and  accurate  account  against  the  name  of 
each  member  of  his  station,  the  number  of  days  on  duty,  number 
of  days  absent  without  pay,  or  from  sidcness,  amount  due  for  extra 
work,  and  total  amount  due  for  the  month  preceding,  with  the 
requisite  certified  bills,  certificates,  and  vouchers  for  the  same. 

Rule  94. 

He  shall  receive  all  money  paid  for  dog-licenses  by  residents  of 
his  di^-ision  ;  he  shall  make  out  and  collect  bills  for  extra  service 
performed  bj-  the  officers  of  his  station,  and  shall,  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month,  pay  to  the  superintendent  all  money  so  received  by 
him.

Rule  95. 

He  shall  ilailv  trsrtscribe  from  his  blotter  and  journal  to  his 
morning  report  a  tro>e  copy  of  all  matters  of  iraiwrtance  there 
recorded  for  the  tweintT-fonr  hours  ending  at  8  o'clock,  A.I\I.,  and 
transmit  said  report,  to  the  superintendent  at  9  o'clock,  A.M.,  of 
the  same  dav.  He  sfeall  rei>ort  in  person  to  the  superintendent 
once  a  week,  or  otieznx  if  necessar}-,  at  such  times  as  the  superin- 
tendent or  the  coajtuissioners  ma}-  designate.  He  shall,  on  the 
last  day  of  each  uwoA.  transmit  to  the  superintendent  a  full  and 
correct  svnofisis  of  all  the  police  work  done  in  his  division  for  the 
current  month :  ami  ca  ilie  last  daj-  of  each  year  he  shall  submit  to 
the  superintendent  ai  fell  synopsis  of  all  the  police  work  done  in 
his  division  for  the  cnrrent  \ear. 

Rule  96. 

He  shall  keep  a  re«!«rvi  of  all  pawnbrokers,  second-hand  dealers, 
junk-shops.  intelligiMKe  offices,  licensed  places  of  amusement,  within 
his  district,  and  caas*  ihe  laws  and  ordinances  concerning  them  to 
be  observed.  He  sitaH  keep  a  record  of  all  drinking  saloons,  gam- 
bling-houses, and  boo»es  of  \\\-fz.ae  ;  and  of  all  places  where  idlers, 
tipplers,  gaiiiob  ■^,  seujers  of  'oncrj-  tickets,  thieves,  and  other  dis- 
orderlj-  and  suspicioa?  persous  congregate. 

Rule  97. 

In  case  of  any  Hot  or  sudden  crnergency  requiring  the  services 
of  the  police,  on  nociee  being  given,  the  captain  of  the  division  in 
which  such  riot  oocars  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  scene  of  dis- 
turbance with  the  wbotle  police  force  he  can  muster,  and  be  vigilant 
in  suppressing  the  iKs^ider.  Should  the  captain  have  any  doubt 
of  his  ability  to  preserre  the  peace,  or  to  restore  order,  he  will 
immediately  send  mKaee  to  the  superintendent  of  police. 

Rule  99. 

He  shall  observe  ti«  strictest  economy  in  the  use  of  fuel  and  gas 
at  the  station-house,  etjsisistent  with  a  due  regard  to  the  comfort  of 
the  men  ;  and  see  ttaa  the  furniture  and  other  property  belonging 
to  the  city  are  neither  destroyed  nor  injured. 


DUTIES   OF  LIEUTENANTS. 

Rule  100. 

The  lieutenants,  in  the  absence  of  the  captain,  shall  have  charge 
of  the  division,  and  exercise  all  his  powers  and  duties,  and  be  held 
to  the  like  responsibffiST. 

Rule  101. 

They  shall  altemaSe  their  duties,  spending  such  hours  d.iy  and 
night  at  the  station-boose,  and  such  hours  in  the  examination  of 
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the  <liii>ion,  and  jxirfonn  such  other  duties,  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  I*  orvlcreil  b}'  their  superior  officers. 

Bule  102. 

■Whil*  on  duty,  or  in  the  absence  of  a  superior  officer,  their  orders 
shall  }*  rfs|>cctcd  and  obeyed,  and  the3'  shall  report  to  the  capiniii 
CTery  instance  of  violation  of  duty  or  disobedience  of  orders. 


DUTIES   OF  PATROL  SERGEANTS. 

Bule  103. 

Ser:.'«iat3  of  jwlicc  shall  be  detailed  for  duty  at  the  stations,  or 
el5€wi*£-re,  by  the  superintendent,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  deputy. 

Bule  104. 

TTtej  »ha11,  under  the  orders  of  tlie  superintendent,  the  deputy, 
or  the  captain  of  the  station  to  which  tiiey  are  detailed,  perform 
such  ''rties,  and  at  such  houre  of  day  and  night,  as  shall  be 
direi-twl  by  those  officers. 

Bule  105. 

They  *hall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  men  on  their  routes, 
and  *Iun  instruct  and  assist  them  in  their  duties.  When  on  duty, 
and  n(A  otherwise  detailed,  they  shall  constantly  and  faithfully 
patrol  their  respective  districts,  visiting  each  route  as  often  as 
twice  in  each  term  of  servic-e,  ascertaining  the  ]>resence  of  each 
man  al  hi*  proper  place,  and  aiding  in  the  enforcement  of  every 
duty. 

Bule  106. 

They  *hall  carefulh'  note,  and  impartially  report  to  the  captain 
or  lieuVnant,  the  case  of  every  patrolman  absent  from  his  route,  or 
other  tK^lcct  of  discipline  or  duty  ;  and  their  failure  so  to  report 
shall  \>t  sufficient  cause  for  suspension  or  discharge  from  service. 


DUTIES   OF  PATROLMEN. 

-     Bule  107. 

The  **reral  |)olice  divisions  shall  be  divided  into  routes,  and  the 
rouixU  '.f  regtdar  ser^•ice  shall  be  from  time  to  time  specified  by 
the  ca!ie4iit<(.  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent ;  but,  when 
occa-»if<s>  requires,  officers  are  liable  to  be  called  into  service  at 
any  tirr.e.  In  the  exercise  of  the  criminal  power  of  constables, 
police  dSSkxn  are  officers  of  the  State,  and  may  be  required  to  go 
into  ariv  other  part  of  the  State  to  arrest  criminals,  or  for  other 
duties.  No  com|X!nsation  will  be  allowed  be^'ond  their  pay  for 
extra  *erricc,  except  upon  such   bills  as  arc   approved  by   the 
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police  commissioners :  and  they  must  report  to  the  captain  all  fees 
eametl  by  them  as  ^ritnes^es  iu  court. 

Rule  108. 

Everv  patrolman  shall  hold  himself  in  readiness  at  all  times  to 
answer  the  calls  ami  ol>ey  the  onlers  of  his  superior  officers.  He 
shall  treat  his  suj^eriors  with  respect,  and  in  his  demeanor  to  his 
associates  on  the  force  he  shall  be  courteous  and  considerate, 
guarding  himself  against  envy,  jealousy,  or  other  unfriendly  feel- 
ing ;  and  refraining  from  all  communications  to  their  discredit, 
except  to  his  suj^erior  officers,  whom  it  is  his  duty  to  inform  of 
every  neglect  or  disobetlience  of  orders  on  their  part  that  may 
come  to  his  knowlevlge.  He  shall  conform  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  department ;  observe  the  laws  and  ordinances ;  and 
render  his  services  to  the  city  with  zeal,  courage,  discretion,  and 
fidelity.  Any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  department  will  be 
punished  by  reprimand,  suspension,  deduction  from  pay,  or  dis- 
charge. 

Rule  109. 

He  shall  be  presen*  at  the  daily  roll-calls,  and  attend  at  the 
station-house  at  iL;  time  apuuinl;.".! ;  if  absent  without  leave  he 
shall  be  reportetl  to  the  superinteudent- 

Rule  110. 

Immediately  after  roll-call,  each  patrolman  going  out  on  dut3- 
shall  proceed  to  his  relieving  post,  and  relieve  the  officer  whose 
tour  of  duty  has  expired.  In  case  said  officer  is  not  at  the  post, 
the  relieving  officer  will  return  to  the  station-house,  report  the  fact, 
and  immediately  return  to  his  route,  and  continuall}'  patrol  ever}' 
part  thereof;  and  he  shall  confine  his  patrol  within  the  limits  of 
his  route,  except  in  case  of  fire,  arrest  of  a  prisoner,  or  other 
necessary  absence  on  duty,  until  the  time  assigned  for  the  expira- 
tion of  his  tour  of  duty,  and  he  is  regularly  relieved.  Patrolmen 
are  not  to  refuse  to  give  their  assistance  for  the  protection  of  per- 
sons and  property  near  their  own  routes,  if  called  for  in  any  case 
requiring  immediate  attention  ;  but  they  are  to  return  as  soon  as 
possible  to  their  own  routes. 

Rtile  111. 

Patrolmen  must  not  walk  together,  or  talk  with  each  other,  or 
with  an}-  other  person,  on  their  routes,  while  on  dut}-,  unless  it  be 
to  communicate  information  pertaining  to  the  department,  or  in 
the  line  of  their  duty  ;  and  such  communication  must  be  as  brief 
as  possible.  They  must  not  stand  still  while  on  duty,  but  con- 
stantly patrol  their  routes. 

Rule  112. 

As  far  as  he  can,  without  intrusion  upon  the  privacj'  of  indi- 
viduals, the  patrolman  must  note  all  removals  from  or  into  the 
limits  of  his  route,  aiKl  .icquire  such  a  knowledge  of  the  inhabitants 
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as  will  enable  biin  to  recognize  them.  It  is  indispensably  neccs- 
saiy  that  lie  sboiiUl  make  himself  perfectl}-  acquainted  with  all 
parts  of  his  route,  and  with  the  streets,  thoroughfares,  courts,  and 
booses  within  it. 

Rule  113. 

He  shall  furnish  such  information,  and  render  such  aid,  to  all 
persons,  when  requested,  as  is  consistent  with  his  duty ;  and  ho 
shall  keep  his  number  in  sight,  and  give  bis  name  and  number  to 
all  persons  who  demand  them. 

Rule  114. 

He  must  direct  strangers  and  others,  when  requested,  the  nearest 
and  safest  way  to  their  places  of  destination,  and,  when  necessary, 
cause  them  to  be  accompanied  thither  by  one  of  the  police ;  be 
shall  not  leave  his  route  for  that  purpose,  but  shall  pass  such  per- 
sons from  his  route  to  the  next.  If  he  hear  the  cry  of  "  AVatch." 
or  other  call  for  assistance,  he  shall  proceed  to  render  aid  with  all 
despatch,  taking  every  practicable  precaution  for  the  protection  of 
his  route,  when  he  leaves  it  for  this  or  for  any  other  puq>ose. 

Rule  115. 

He  shall  cause  all  children  who  have  strayed,  or  infants  who  have 
been  abandoned,  to  be  taken  to  the  residence  of  their  parents,  if 
known  and  within  the  bounds  of  his  route ;  and,  if  not,  to  the 
station-house.  Children  or  families  without  home  shall  be  directed 
or  sent  to  the  Charity  Building,  Chardon  street-  He  shall  take 
note  of  all  cases  of  contagious  disease,  or  sudden  death,  where 
there  is  reasonable  ground  to  suspect  criminalitj";  and  render  im- 
mediate aid  in  cases  of  accident  or  illness  in  the  streets,  ascertain- 
ing all  important  particulars  connected  therewith,  and  making 
report  thereof  to  his  captain. 

Rule  116. 

He  must  strictly  watch  the  conduct  of  all  persons  of  known  bad 
character,  fixing  in  his  mind  such  impressions  as  will  enable  him 
to  recognize  them  when  he  meets  them  in  the  streets  at  night. 

Rule  117. 

He  shall  take  particular  notice  of  all  places  where  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold,  report  to  his  captain  all  unlicensed  places,  and  all 
places  where  the  terms  of  the  license  under  which  liquors  are  sold 
are  not  full}-  complied  with.  He  will  be  supplied  by  the  com- 
missioners with  copies  of  the  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  liquor  and 
the  licensing  of  innholders  and  common  victuallers.  He  must  note 
all  junk-shops  and  shops  of  second-hand  dealers  and  pawnbrokers, 
all  places  of  amusement,  and  all  licensed  persons  and  places  within 
his  route,  and  also  all  suspected  gambling-honses,  dancing,  or 
prize-fighting  places,  mock-auction  rooms,  venders  of  lottery 
tickets,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  keep  a  list  thereof  in  his 
book,  for  reference,  and  report  the  same  to  his  captain. 
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Rule  U8. 

While  on  duty  he  shall  note  all  street  and  sidewalk  obstructions ; 
all  defects  therein  from  which  accidents  may  occur,  remo\ing  them 
when  practicable ;  all  places  for  which  temporarj-  permits  are 
granted  for  building,  or  where  openings  or  excavations  are  being 
made,  and  see  that  suitable  accommodations  are  providetl  for  the 
public  travel ;  all  coal-holes  left  exposed  or  insecure ;  all  street- 
lamps  out  of  repair,  not  lighted  at  proper  times,  or  too  early  ex- 
tinguished ;  all  buildings  erected,  or  in  process  of  erection,  contrary 
to  law,  or  anj-  building  defectively  built,  or  which  has  become  un- 
safe, or  where  an}-  noisome,  dangerous,  or  unwholesome  trade  13 
carried  on ;  all  nuisances,  and  other  matters  affecting  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  the  public,  or  the  interests  of  the  city ;  and 
shall  make  report  thereof  without  delay,  in  writing,  to  his  captain. 

Rule  119. 

He  shall  examine  in  the  night-time  all  doors,  gates,  and  windo"-3 
of  dwellings  and  stores,  to  see  that  they  are  properly-  secured,  and, 
if  not,  give  notice  to  the  inmates,  if  an}-.  Where  t!ie  b'.;iiuings  are 
unoccupied  h^  must  m^ike  fast  all  doors  and  windows  found  open 
and  notify  the  owners  in  the  morning.  Hr-  must  take  special  notice 
of  all  vacant  dwelling-houses,  to  prevent  depredations  ;  be  vigilant 
to  prevent  fire  or  waste  of  water ;  call  the  attention  of  abutters  to 
the  state  of  their  sidewalks,  where,  by  snow,  ice,  or  other  cause, 
they  are  rendered  dangerous,  or  when  obstructefl  by  fuel,  boxes,  or 
other  articles,  or  with  goods,  or  signs,  extending  more  than  a  foot 
over  the  same ;  take  note  of  all  ashes,  garbage,  dead  animals^  or 
other  offensive  matter,  thrown  into  the  street,  or  when  the  street  is 
used  for  washing  carriages  or  horses,  or  improperly  obstructed 
thereby.  And  where  the  laws  and  ordinances,  orders,  rules,  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  such  cases,  upon  notice  given, 
are  not  forthwith  obeyed,  the  oflBcer  shall  do  what  he  can  himself 
to  make  the  way  safe  and  convenient,  ascertain  the  names  of  the 
parties  offending,  and  report  the  same  for  complaint  and  prosecu- 
tion. 

Rule  120. 

Whenever  three  or  more  persous  obstruct  the  sidewalks  in  viola- 
tion of  the  city  ordinances,  it  shall  be  the  dut}'  of  the  oflScer  to 
courteously-  request  them  to  move  on ;  and,  if  such  persons  un- 
reasonably persist  in  remaining  so  as  to  incommode  other  passen- 
gers, the  oflBcer  shall,  if  he  is  unacquainted  with  them,  take  them  to 
the  station-house.  If  the  parties  are  known  to  him,  he  shall  report 
them  to  the  oflBcer  in  charge  at  the  station-house,  and,  under  his 
direction,  apply  for  a  warrant  for  their  arrest. 

Rule  121. 

He  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  all  cases  of  drowning  coming 
under  his  obsen-ation,  using  ever}-  means  in  his  power,  regardless  of 
time  or  cost,  to  resuscitate  persons  taken  from  the  water. 
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RvJe  122. 


When  any  person  begs  in  the  street,  or  goes  from  door  to  door 
soliciting  alms,  it  shall  be  the  dutj'  of  the  ofBcer  to  inquire  the 
name  and  abode  of  such  person,  and  note  the  same  for  recortl ;  and 
to  direct  such  person,  if  in  distress,  to  the  Charity  Bureau  in 
Chardon  street,  or  to  any  charitable  association  affording  relief  in 
similar  cases. 

Bule  123. 

He  shall  note  all  .cases  of  fast-driving,  brutality  to  animals ; 
horses  or  vehicles  left  unattended  more  than  five  minutes,  or  stand- 
ing more  than  twentj',  or  going  upon  the  sidewalk,  or  taking  the 
wrong  side  in  passing  or  meeting  ;  all  cases  where  the  drivers  of 
licensed  vehicles  are  uncivil,  or  demand  illegal  fares ;  or  where 
rail-cars  or  omnibuses  stop  opposite  the  intersection  of  streets  or 
on  crossings,  or  do  not  conform  to  anj-  other  lawful  provision  made 
for  their  regulation. 

Rule  124. 

"When  any  way  becomes  blocked  b^'  teams  he  shall  use  his  best 
nfforto  to  aid  the  drivers  in  disentangling  the  same ;  and,  when  the 
^!.rc3ni  of  travel  is  continuous,  open  the  waj*  for  foot-travellers 
wisiiir.g  to  cross,  and  attend  women,  children,  and  aged  persons, 
who  would  be  otherwise  exposed  to  danger. 

.     Rule  125. 

When  a  disturbance  occurs  he  shall  instantlj*  proceed  to  the  spot, 
and  use  his  best  efforts  to  restore  quiet.  If  an^'  person  has  com- 
mitted a  felonious  assault,  or  any  other  felonious  crime,  or  by  loud 
outcries,  or  otherwise,  persists  in  disturbing  the  peace,  the  i>erson 
offending  shall  Ije  taken  into  custody,  and  conveyed  to  tiie  station- 
house.  If  the  patrolman  is  opposed  in  the  performance  of  his  duty, 
and  no  other  police-officer  is  within  call,  he  may,  in  the  name  of 
the  commonwealth,  demand  the  aid  of  any  citizen  present. 

Rxile  126. 

If  a  policercna  immediatel3-  pursues  a  person  who  has  comm-tlod 
a  felony,  or  one  who  is  reasonablj'  suspected  of  haviii;;  committed 
a  felony,  it  is  his  dutj'  to  follow  the  criminal  whcrevc-r  he  may  go ; 
if  the  criminal  takes  refuge  in  an3-  house  or  building,  the  jwlice- 
man,  after  stating  his  olfice  and  object,  and  demanding  admission, 
and  admission  being  refused,  or  if  there  should  be  no  one  present 
of  whom  to  make  such  demand,  maj*  forcibly  open  the  outer  door 
or  windows,  enter  the  house  or  building,  and  arrest  the  offender. 
Having  obtained  entrance  in  this  or  any  other  manner,  he  may 
forcibly-  open  an  inner  door  in  order  to  effect  the  arrest  of  the  per- 
son of  whom  he  is  in  pursuit. 

Rule  127. 
Forcibly  opening  an  outer  door  is  generally-  a  violent  and  dan- 
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geroiis  pioccodiiig,  and  shonkl  never  be  resorted  to  except  in  ex- 
treme cases,  and  when  an  immediate  arrest  is  necessary. 

Bule  128. 

He  mar  also  examine  anv  person  whom  he  shall  see  walking 
abroad  in" the  night  after  ten  o'clock,  whom  he  shall  have  reasons 
to  snspect  of  an^'  unlawful  design  ;  and  may  demand  of  him  his 
business  abroad  at  sucii  a  time,  and  whither  he  is  going.  But  this 
authority  must  be  exercised  with  great  caution. 

Rule  129. 

When  any  party  accuses  another  of  a  felon}',  and  insists  that  the 
party  so  accused  shall  be  taken  into  custody-,  he  shall  require  the 
accuser,  if  unknown  to  him,  or  there  is  an^-  other  sufficient  reason 
for  it,  to  go  with  the  accused  to  the  station-house. 

Rule  130. 

AVhen  it  becomes  necessary  to  take  a  part}-  into  custody  he  shall 
do  so  in  as  quiet  a  manner  as  ]K)ssible,  using  only  "-uffioicnt  force 
to  secure  the  prifor"i  :  ;•,;-, 1  in  no  instance  shall  he  strike  the  pris- 
oner, except  in  »elf-defp':cr.  Any  u-niecessary  deprivations  or 
abuse  of  prisoners  while  in  custody  will  be  punished. 

Rule  131. 

The  property  coming  into  his  possession  in  his  official  capacity 
he  shall  careluUj-  preserve,  mark,  and  place  in  the  hands  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  station,  without  dela}-. 

Rule  132. 

As  by  virtue  of  his  appointment  he  can  act  officiall}'  in  criminal 
matters  only,  he  will  not  render  assistance  in  an}-  civil  cose  what- 
ever, except  to  prevent  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  to  suppress  a  dis- 
turbance actually  commenced  ;  nor  shall  he  serve  any  warrant  of 
search  without  the  permission  of  his  superior  oOicer.  In  cases 
where  a  distress  is  made  for  non-payment  of  rent,  or  any  other 
cause,  or  when  disputes  arise  l^ptirreii  parties  upon  civil  matters, 
he  is  not  to  give  assistance  to  either,  or  interfere  between  them, 
unless  it  be  necessary  to  prevent  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or  to  quell 
a  disturbance.  And  he  is  on  such  occasions  merely  to  take  per- 
sons breaking  the  peace  into  custody,  as  in  other  similar  cases. 

Rule  133. 

It  shall  be  the  dut}'  of  the  police  officer  to  keep  a  private  record 
of  his  work,  witii  day  and  tlate,  and  he  shall  enter  therein  all  mat- 
ters of  any  importance  in  all  work  in  which  he  is  engaged  in  his 
official  capacity,  wheliier  at  court,  on  his  route,  or  elsewhere,  and 
'  also  any  other  matter  of  importance  that  comes  to  his  knowledge 
connected  with  the  police  of  the  city. 
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Hule  134. 

He  shall,  each  day,  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed,  make 
report  to  the  captain,  or  other  ofBcer  in  charge  of  the  station- 
house,  of  all  tiiat  he  lias  done,  and  all  important  information  that 
has  come  to  his  knowledge  during  the  previous  twenty-four  hours, 
or  since  his  last  report,  exhibiting  his  book  if  requested. 

Rvde  135. 

Any  officer  who  neglects  to  wear  his  badge  and  uniform,  when 
on  duty  or  in  court,  without  permission  from  his  superior  oflUcer, 
will  be  suspended  from  duty. 


HARBOR  POLICE. 

Bvde  136. 

The  police  steamlwat  '•  Protector,"  with  her  crew  and  equip- 
ments, and  the  row-boats  and  men  attached  thereto,  for  day  and 
night  duty,  shall  constitute  the  harbor  police  force.  The  harbor 
ir>?.5ter,  as  captain  of  said  force,  shall  have  the  care  and  manage- 
mpnt  thereof,  sul)ject,  however,  in  the  performance  of  his  police 
dnty,  to  tiic  control  and  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  police. 
He  shall  at  all  times,  when  practicable,  be  ready  with  his  force  to 
respond  to  any  call  of  dutj-  that  may  be  made.  He  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  general  good  order  and  cleanliness  of  the  boat* 
and  all  belonging  thereto ;  and  he  shall,  every  twenty-four  hours, 
and  oftener  if  necessary,  make  such  report  of  his  doings,  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  boats  and  his  command,  as  the  superintendent 
of  police  may  direct. 

Rule  137. 

The  engineer  and  firemen  of  the  steamboat,  nnder  the  direction 
of  the  captain  of  the  harbor  police,  shall  each  have  control  of  the 
matter  propcrl}-  i>crtaioing  to  their  positions,  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  They  shall  be  ready 
to  respond  to  an}'  call  made  upon  them  hy  the  captain  of  the  har- 
bor police,  or,  in  his  absence,  b}'  the  officer  next  in  command. 
The  pr.gineer  shall  have  the  rank  of  a  lieutenant  of  police ;  the 
firemen  shall  have  the  grarle  of  patrolmen. 

Rule  138. 

The  first  officer  in  charge  of  the  steamboat  shall  have  the  rank 
of  sergeant,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  all  portions  of  the  boat  and  rigging  not  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  the  engineer  and  fireman,  and  shall  obey  all 
orders  of  the  captain  with  promptness  and  despatch.  In  the 
absence  of  the  captain  he  shall  have  command  of  the  boat,  and  be 
responsible  for  its  management.  At  least  one  of  the  officers  or 
men  belonging  to  the  steamboat  shall  be  on  board  at  all  times  of  ' 
the  day  and  night. 
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Rule  139. 

The  deck-hands  shall  have  the  grade  of  patrolmen,  and  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  the  captain  may  prescribe. 

Rule  140. 

During  the  day  the  boat  may  patrol  the  upper  harbor,  visiting 
the  wharves,  islands,  and  shipping,  as  the  harbor-master's  or 
police  duty  may  require,  and  going  to  the  lower  harbor  at  least 
once  each  day  when  practicable. 

Rule  141, 

"When  a  fire  occurs  on  the  water-front  of  the  city,  the  boat  shall 
be  taken  to  the  locality  of  the  fire  with  all  possible  despatch,  and, 
on  arriving  there,  the  officer  in  command  shall  place  her  in  such 
position  and  take  such  measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  fire 
as  the  fire  engineers  may  direct. 

Rule  142. 

When  the  boat  is  lying  at  the  wharf,  or  not  in  active  service,  the 
fires  shall  be  banked,  an'.'  tbo  boat  shall  be  in  such  condition  as  to 
enable  the  offict.j  *o  bring  it  :r.to  immediate  use,  if  required,  No 
person  shall  be  admitted  on  boaiJ  the  boat  except  on  business,  and 
no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  make  use  of  the  boat  for  any  purpose 
not  directly  connected  with  the  business  of  the  police  department, 
or  the  harbor  master,  unless  with  the  written  permission  of  the 
police  commissioners. 

Rule    143, 

The  harbor  police  shall  board  all  foreign  vessels  on  their  arrival, 
supplying  them  with  a  copj'  of  the  "harbor  regulations,"  keeping 
away  all  boats,  and  allowing  no  person  to  board  such  vessels,  with- 
out permission,  until  such  vessels  have  been  made  fast  to  the  wharf. 

Rule  144, 

The  officers  shall  instruct  their  men  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  all  vessels  belonging  to  Boston,  as  well  as  with  vessels  from 
other  places  frequenting  the  port. 

Rule  145. 

They  shall,  nnder  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  police, 
cooperate  with  the  officers  of  the  custom-house,  and  the  marshal  of 
the  district,  in  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  United 

States, 


FIRE  DUTY. 
Rule  146. 


When  a  policeman  discovers  a  fire  he  shall  first  ascertain  if  it 
can  be  extinguished  without  alarm ;  if  not  he  shall  at  once  proceed 
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to  the  nearest  signal-box  and  give  the  alarm.  WTien  he  gives  an 
alarm  he  shall  remain  a  while  near  the  box  to  rlirect  firemen  when 
they  arrive.  He  shall  note  the  time  antl  his  position,  when  he  gives 
an  alarm  or  hears  one,  anil  any  circumstances  connected  therewith 
which  may  seem  to  be  of  importance. 

Rule  147. 

When  a  fire  occurs  in  the  city  the  captain,  or  officer  in  charge  at 
the  station-house,  shall  inime<liately  despatch  to  the  fire  such  police 
force  as  may  be  necessary,  willi  TOi>es  to  close  the  street  to  public 
travel;  and,  if  the  fire  is  of  such  magnitude  as  to  require  it,  the 
streets  will  be  at  once  ropeil  off,  and  kept  free  from  teams  and  peo- 
ple, so  that  the  firemen  shall  not  be  obstructed  in  their  work. 
Special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  protection  of  property  and 
the  prevention  of  crime,  care  being  taken  to  place  competent  ofli- 
cers  in  charge.  If  reinforcements  are  needed,  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  central  oflice,  or  other  stations.  The  otHcer  who  arrives  first 
at  the  scene  of  the  fire  shall  have  prccetlence  and  control  of  the 
other  officers  who  may  be  present,  i::itil  a  superior  officer  arrives. 

Rule  148. 

At  large  fires  an  officer  of  rank  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  wiiole  police  force  at  tiie  tire,  with  his  he.id-quarters  at  some 
conveniently  accessible  point,  to  give  general  directions  and  make 
suitable  disposition  of  reinforcements  arriving  from  the  different 
divisions.  In  addition  to  the  force  in  uniform,  officers  of  the  secret 
service  shall  be  sent  in  citizen's  dress  to  protect  life  and  property, 
and  prevent  crime. 

Rule  149. 

In  case  of  a  thinl  alarm  every  |>oliceman  belonging  to  the  police 
division  on  which  the  alarm  is  given,  who  is  not  actually  on  street 
dut}-,  shall  Immediately  go  to  his  station-house  and  await  orders. 

At  eleven  strokes  on  the  bells,  three  times  repeated  in  quick  suc- 
cession, every  policeman  in  the  department,  not  actually  eng.nged 
in  duty,  will  repair  to  his  station-house  as  soon  as  ix)3sible,  put  ou 
his  uniform,  and  be  ready  for  service. 

.    Rule  150. 

Eve;y  policeman  in  the  department  will  at  r.l'.  tirnos  iiave  a  fire- 
alarm  key  in  his  possession,  and  he  will  make  no  delaj'  in  giving 
an  alarm  of  fire  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  when  occasion 
requires. 


FIRE-ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Rule  151. 

DHtECTIO.VS. 

Get  the  key  to  the  box  nearest  the  fire. 

Open  the  box  —  pull  the  hook  all  the  way  down  on'Ce,  and  let  go. 
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"Wait  one  full  minute  for  the  sound  of  the  bells. 

If  voii  hear  no  sound  pull  again,  and  if  necessary*  a  third  time. 

If  you  fail  the  third  time,  go  to  the  next  nearest  box,  and  do  the 
same  there ;  but  do  not  interfere  with  any  other  box  if  the  nearest 
one  gives  the  alarm. 

After  giving  the  alarm,  remain  a  while,  impossible,  by  the  box,  so 
as  to  direct  the  firemen  to  the  fire. 

Second  Ai,ar.vs.  —  No  person  will  give  alarms  for  the  same  fire 
(after  the  first  alarm  has  been  given)  without  an  order  from  an 
engineer,  and  the  person  so  ordered  will  be  sure  to  go  to  the  same  box 
from  which  the  first  alarm  was  given,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
engineer.  If,  however,  a  fire  breaks  out  while  another  is  burning 
in  a  ditforent  section  of  the  cit\-,  a  second  alarm  can  be  given  b^'  a 
police  officer  without  waiting  for  an  order  from  an  engineer. 

CAUTIOXS   TO   PERSON'S   HOLDIXG   SIGNAL  KEYS. 

1.  Never  open  the  box  or  touch  the  apparatus  except  in  case  of 
fire. 

2.  Never  sound  the  alarm  for' a  fire  seen  at  a  distance. 

3.  Be  reasonably  sure  there  is  a  fire  before  sounding  the  alarm. 

4.  Be  s.:re  ycur  oox  is  locked  before  leaving  it. 

5.  Never  let  the  key  go  out  of  your  possession,  except  to  some 
responsible  person  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire,  and  be  sure  the  kej'  is 
returned. 

6.  Ifyov  remove  from  your  house  or  place  of  business,  return  the 
key  to  the  fire-alarm  o^ffice  without  delay. 

EEGULATIOXS  CON'CERXIXG  FIRE   ALARMS. 

FiiiST  .\laem  to  be  given  by  striking  three  or  more  rounds. 

Second  Alarm  to  be  given  by  striking  ten  blows  followed  by  the 
box  number. 

Third  Alarm  to  be  given  by  striking  twelve  blows  twice,  thus  : 
12—12. 

Gener-vl  Alarm  to  be  given  b}'  striking  twelve  blows  three  times, 
thus:   12—12  —  12. 

Return"  Signal. — Notice  will  be  given  on  the  bells  and  gongs, 
one  blow  four  times,  thus  :  1  — !  —  1  —  1,  hearing  which,  the  sev- 
eral pieces  of  apparatus  ou  lue  '.vay  to  the  fire  will  return  to  their 
quarters. 

In  cases  where  hook  and  ladder  companies  only  are  wanted,  sig- 
nal to  be  given  by  striking  ten  blows  once,  with  the  No.  of  the 
companv  struck  twice,  thus  :  H.  &  L.  No.  1, 10  —  1  —  1 ;  H.  &  L. 
No.  2,  10  — 2  — 2,  etc. 

If  more  than  one  hook  and  ladder  company  is  wanted,  the  signal 
will  be  given  thus:  H.  &  L.  Nos.  1  and  3,  10—1  —  1—3—3; 
H.  &  L.  Nos.  2  and  4,  10—2—2  —  4  —  4,  etc. 

A  list  of  the  numbers  and  localities  of  the  boxes  will  be  furnished 
to  members  of  the  police  force  by  the  fire  commissioners. 
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HOUSE  SERGEANTS  AND    WATCHMEN. 

Rule  152. 

House  sergeants  and  watclinicn  will  be  assigned  to  dut^-  at  snch 
of  tiie  public  buildings  as  the  police  comniissioncrs  will  from  tinie 
to  time  direct.  The\"  shall  be  attaciied  to  the  superintendent's 
oflice,  and  shall  report  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
sui>crintendent  may  direct. 

It  should  be  understoo<l  by  those  having  charge  of  the  public 
buildings  to  which  house  watchmen  arc  assignctl,  that  the  watch- 
men are  intended  for  police  duty,  and  not  for  messenger  service,  or 
otiier  service  which  properly  belongs  to  a  different  department  of 
the  uovernment. 


INSPECTION  OF  HACKNEY  CARRIAGES. 

Rule  153. 

It  shall  be  the  snecini  diit;,-  of  (he  inspector  of  carriage-licenses 
;o  receive  and  transmit  to  the  [jolice  commissioners  all  applications 
lor  license?!  to  set  up  and  use  liackne}-  carriages  in  the  cit\'  of  Bos- 
ton, 10  record  all  licenses  granted,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  of 
the  carriage  and  the  number  of  the  license,  and,  subject  to  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  superintendent  of  jwlico,  see  to  the 
enforcement  of  all  the  laws,  ordinances,  and  rules  and  regulations 
in  relation  to  hackney  carriages,  horse-cars,  sleighs,  and  other 
vehicles,  used  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  for  hire  from  place  to 
place  within  the  city. 

Rule  154. 

Everj-  stage-coach,  omnibus,  hack,  coupe,  chariot,  barouche, 
landau,  or  other  vehicle,  whether  on  wheels  or  runners  (except 
street  cars),  drawn  b^-  one  or  more  horses,  or  other  animal  power, 
which  shall  be  useil  in  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  conveyance  of 
persons  for  hire  fnjm  place  to  place  within  said  city,  shall  be 
deemed  a  hackney  carriage  within  the  meaning  of  these  regula- 
tions, and  slinll  be  licensed  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Rule  155. 

The  board  of  police  commissioners  will,  from  time  to  time,  grant 
licenses  to  such  persons,  and  upon  sucb  terms  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  to  set  up  and  use  hackney  carriages  for  the  conveyance 
of  persons  for  hire  from  place  to  place  within  the  city,  and  the}- 
reserve  the  right  to  revoke  such  licenses  at  their  discretion.  For 
every  license  so  granted  there  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Rule  156. 

All  licenses  granted  as  aforesaid  shall  expire  on  the  first  daj-  of 
July  next  after  the  date  thereof,   and  no  license  shall   be  sold, 
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assigned,  or  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the  board  of  police 
commissioners. 

Rule  157. 

Tlie  person  in  whose  name  the  license  is  taken  out  for  a  hackney 
carriaf'e  shall,  for  all  the  pur[>oses  of  these  rules  and  orders,  be 
consitferwl  as  the  owner  of  the  same,  and  liable  to  all  forfeitures 
and  penalties  herein  containe<l ;  unless,  upon  the  sale  of  tlie  said 
carriaiie,  notice  tliereof  be  given  to  the  police  commissioners,  and 
the  license  retumevi  to  them. 

Rule  158. 

Ilacknev  carriasres  shall  l)e  marked  and  numbered  in  tlie  man- 
ner following,  viz. :  Everj"  hack  or  landau  shall  be  marked  on  the 
outside  and  upon  each  side,  on  tlic  sill  or  rocker  immediately  below 
the  doprs,  with  the  number  of  the  license  in  white,  gilded,  or 
plated  figures  in  the  Anibic  character,  of  not  less  than  one  and  a 
half  incires  in  size,  on  a  dark  ground,  or  with  a  dark  figure  of  the 
same  kind  and  size,  uiwn  a  light  ground,  and  no  other  figure  or 
device  within  four  inches  of  tlic  same.  Stage-ccachci  sliall  be 
numbered  in  like  iii^nrrr  cu  :be  top  rail  of  the  doors.  Omnibuses 
shall  be  nurabere^i  ;:»  like  ivannui  on  the  Ivwcr  panel  of  tiie  door. 
Cabs  siiall  be  numl>ereil  in  like  m:inner  on  the  centre  of  the  top 
panel  of  the  door,  immediately  l)clow  the  glass.  And  if  anj-  owner 
or  driver  of  any  haekne^v  carriage  shall  use  or  drive  any  such  car- 
riage, or  i)ennit  the  same  to  be  useil  and  driven,  without  comply- 
ing with  the  foregoing  requisitions,  said  owner  or  driver  sliall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Rule  159. 

Tiie  driver  of  every  licensed  hackney  carriage  shall  carry  at  all 
times  a  copy  of  the  established  rates  of  fare,  so  that  it  siiall  be 
accessible  to  any  passenger  who  desires  to  consult  the  same.  And 
no  owner  or  driver,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  any  hackney 
carriage,  shall  demand  or  receive  any  more  than  the  jirice  or  rate 
of  fare  establisheti  by  the  boanl  of  police  commissioners,  under  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  ;  and  he  shall  also  forfeit  his 
license.  And  for  refusing  to  carry  fy>\  passenger  from  any  rail- 
road station  or  sleamboal  la:!'.!:!'.g  to  ni>y  point  witliin  tliis  city, 
the  owner,  driver,  or  other  jxirson  having  charge  of  such  hackney 
carriage,  shall  be  subject  to  a  like  penalty. 

Rule  160. 

No  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  carriage  shall  use  or  sufl'er 
such  carriage  to  be  used  with  aii}-  other  number  u{x>n  the  same 
than  that  assigneil  by  the  boanl  of  police  commissioners  ;  nor  with 
such  number  placet!  on  any  other  part  of  such  carriage  than  that 
designate*!,  under  a  i>enalty  not  escee<liug  twenty  dollars  every 
time  such  carriage  is  used. 

Rule  161.

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hackney  cnrriagc,  sliall  K'nve  such  carriage  and  liorsos,  when  har- 
nesf^tl,  in  an^-  street,  scjiiaie,  lane,  alley,  or  public  pl.nce,  unless  in 
the  care  of  some  suitiiblo  jwrson,  umler  a  ixMialty  not  exceciling 
twenty  tloUars  for  every  »uch  oflence. 

Rule  162. 

Xo  owner,  driver,  or  x>tlier  f>erson  having  charge  of  any  licensetl 
hacknev  carriage,  shall  stand  with  such  carriage  to  solicit  passen- 
gers in  any  street,  square,  lane,  alley,  or  puhlic  place  within  the 
citv.  other  than  the  placo  assigned  to  such  carriage  by  the  board  of 
poiice  commissioners,  under  a  penalty  not  excvetling  twenty  dollars 
for  each  otfence. 

Rale  163. 

Every  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  chaise  of  any  hack- 
ney carriage,  for  which  n  license  has  been  given  to  stand  in  any 
street  or  square,  at  any  rnilroa<l  station,  steamboat  landing,  theatre, 
niiisenm,  or  otiier  place  of  public  entertainment,  shall  at  all  times, 
when  waiting  for  cmployuient,  wear  a  badge  on  bis  hat  or  cap  with 
the  nnniljcr  of  his  carrin;jo  thcrecn  ia  brass  or  plated  figures  of  not 
less  than  one  inch  and  n  half  in  size,  and  so  place<l  tiiat  the  same 
may  ^c-  distinctly  sivn  and  read,  under  a  penalty  not  exccetliug 
•"esiiy  dollars  for  each  otfence. 

Rule  164. 

In  any  street  or  srinnro,  or  at  any  theatre,  museum,  or  other  place 
of  public  entertainment,  where  hackney  carriages  attend  for  pas- 
sengers, the  inspector  of  cariiage  licenses,  or  any  other  member  of 
the  |>olicc  force  designated  by  the  suj^erintendent  of  |)olice,  may 
give  directions  respecting  the  standing  of  such  carriages  while 
wailing  for  their  passengers,  and  the  route  they  shall  take  when 
going  to  or  leaving  any  such  pl.ice  of  entertainment ;  and  if  any 
owner,  driver,  or  other  jH-rson  having  the  care  of  any  such  carriage, 
shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such  order  or  directions  it  shall  be  decniwl 
suflicient  cause  for  a  rcvwalion  of  the  license. 

Rule  165. 

Xo  owner,  driver,  or  other  i*rson  having  charge  of  any  hackney 
carriage  or  other  vehicle  uscil  as  a  public  conveyance.  mIiuII  ix'(-.!i'e, 
r<r  Tioniiit  to  be  placed,  or  convey  in  any  manner,  in  or  upon  said 
c-arri.-»ge  or  other  vehicle,  any  i»erson  sick  oi  infected  with  the 
sinall-pox  or  any  other  contagious  disease,  or  the  body  of  any  per- 
son who  had  dieil  of  small-|>ox  or  any  other  contagious  disease, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  his  license.

Rule  166. 
It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  the  inspector  of  wagon  licenses  to 
receive  and  transmit  to  the  i>olice  commissioners  all  iipplicationa

for  licenses  to  set  up  in  the  city  of  Boston,  trucks,  wagons,  drajs, 
carts,  slefls,  hand-sleds,  and  every  other  vehicle  used  for  the  trans- 
portation, for  hire,  from  place  to  place,  within  the  citj-,  of  wood, 
coal.  luml>er,  stone,  brick,  sand,  gravel,  goods,  wares,  furniture, 
merchandise,  or  building  materials  ;  to  record  all  licenses  granted, 
with  the  name  of  the  owner  of  the  wagon  or  other  vehicle  and  the 
numl>er  of  the  license  ;  and,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  superintendent  of  police,  see  to  the  enforcement  of  all  the  laws, 
ordinances,  and  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  wagons  and 
other  vehicles  used  as  aforesaid. 

Rule  167. 

Every  truck,  wagon,  dray,  cart,  sleigh,  sled,  or  hand-sled,  and 
ever\-  other  vehicle,  except  street  cars,  which  shall  be  used  for  hire, 
within  the  city  of  Boston,  for  the  conveyance  from  place  to  place, 
within  the  said  city,  of  wood,  coal,  lumber,  stone,  brick,  sand, 
gravel,  goods,  wares,  furniture,  merchandise,  or  building  materials, 
shall  be  licensed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  have  placed 
Hi>on  the  outside  and  upon  each  side  of  the  same  the  name  of  the 
owner  anil  the  number  of  the  license,  in  plain,  legible  words  and 
figures  of  not  less  *\'.c.Ti  ouc  and  one-half  inches  in  size,  and  so 
that  the  sau.,;  !nay  be  diiiiuc'l}"  seen. 

Rule  168. 

The  board  of  police  conmiissioners  will,  from  time  to  time,  grant 
licenses  to  such  persons,  and  upon  such  terms,  as  they  may  deem 
exiK-'lient,  to  set  up  and  use  any  such  vehicle  as  aforesaid  within 
the  city  of  Boston ;  and  they  reserve  the  right  to  revoke  such  li- 
censes at  their  discrc-tion.  For  every  license  so  granted  there  shall 
be  paid  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  the  use  of  the  citj. 

Rule  169. 

All  licenses  granted  as  aforesaid  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
July  next  after  the  date  thereof,  and  no  license  of  anj-  vehicle 
shall  be  sold,  assigned,  or  transferred,  without  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  police  commissioners. 

Rule  170. 

The  person  in  whose  iiaiue  a  license  is  taken  out  for  any  such 
vcliiele  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  of  these  orders,  be  considered  as 
the  owner  of  the  same  and  liable  to  all  the  forfeitures  and  penalties 
herein  contained,  unless,  upon  the  sale  of  any  such  vehicle,  notice 
thereof  be  given  to  the  police  commissioners  and  the  license  re- 
turned to  them. 


GENERAL    CARRIAGE    AND    WAGON  REGULA- 
TIONS. 

Rule  171. 

No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person  having  the  care  or  ordering 
of  any  licensed  hackney  carriage,  truck,  cart,  wagon,  hand-cart. 
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sleigh,  sled,  Iiaiid-slcd,  or  other  vehicle,  shall  suffer  tlie  same  to 
stop  in  any  street,  square,  lane,  or  alley  of  this  city  niorc'than  live 
minutes,  without  sonic  proper  person  to  take  care  of  the  same,  or 
more  than  twenty  minutes  in  an}'  case ;  and  any  ]X'nion  so  otl'end- 
ing  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
otlence. 

Rule  172. 

Every  driver  of  anj-  licensed  hacknc}'  carriage,  truck,  wagon,  or 
other  vehicle,  within  flic  city  of  Boston,  shall  remain  near  to  such 
vehicle  while  it  is  unemployed,  or  standing  in  tlic  streets  or  sfjuares 
of  the  city,  unless  he  shall  he  necessarily  absent  therefrom  in  the 
course  of  his  dut^y  and  business,  and  shall  so  keep  his  horse  or 
horses,  and  his  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  that  they  shall  not  obstruct 
the  said  streets  or  squares  or  other  public  passages  in  any  other 
manner  than  is  allowed  by  law,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city  council 
or  ordei-s  of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Rule  173. 

No  license  will  be  granted  for  any  hsickney  crirriage,  truck,  wagon, 
dray,  cait,  hand-cart,  sleigh,  sled,  hand-sleil,  or  other  vehicle  whal- 
soL-ver,  tor  the  conveyance  of  passengers  or  property  for  hire  witliin 
V'is  city,  exfopl  to  the  owner  or  lessee  thereuf.  If  any  person, 
other  "I'u.in  the  owner  or  lessee  thereof,  shall  take  out  a  license  for 
any  such  carriage,  truck,  wagon,  dray,  cart,  slcigb,  sled,  hanil- 
sled,  or  other  vehicle,  he  shall  be  liable  to  have  Lis  license  re- 
vokc<l. 

When  an}'  owner  or  lessee  of  such  carriage,  truck,  wagon,  dray, 
cart,  sleigh,  sled,  band-sled,  or  other  vehicle,  who  \ii\s  received  a 
license  therefor,  shall  ce.'ise  to  be  such  owner  or  lessee,  he  shall 
immediate!}-  surrender  his  license  to  the  police  coinicissiouers.

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  west 
of  Walk-Lill  street,  to  any  jwint  in  the  old  portion  of  the  cit^y  south 
of  Boylston  and  Essex  streets,  and  north  of  the  old  Roxbury  line, 
or  from  any  point  in  said  i>ortion  of  the  city  to  any  poir.t  in  said 
portion  of  West  Rosbv.rv,  tlu;  fare  shall  be  four  dollars;  for  two 
passengers,  ii^c  'lollars  e:n;h ;  '>r  three  passengers,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  each  ;  for  four  pas*t:.^ers,  one  doUo.r  and  twenty-five  cents 
each. 

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  any  point  in  West  Roxburj'  west 
of  Walk-hill  street,  to  any  point  in  the  old  portion  of  the  citj-  north 
of  Boylston  and  Essex  streets,  or  from  anj-  point  in  the  said  jwrtion 
of  the  city  north  of  Boylston  and  Essex  streets,  to  anj*  fMjint  in 
West  RoxbiHT  west  of  Walk-hill  street,  the  fare  shall  he  five  dollars; 
for  two  passengers,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each  :  for  three  pas- 
sengers, one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  each  ;  for  four  passengers, 
one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  any  point  in  West  Roxburj'  west

For  one  adult  pnssenger,  frosj  any  point  in  West  Roxburj'  west 
of  Walk-aiil  street,  to  anj-  point  in  South  Boston,  or  from  any  point 
in  South  Boston  to  anj*  point  in  West  Roxburj'  west  of  Walk-hill 
street,  the  fare  shall  he  five  dollars  andfifly  cents;  for  two  passen- 
gers, ttco  dollars  and  svventy-fite  cents  each  ;  for  three  passengers, 
one  dollar  and  eighty-seven  cents  each ;  for  four  passengers,  one 
dollar  and  thirty-seven  and  one-half  cents  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  any  point  in  West  Roxbury  west 
of  Walk-hill  street,  to  anj-  point  in  East  Boston,  and  from  any  jwint 
in  East  Boston  to  any  in  West  Roxburj'  west  of  Walk-hill  street, 
the  fare  shall  be  six  cloUnrs;  for  two  passengers,  three  dollars  each  ; 
for  three  passengers,  two  dottars  each ;  for  four  passengers,  one 
dollar  anrJ  fifiy  cents  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  anj'  point  in  West  Roxbury  west 
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of  'Wnlk-liill  street,  to  any  point  in  Roxbury,  or  from  any  point  in 
Roxbury  to  any  point  in  West  Roxbur_v  west  of  Walk-hill  street, 
the  fare  shall  be  three  drAlars;  for  two  passengers,  one  dolhir  and 
ffly  ceiits  each ;  for  three  passengers,  one  dollar  each ;  for  four 
passengers,  seventy-Jive  cerits  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger,  from  any  point  in  West  Roxburj-  west 
of  Walk-hill  street,  to  any  point  in  Brighton,  or  from  anj-  point  in 
Brighton  to  any  iK)int  in  West  Roxbury  west  of  Walk-hill  street, 
the  fare  shall  be  Jive  dollars;  for  two  passengers,  tiro  dollars  and 
fjty  cents  each ;  for  three  passengers,  one  dollar  and  sixty-seven 
cents  each ;  for  four  passengers,  one  dollar  and  twenty-Jive  cents 
each. 

For  children  under  four  years  of  age,  with  an  adult,  no  charge 
shall  be  made.  For  children  between  four  and  twelve  years  of  age, 
when  accompanied  bj-  an  adult,  the  fare  shall  be  half  the  price  charged 
for  an  adult. 

Between  the  hours  of  twelve  o'clock  at  night  and  six  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  the  fare  shall  be  Jijty  cents  for  each  passenger,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  herein  designated. 

No  charge  shall  be  made  for  one  or  two  tninks ;  but  for  each 
additional  trunk  more  than  lwo,JiJty  cents  may  be  charged. 

The  words  "  old  portion  of  the  city,"  in  this  rule,  shall  be  con- 
•"tnietl  lo  mean  the  whole  of  the  territorv  now  included  in  AVards 
6,  7.  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  16,  17,  and  18.  ''Roxbury"  shall  be  held 
to  include  all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerl3"  known  as  the  city  of 
Roxbur3\  "  Dorchester  "  shall  be  held  to  include  all  that  portion 
of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the  town  of  Dorchester.  "  Charles- 
town  "  shall  be  held  to  inclnde  all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerly 
known  as  the  citj-  of  Cliariestown.  "  West  Roxbury "  shall  be 
held  to  include  all  that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the 
town  of  West  Roxbury.  "Brighton"  shall  be  held  to  include  all 
that  portion  of  Boston  formerly  known  as  the  town  of  Brighton. 


IXSPECTJOy  OF  INTELLIGENCE  OFFICES. 

Rtde  175. 

The  inspector  of  intelligence  offices  shall,  under  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  deputy-superintendent  of  police.  Lave  t!ie  goneml 
supervision  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  licensing,  regulating, 
and  restraining  intelligence  offices.  He  shall  keep  a  book,  in 
which  he  shall  register,  alphabetically',  the  names  of  all  persons 
licensed  to  keep  intelligence  or  emploj-ment  offices,  together  with 
the  name  and  number  of  the  street,  and  the  portion  of  the  building 
which  thej-  occupy.  And  he  shall  see  that  each  person  licensed  is 
furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  statutes  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  board  of  police  commissioners  relating  to  the  establishment 
and  keeping  of  intelligence  offices.  He  shall  see  that  all  persons 
licensed  keep  the  requisite  books,  and  in  all  things  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  statutes,  and  rules  and  regulations.     He  shall 
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be  entitled  to  inspect,  at  an\-  time,  the  books  kept  at  licensed' 
places  as  required  by  tbe  rules  of  the  board. 

Rule  176. 

In  all  cases  where  persons  establish  or  keep  intelligence  offices 
without  license  tbe  insjiector  shall  report  such  persons  to  the  dep- 
utv-superintendent,  with  a  view  to  prosecuting  them. 

Rule  177. 

Said  inspector  shall  be  at  his  office  from  9  to  10,  A.M.,  and  from 
2  to  3.  P.M.,  each  day.  for  the  transaction  of  business  connected 
with  his  department,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  deputy-super- 
intendent of  police  m.i3-  direct. 

Rule  178. 

All  persons  making  application  for  licenses  to  keep  intelligence 
oflices  shall  state  in  their  petitions  the  place  which  thev  propose  to 
occupv  :  and  no  person  licensed  shall  occup}-  any  other  place,  with- 
out leave  first  ol'tained  of  the  board  of  police  commissioners. 

Rule  179. 

Intelligence  offices  may  be  kept  open  for  business  between  the 
hours  of  8,  A.M.  and  8,  P.M.,  Sundays  excepted,  and  at  no  other 
hours. 

Rule  180. 

All  persons  licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  place  in  some  conspicuous 
place  on  the  premises  occ.ipied  by  them,  a  sign  with  their  names, 
and  the  word  "  Licensed"  thereon  ;  and  shall  produce  their  license 
on  the  demand  of  any  person  doing  business  with  them. 

Rule   181. 

They  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  at  the  time  of 
application,  the  name  and  residence  of  an}'  jierson  who  may  apply 
for  employment,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  any  person  who 
may  make  application  to  be  supplied  with  male  or  female  domes- 
tics, servants,  clerks,  or  other  laborers,  and  ?!?6  asij-  and  all  sums 
of  money  which  may  he  received  of  any  person  for  such  services ; 
and  snch  books  shaiiatall  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  either 
of  tbe  police  commissioners,  or  any  person  by  them  authorized. 

Rule  182. 

Every  licensed  keeper  of  an  intelligence  office  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  of  each  female,  at  the  time  of  application  for  a  pl.ice,  a  sum 
not  excee<ling  fifty  cents  ;  and  of  each  male  who  shall  make  such 
application,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar ;  and  of  each  person 
making  application  for  female  servants  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  ;  and  for  a  male  servant,  a  sum  not  exceetling  one  dollar,  for 
which  a  receipt  shall  be  given  at  the  time ;  and  iu  case  no  servant, 
or  place  of  employment,  is  obtained  within  six  d.ays  from  the  date 
of  payment,  the  money  shall  be  refunded,  except  as  follows :     If 
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either  male  or  female  shall  be  sent  to  a  situation,  and  make  an  en- 
gagement, and  go  to  noik,  and  for  any  reason  shall  not  remain  at 
the  place,  neither  party  shall  be  entitled  to  have  the  pay  returned. 

Riole  183. 

Any  person  licensed  to  keep  an  intelligence  office,  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sections,  or  anj-  other 
rules  and  "regulations  that  may  be  hereafter  passed  by  the  board  of 
police  commissioners,  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  license  revoked  ; 
anil  any  license  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  for  causes  other  than 
those  above  specified. 


lySPECTIOX    OF    PAWXDROKERS    AND    DEALERS 
IX  SECOND-HAND  ARTICLES. 

Rule  184. 

Tiie  inspector  of  pawnbrokers  shall,  under  the  immediate  direc- 
tion of  tiie  deputy-superintendent  of  police,  have  the  general 
sui>ervision  of  all  matters  iKjrtaining  to  the  licensing,  regulating, 
uad  :c?training  pawnbrokers  and  dealers  in  junk,  old  metals,  and 
secuiid-hand  articles.  He  shall  keep  books  in  which  he  shall  reg- 
ister, alphabetically,  the  names  of  all  the  pawnbrokers  and  all 
dealers  in  junk  or  second-hand  articles,  together  with  the  name  and 
number  of  the  street  w  here  they  are  doing  business  ;  and  he  shall 
see  that  each  is  furnished  with  a  cop}*  of  the  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  his  branch  of  trade. 

RtUe  185. 

He  shall  also  keep  a  book,  in  which  he  shall  register,  alphabet- 
ically, the  names  of  all  who  have  taken  out  licenses,  or  to  whom, 
on  petition,  license  has  not  been  granted ;  and  also  of  those  to 
whom  license  has  been  grante<l.  but  subsequentl\"  revoked,  with 
the  name  and  number  of  tlie  street  where  each  carries  on  business. 
He  shall  see  that  all  such  persons  duly  licensed  keep  the  requisite 
books,  and  in  all'things  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  laws 
and  ord'na"iices  regulating  their  trade.  He  shall  inspect  inch 
books  from  time  to  time,  as  often  at  least  as  once  a  montii,  making 
note  of  such  facts  as  are  deemed  of  imi>ortaiicc  ;  iiuJ,  if  suspicions 
are  reasonablj-  connected  with  any  property  falling  under  his 
observation,  he  shall  immediatel}-  report  the  same  to  the  deputy- 
superintendent  of  police. 

Role  186. 

In  all  cases  where  persons  carr}'  on  either  of  the  above  trades 
without  license,  he  shall  report  such  persons,  without  dela3-,  to  the 
deput^'-superintendent  of  police  with  a  view  to  prosecuting  them. 

Rule  187. 
He  shall  be  at  his  ofllce  from  9  to  10,  A.M.,  and  from  2  to  3, 
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P.M.,  each  d.iv,  for  the  transaction  of  business  connected  with  bis 
flepartinetit,  ami  at  such  other  times  as  the  deputy-superintendent 
of  police  may  designate. 

Rule  188. 

The  inspector  of  pawnbrokers,  and  any  other  police  officer  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  when  auiliorized  by  the  sui)erintendent,  deputy- 
superintendent,  or  chief  inspector,  may  examine  the  books  required 
bv  the  onlinances  of  tlie  city  council  to  1)C  kept  by  pawnbrokers  ; 
and  all  .irticles  taken  or  held  by  pawnbrokers  shall  be  exhibited  to 
any  polii-e  otlicer  whenever  a  demand  shall  be  made  niKjn  them  or 
either  of  them  for  such  exhibition. 

From  the  .first  day  of  April  until  the  first  da\-  of  October,  pawn- 
brokers' shops  may  be  kept  open  every  week  day  from  7  o'clock, 
A.M.,  until  8  o"cloc-k,  P.M.,  Saturdays  excepted  ;  and  from  the 
first  day  of  October  until  the  first  djiy  of  April  said  shops  may  be 
kept  oi>en  everj-  week  day  froni  S  o'clock,  A.^I.,  until  7  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  Satuixlays  excepted.  On  Saturdays  said  shops  may  be  kept 
open  until  10  o'clock,  P.M.,  tliroughout  the  year. 

Rule  1B8>.<. 

In  accortlanct  — ith  the  moviiions  of  Ri:ct.  2,  Chap.  102  of  the 
Acts  of  1779,  the  board  of  poli«.o  commissioners  hereby  establish 
the  rate  of  interest  which  pawnbrokers  may  charge  and  receive  on 
loans  as  follows  :  — 

For  every  pledge  upon  which  there  has  been  loaned  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  dollar,  the  sum  of  five  cents  ma\-  be  chargeil  for  any 
time  during  which  the  said  pletlge  shall  remain  in  pawn,  not 
exceeding  one  week ;  r.iid  two  cents  for  cver3-  week  afterwards, 
including  the  current  week  in  which  such  pletlge  shall  be  redeemed, 
although  such  week  shall  not  have  expired. 

For  every  pletlge  upon  which  there  lias  been  loane*!  any  sum 
exceeding  one  dollar  and  not  exceeiling  three  dollars,  interest  may 
be  chargerl  on  the  amount  loane«l,  at  tlie  rate  of  four  per  centum, 
for  any  time  which  said  pledge  shall  remain  in  pawn,  not  exceed- 
ing one  week ;  and  two  and  a  half  per  centum  for  ever}-  week 
afterwanls,  including  the  week  in  which  said  pletlge  shall  be  re- 
deemed, although  such  week  shall  not  have  expiretl. 

For  every  pUxlge  upon  whicli  (iiere  has  been  Icanetl  any  sum 
exceetling  thiectloUars  anil  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  interest  may 
be  chargeil  on  the  amount  loanetl,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  centum, 
for  any  time  which  saitl  pledge  shall  remain  iu  pawn,  not  exceetl- 
ing one  week ;  anil  two  per  centum  for  every  week  afterwards, 
including  the  week  in  whicli  said  pletlge  shall  be  reileemed,  although 
such  week  shall  not  have  exi)iretl. 

For  every  plwlge  upon  which  there  has  been  loaned  an\-  sum 
exceeding  ten  tlollars  and  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  inter- 
est may  be  chargetl  on  the;  amount  loaned,  at  the  rate  of  two  and 
a  half  per  centum,  for  any  time  whicli  saitl  pledge  shall  remain  in 
pawn,  nof  exceeding  one  week ;  and  two  per  centum  for  every 
week  afterwanls.  including  the  current  week  in  which  said  pledge 
shall  be  reileemetl,  although  such  week  shall  not  have  expirtjd. 
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For  every  pledge  npon  ivhich  there  lias  been  loaned  anj-  sum 
exceeding  tnenty-(ive  dollars  and  not  exceeding  fiftj-  dollars,  inter- 
est maj-  be  charged  on  the  amount  loaned,  at  the  rate  of  two  per 
centum,  lor  an}'  time  during  vrhich  said  pledge  shall  remain  in 
pawn,  not  exceeding  one  week ;  and  one  per  centum  for  ever}-  week 
afterwards,  including  the  current  week  iu  which  the  pledge  shall 
be  redeemed,  although  snch  ireek  shall  not  have  expired. 

For  every  pledge  npon  which  there  has  been  loaned  anj-  sum 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  interest  maj-  be  charged-  on.  tlie  amount 
loaned,  at  the  rate  of  one  and  a  half  per  centum,  for  any  time  dur- 
ing which  said  pledge  shall  remain  in  pawn,  not  exceeding  one 
week ;  and  one  per  centum  for  ever}-  week  afterwards,  including 
the  current  week  in  which  said  pledge  shall  be  redeemed,  although 
such  week  shall  not  have  expired. 


BILLIARD-SALOONS  AND  BOWLING-ALLEYS. 

R:de  139. 

The  lK)ai-d  of  police  commissioners  will,  upon  petition,  license 
i;or«ons  in  good  repute  to  kee-p  billiard-tables  and  bowling-alleys 
for  hire,  gain,  or  reward,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
deem  expedient.  Applicatiotts  for  licenses  shall  be  examined  and 
reported  upon  by  the  inspector  of  intelligence  offices. 


PLACES  OP  AMUSEMENT. 

Rule  190. 

No  chairs,  stools,  or  seats  of  any  description,  shall  be  placed 
across  the  aisles  or  passage-ways  in  the  building  used  for  the  exhi- 
bition or  entertainment  for  which  the  iicense  is  given. 

Bcle  191. 

No  other  officers  shall  be  employed  for  the  preservation  of  order, 
in  anj'  licensed  place  of  ama<$ement,  than  members  of  the  regular 
police  force,  or  special  police  officers  appointed  by  the  police  com- 
missioners, or  constables  duly  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  ahier- 
men.  Payment  must  be  made  in  advance  for  the  services  of  police 
officers  detailed  from  the  regular  force  for  duty  at  such  places. 

Rnle  192, 

The  police  commissioners  reserve  the  right  of  entering  all  places 
of  amusement  at  all  times,  ci^ier  individually  or  colleCtivel}',  for 
the  purpose  of  assuring  themselves,  hy  i>ersonal  inspection,  that 
matters    are   properly  conducted  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
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licenses  issued  by  them ;  and  the  same  privilege  is  to  be  accorded 
to  the  superintendent  of  police  and  chief  inspector. 

Rule  193. 

The  police  are  to  keep  a  carefal  watch  on  all  saloons  and  thea- 
tres, and  report  to  the  police  commissioners  any  irregularities  or 
immoral  conduct. 

Rule  194. 

When  the  police  of  the  division  visit  a  theatre  on  duty  they  are 
to  appear  in  uniform,  and  if  refused  admittance  a  report  is  lo  be 
made  to  the  police  commissioners. 

Rule  195, 

The  police  are  not  to  endeavor  to  obtain  admission  improperly 
for  themselves  or  others  to  theatres  or  other  places  of  public 
amusement. 

Rule  19S- 

Police  officers  are  not  to  mterf-ie,  even  on  the  request  of  managers 
or  their  ag«;nt'^.  wiiii  i»erjr>'is  --Tho,  in  a  reasonable  and  decorous 
manner,  express  their  dissciit  hv  hissiiig  or  otherwise  at  what  is 
presented  on  the  stage. 

Rule  197. 

In  all  cases  where  the  applicants  for  a  license  are  not  well  known 
to  the  commissioners,  the  applications  will  be  referred  to  the  super- 
intendent of  police  for  examination. 

Rule  197M. 

The  following  fees  shall  l>e  charged  for  licenses  granted  by  the 
board  of  police  commissioners  for  theatrical  exhibitions,  public 
shows,  public  amusements,  and  exhibitions  of  every  description  to 
which  admission  is  obtained  upon  payment  of  money,  or  the 
delivery  of  any  valuable  thing,  or  by  any  ticket  or  voucher  obtained 
for  money  or  any  valuable  thing,  viz. :  — 

For  a  license  covering  one  pcrfvyrmance  or  exhibition,  the  fee 
shall  be  one  dollar  (Sl.ou). 

For  a  license  covering  p>erformances  or  exhibitions  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  six  days,  the  fee  shall  be  two  dollars  (S2.00). 

For  a  license  covering  performances  or  exhibitions  for  a  term 
exceeding  six  days,  and  not  exceeding  twelve  days,  the  fee  shall 
be  three  dollars  ($3.00). 

For  a  license  covering  a  period  of  more  than  fourteen  days,  and 
not  exceeding  one  theatri^  season,  the  fee  shall  be  five  dollars 
(85.00). 

Said  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  police  commissioners'  clerk  on  the 
delivery  of  the  license,  ajad  by  1dm  paid  over  to  the  citj*  collector 
once  a  month  or  oftener. 
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AUCTIOXEEBS. 

Rule  198. 

The  board  of  police  commLssioners  will,  upon  petition,  license 

inhabitants  of  Boston  who  are  in  good  repute  to  sell   at  public 

auction  any  goods  or  chattek,  real  or  personal  estate,  pursuant  to 

law.     Applications  for  licenses  where  the  parties   are   not  well 

known  shall  be  examined  and  reported  upon  bv  the  inspector  of 

j  pawnbrokers.     The  license  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that 

!  the  licensee  shall  be  limited  and  restricted  to  the  place  of  business 

I  designated  by  the  commissioners,  except  on  occasions  of  such  sales 

\  as  are  permitted  by  law  to  be  held  in  other  places  within  tlie  state. 

!  It  b  considered  contrary  to  public  policy  to  grant  licenses  to  parties 

!  to  seU  their  own  ^oods.

Rule  199. 

OVEECOATS. 


Ail  members  of  the  department  shall  wear  dark-blue  overcoats, 
double-breasted  surtout  pattern,  with  short  rolling  plain  collars, 
buttoned  close  up  to  the  neck  ;  the  waist  two  and  one-half  inches 
below  the  natural  waist ;  skirt,  four  inches  below  the  knee-pan,  one 
jKX-ket  on  the  right  breast  outside,  one  jxHtket  on  the  left  breast 
inside,  and  one  in  each  skirt ;  a  row  of  six  police  buttons  on  each 
side,  four  buttons  behind  wth  side  edge,  and  three  small  police 
buttons  on  each  cuff.  The  superintendent  and  deput^'-superin- 
tendent  may  wear  a  velvet  collar,  and  extra  buttons  on  the  cuffs. 

CAPE. 

In  very  cold  or  stormy  weather  a  dark-blue  cape  may  be  worn, 
reaching  to  one  inch  above  the  lower  button  on  the  overcoat 
behind,  with  six  police  buttons  in  front,  to  be  buttoned  up  to  the 
neck. 

FEOCK-COAT. 

The  superintendent,  deputy-superintendent,  captains,  and  lieu- 
tenants of  police  shall  wear  a  dark-bine,  double-breast  frock-coat, 
plain  collar,  with  a  row  of  six  j)olice  buttons  on  each  side,  made  so 
that  it  can  be  buttoned  up  to  the  nec-k ;  skirt  to  be  one  inch  above 
the  centre  of  knee-pan  ;  breast  pockets  inside,  and  a  pocket  in  each 
skirt :  three  buttons  on  each  cuff,  and  two  on  each  skirt  behind ; 
and  to  be  in  style  and  make  like  the  pattern  at  the  office  of  com- 
missioners. 

The  superintendent  and  deputy-superintendent  maj*  wear  velvet 
collars,  and  extra  buttons  on  the  catfs. 

Sergeants  and   patrolmen   shall  wear  dark-blue,  single-breast. 
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straight,  frock-coats,  buttoned  up  to  the  throat,  with  plain  jacket 
collar  and  straight  skirt,  with  nine  police  buttons  on  the  breast, 
two  on  each  cutt",  and  four  behind ;  side  edges  half  the  length  of 
skirt ;  etlges  double  stitched  one-eighth  of  an  inch  wide ;  sleeves  to 
match  plain  around  bottom  ;  two  inside  breast  pockets,  cash  pocket 
outside  on  right  side,  and  pocket  behind  on  inside  folds ;  waist  two 
and  one-fourth  inches  below  the  natural  waist;  skirt  one  inch 
above  the  centre  of  knee-pan ;  and  to  be  like  the  pattern.  The 
club  and  belt  to  be  worn,  except  when  on  "  house  duty,"  or  as 
may  be  otherwise  directed. 

VEsrs. 

Sergeants  and  patrolmen  shall  wear  dark-blue,  single-breast 
vests,  made  without  collar,  and  with  seven  police  buttons,  to  but- 
ton up  to  within  three  inches  of  the  neck. 

The  superintendent,  deputj^-superintendent,  captains,  and  lieuten- 
ants of  police  may  wear  dark-blue  vests,  with  rolling  collar,  and 
seven  police  buttons ;  on  public  occasions,  the  superintendent,  as- 
sistant superintendent,  and  captains,  may  wear  white  vests,  with, 
seven  police  buttons. 

P4vr>ij0oxs. 

All  members  of  the  departmeut  shall  wear  dark-blue  pantaloons, 
with  light-blue  welt  in  outer  seam,  like  the  pattern  furnished. 

CAPS. 

The  superintendent,  deputy-superintendent,  captains,  and  lieu- 
tenants of  police  shall  wear  a  blue-cloth  cap,  with  leather  visor, 
like  pattern,  with  a  gold  bullion  wreath  in  front,  encircling  silver 
bullion  letters  indicating  the  rank  of  the  officer. 

Sergeants  shall  wear  a  blue-cloth  cap,  with  leather  visor,  like  the 
pattern  at  the  superintendent's  oflSce,  and  having  in  front  a  gold 
bullion  wreath,  encircling  silver  bullion  letters  denoting  the  rank. 

Patrolmen  shall  wear  a  blue-cloth  cap,  with  leather  visor,  like  the 
pattern  at  the  superintendent's  office,  and  having  in  front  a  yellow 
metallic  wreath,  encircling  silver  figures  indicating  the  officer's  num- 
ber. An  oil-cloth  cover  may  be  worn  on  the  cap  in  stormy 
weather. 

The  superintendent  shall  wear  upon  each  shoulder  a  gold  bullion 
wreath,  encircling  the  word  "Sup't"  in  gold  bullion  letters;  the 
deputy-superintendent,  captains,  and  lieutenants  shall  wear  upon 
each  shoulder  gold  bullion  wreaths,  enclosing  silver  bullion  letters 
indicating  their  rank ;  and  sei^eanta  shall  wear  upon  each  arm 
wreaths  similar  to  those  worn  on  their  caps. 

BADGES. 

The  police  badge  shall  be  worn  on  the  left  breast  of  the  outside 
garment  when  in  uniform,  and  upon  the  left  breast  qf  the  vest  at 
all  times  when  in  citizen's  dress. 
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SUMMER   UNIFORM. 

Dijriiij;  the  Slimmer,  sergeants  and  patrolmen  shall  wear  bine 
f  annci  naek-coats  and  blue  flannel  pantaloons ;  the  coats  to  be  sin- 
gle-brt-a.ited  sacks,  with  short  turnover  collars,  to  button  close  np 
to  the  chin  and  reach  to  a  point  four  inches  above  tlie  bend  of  the 
tn««,  with  four  buttons  on  the  front,  and  no  iXKikets  to  show  on 
th«  oulxiilc ;  the  pantaloons  to  be  made  in  the  same  st3'le  as  those 
pr«#cril>t'd  for  winter. 

Tbi*  superintendent,  deputy-superintendent,  captains,  and  lieuten- 
smljs  ina}'  wear  a  dark-blue  double-breasted  skeleton  sack-coat,  with 
two  rows  of  four  buttons  each,  tiie  wreaths  and  badges  to  be  wori! 
bv  all  officers  on  the  summer,  the  same  as  on  the  spring,  frock- 
coat. 

The  snpcrintendent,  depnt}--siiperintendent,  captains,  and  lieuten- 
ants >»hnli  wear  a  felt  hat,  like  the  pattern  furnished,  with  the  same 
■WT«atb  as  on  the  cap. 

iH'rKoants  and  patrolmen  shall  wear  a  felt  or  straw  hat,  like  the 
pattern  furnished,  with  the  same  wreaths  and  numbers  as  on  their 
caps,  except  that  the  patrolmen  will  omit  the  yellow  metallic 
wivath. 

lljft  summer  uniform  shall  be  worn  from  the  tenth  day  of  Jane 
uaLi  ihc  first  d.ny  of  October  in  each  year. 

GLOVES. 

White  gloves  are  to  be  worn  during  daylight  in  summer,  and 
dark  gloves  in  winter,  like  pattern  furnished. 

COLLARS. 

IThitc  linen  collars  are  to  be  worn  — the  pattern  to  be  such  as 
mar  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  superintendent. 

BOATMEN. 

The  l>oatmcn's  undress  uniform,  when  on  duty  on  his  craft,  shall 
he  a  dark-blue,  single-breast  reefing-jackct,  with  four  police  but- 
tons in  front,  buttoned  up  to  the  neck,  and  with  pants  of  dark- 
blue  cloth.  The  cap,  hat,  and  badge  shall  be  worn  like  olher 
<iS^Ki»  of  the  department  of  similar  rank.  lie  may  wear  such  ad- 
ditional garments,  to  protect  him  in  cold  or  luclciaent  weather, 
315  may  be  directed  by  a  superior  officer. 

CLCBS,    ETC. 

The  i>clt-cliib  shall  be  made  of  dark  wood,  of  uniform  size  and 
shape,  and  shall  not  exceetl  twenty-four  inches  in  length ;  a  wooden 
pocket-club,  not  exceeding  fourteen  inches  in  length,  may  be  carried 
when  directed  by  the  superintendent. 

Ollicera  may  also  carr^-  pocket-revolvers  when  on  duty,  with  the 
penuLMion  of  their  captains  ;  thej'  must  be  used  with  great  caution 
and  only  in  self-defence. 
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TVEAKIKG  THE   UXIFOEM. 

The  police  nniform  shall  be  worn  by  all  members  of  the  force 
(except  inspectors)  when  on  dutj'  before  the  public,  and  when  at 
court,  unless  otherwise  ordered ;  but  the  superintendent,  deputy- 
superintendent,  or  captain,  maj-  detail  subordinates  of  their  com- 
mand for  special  duty,  in  citizen's  dress.  Inspectors  shall  provide 
themselves  with  uniforms,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  wear  them 
except  on  special  occasions,  when  directed  so  to  do  by  the  superin- 
tendent. 


CONCERXING    MEDICAL    EXAMINERS  AND 
INQUESTS. 

Rule  200. 

The  dividing  line  between  the  two  medical  examiners'  districts 
in  the  city  of  Boston  is  defined  as  follows  :  Beginnirtg  at  the  water 
front  opposite  the  easterly  end  of  Beach  street ;  thence  by  the  cen- 
tre of  Beach,  W^-iington,  Bovlston,  and  Arlington  streets,  and  by 
a  straight  line  in  continuation  cf  the  same  across  the  water  to  the 
Cambridge  city  line  on  ^Yest  Boston  bridge.  The  northern  division 
is  under  the  supervision  of  Medical  Examiner  Harris  ;  the  southern 
division  is  under  the  supervision  of  Medical  Examiner  Draper. 
Bodies  found  in  the  harbor  and  brought  to  the  wharves  north  of 
Beach  street  belong  to  the  northern  division  ;  those  brought  to  the 
wharves  south  of  that  point  belong  to  the  southern  division. 
Bodies  found  in  the  northern  division  will  be  taken  by  the  police  to 
the  morgue  at  North  Grove  street ;  those  found  in  the  southern 
division  wiU  be  taken  to  the  morgue  in  city  hospital  yard,  Harrison 
avenue. 

Rule  201. 

The  captain  of  each  police  division  will  designate  one  competent 
officer  in  his  division  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  occasion  requires, 
to  investigate  all  cases  which  properlj-  come  under  the  cognizance 
of  the  medical  examiners,  as  set  forth  in  chapter  200  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  1877.  The  officer'^  so  designated  shall  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  examinations 
upon  the  view  of  dead  bodies,  and  the  procuring  of  e\ndence  to  be 
presented  at  inqnests,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  their  cap- 
tains, attend  inqnests,  and  submit  the  testimony  in  connected  and 
proper  form,  and  consult  the  medical  examiners  as  to  the  perform- 
ance of  these  special  duties,  with  a  yie\T  to  secure  uniformity  of 
action  in  the  prosecution  of  their  inquiries. 

Rule  202. 

Any  member  of  the  force  who  finds  a  dead  body,  or  whose  atten- 
tion is  called  to  any  case  of  death  under  suspicious  circumstances, 
will  immediately  report  the  fact  to  the  captain  of  his  division,  or,  in 
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his  absence,  to  the  officer  in  charge  at  the  station-house,  and  take 
the  instructions  of  the  captain  or  officer  in  charge  in  regnnl  to  any 
further  proceedings  iu  the  case. 

Rule  203. 

An  officer  sent  to  callrfi  medical  examiner  will  communicate  to 
the  examiner  all  the  information  in  his  possession  relating  to  the 
case.  If  the  examiner  is  not  at  his  office  when  the  call  is  made, 
the  officer  will  leave  a  brief  statement  of  the  case,  together  with 
his  name  and  number  of  his  division. 


INJURED  SEAMEN. 

Rule  204. 

TVhen  members  of  the  police  force  arc  called  to  the  relief  of  an 
injured  seaman  who  requires  to  be  sent  to  a  hospital,  they  will  first 
take  the  injured  person  to  a  station-house,  or  to  some  other  con- 
venient place,  where  he  can  be  temporarily  cared  for.  If  called 
in  such  cases  between  8  o'clock,  A.M.,  and  C  o'clock,  P.M.,  tlie 
polic.3  shall  send  information  to  the  surgeon  of  the  U.S.  Marine 
Hospital  at  Clielsea.  From  9,  A.M.  to  4,  P.M.  Uie  information 
iiiaj  he  lodged  at  tlie  JIarine  Hospital  office  in  the  Custom  House  ; 
and  at  other  hours  during  the  day  the  information  may  be  communi- 
cated by  Western  Union  Telegraph.  When  an  injuretl  so.iman  is 
taken  charge  of  b}*  the  police,  during  the  hours  when  communica- 
tion cannot  be  had  with  the  hospital,  either  through  the  Custom 
House  or  the  Western  Union  Telegraph,  the  injured  man  is  to  be 
sent  to  the  hospital  in  a  suitable  carriage,  or  kept  at  the  nearest 
station-house  until  a  messenger  can  be  sent  to  the  hospital  for  an 
ambulance. 

The  term  "  seaman"  in  this  order  shall  be  held  to  include  every 
man,  from  captain  to  cabin-boy,  who  is,  or  has  been  within  two 
months,  directlj*  connected  with  a  vessel  in  the  merchant  service 
of  the  U.S.,  or  of  any  foreign  countr3-. 


OPENINGS  AND  DEFECTS  IN  PUBLIC  STREETS. 

Rule  205. 

First.  —  Any  person  who  undertakes  to  make  an  opening  in  a 
pablic  street  or  private  waj-,  for  the  purpose  of  making  connec- 
tions with  the  sewers,  must,  unless  known  to  be  connected  with 
the  sewer  department,  show  a  "  Drain  Permit,"  from  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers.  If  he  has  no  permit,  the  officer  will  stop  the 
work  and  report  his  action  at  the  station-house  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable, consistent  with  the  proper  performance  of  his  other  duties. 
If  the  person  has  a  permit,  the  officer  whose  attention  is  first 
called  to  the  opening  will  take  the  permit  and  deliver  it  at  the 
station-house. 


AprENDEC.  103 

Second.  —  Officers  will  take  notice  and  report  any  violation  of 
the  terms  of  the  permit,  cither  as  to  time,  place,  or  manner  of 
doing  the  work. 

Third.  —  If  the  opening  is  not  properlj  guarded  by  a  fence,  or 
lighted  at  night,  otBcers  will  see  that  proper  guards  and  lights  are 
provided  without  delay,  and  will  report  to  the  station-house  the 
neglect  of  the  person  holding  the  permit- 

Fourth.  —  Whenever  the  public  streets  become  defective  on 
account  of  the  failure  of  the  person  who  has  made  an  opening  to 
restore  it  to  a  proper  condition,  officers  will  report  the  fact  to  the 
station-house  as  soon  as  practicable,  stating  the  name  of  the 
person  who  held  the  permit. 

Fijlh.  —  The  permits  taken  up  by  the  officers,  and  all  the 
reports  made  by  them  as  provided  in  the  foregoing  rules,  shall  be 
transmitted  as  soon  as  practicable  through  the  captains  and 
superintendent  of  police  to  the  superintendent  of  sewers. 

Sixth.  —  Whenever  officers  discover  any  defect  in  the  public 
streets,  either  in  the  carriage-way  or  the  sidewalks,  arising  frosn 
any  other  cause  than  openings  for  sewer  purposes,  tliey  shall 
report  the  fact  as  early  as  practicable  to  the  station-house,  and 
the  report  sha!!  be  for.tavded  as  heretofore,  through  the  captain 
and  the  supennicudent  of  yoiioe,  to  the  superintendent  of  streets. 
If  the  defect  is  such  as  to  endanger  life  or  limb,  or  likely  to  cause 
damage  to  property,  the  officer  whose  attention  is  first  called  to  it 
shall  take  measures  without  dela^*  to  guard  against  accidents. 

Seventh.  —  Whenever  officers  discover  cesspool  or  manhole 
covers  that  are  broken  or  out  of  repair,  they  shall  report  the  fact 
as  early  as  practicable  to  the  station-house,  and  the  report  shall 
be  forwarded  by  the  captain  or  the  oflBcer  in  charge  to  the  health 
department  stables.  The  stables  are  located  on  Albany  street. 
North  Grove  street,  Highland  street,  and  Canal  street  (Charles- 
town  District). 

Eighth.  —  "WTienever  an  officer  learns  of  any  injury  to  persons 
or  property  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  defects  or  obstructions 
in  the  public  streets,  he  will  take  measures  without  delay  to  obtain 
all  information  which  would  be  of  value  in  determining  the  cause 
of  the  injury,  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the 
cit}-,  the  abutters,  or  the  person  injured,  and  rep)ort  all  the  par- 
ticulars to  the  captain  of  his  station,  who  shall  forward  it  to  the 
superintendent  of  police. 

Ninth .  —  Whenever  the  superintendent  receives  reports  of  injurj' 
to  persons  or  property  caused  by  alleged  defects  or  obstructions 
in  the  public  streets,  he  shall  examine  or  cause  to  be  examined  the 
evidence  which  is  furnished,  and  if  in  his  opinion  it  is  incomplete 
in  any  respect  he  shall  instruct  the  officer  specially  detailed  for 
that  purpose  to  make  a  more  thorough  examination  ;  and  he  shall 
preser^'e  such  minutes  thereof  as  will  be  of  use  in  case  the  city 
should  be  prosecuted  for  the  damages. 

Tenth.  —  The  employes  of  horse  railroad  companies  are  not  to  be 
allowed  to  take  up  the  paving,  or  make  any  opening  in  the  public 
streets,  except  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  their  tracks,  unless 
thej'  have  a  jiermit  therefor  from  the  superintendent  of  streets ; 
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and  nnless  they  can  show  such  a  permit  the  police  vrill  stop  the 
worfe  and  report  to  the  snperintendent  of  streets,  as  in  the  case 
of  defects. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  NOTICES,  ETC. 
Rule  206. 

No  letters,  circulars,  or  other  papers  will  be  received  at  the 
snperintendent's  office  or  elsewhere  for  distribution  by  members  of 
the  police  force,  except  those  on  business  directly  connecte<l  with 
the  police  department,  and  such  official  letters,  notices,  and  other 
dceaments  to  or  for  the  city  council  and  its  committees  as  can  be 
endowed  in  envelopes  of  the  ordinary  letter  size. 

As  far  as  practicable  the  distribution  of  such  matter  will  be  made 
by  the  daj-  officers  ;  and  all  letters,  etc.,  should  be  delivered  at  the 
superintendent's  office  b}' eleven  o'clock,  A.JI.  Matter  delivered  at 
th« office  between  that  time  and  half-nast  four,  P.M.,  will  be  deliv- 
crc'l  by  the  daj*  officers  on  the  following  rooming,  unless  the 
envelopes  are  marked  "  Deliver  to-night."  It  should  be  uiider- 
atocti  b3'  the  officers  that  this  duty  must  not  be  allowed  to  interfere 
wIiL  i^e  proper  performance  of  police  duty. 


INFORMATION  FOR  PUBLIC  LIBRARY,   ETC.  . 

Rule  207. 

When  ^requested  by  the  superintendent  of  the  public  library', 
the  police  will  furnish  information  in  regard  to  the  character  of 
applicants  for  books  when  they  can  do  so  without  interfering  with 
the  proper  discharge  of  their  duty_  as  police  officers.  The  applica- 
tioa  slips  on  which  the  information  is  desired  will  be  sent  from 
the  pablic  library  to  the  superintendent's  office,  and  distributed 
to  the  several  divisions  where  the  inquiries  are  to  be  made.  The 
offietr  who  furnishes  the  information  will  put  his  name  on  the  slip, 
with  a  brief  statement  of  his  knowledge  concerning  the  applicant. 
Tbe  slips  will  then  be  returned  through  the  superintendent's  office 
to  ujc  fourth  station-house,  where  they  will  be  csUed  for  at  stated 
tiimes  by  an  officer  of  the  library-. 

Other  departments  of  the  city  government,  which  desire  to 
obtain  information  in  the  possession  of  the  police,  or  to  make  use 
of  the  police  for  the  pur|>ose  of  obtaining  information  needed  in 
tbe  di^'uarge  of  their  official  duties,  must  make  application,  in 
wTttiirg,  to  the  police  commissioners. 
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DEPARTMENT  POLICE. 

Rule  208. 

Police  officers  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an 
ordinance  passed  Dec.  12,  1878,  for  duty  in  other  departments  of 
the  citT  sovemment,  have  all  the  statute  powers  of  oflicers  ap- 
pointed by  the  police  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  chap. 
244  of  the  acts  of  the  jear  1878  ;  and  they  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  the  commissioners,  for  misconduct.  They  will  be  required 
to  wear  a  badge,  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  police  commission- 
ers, and  to  surrender  the  badge  at  the  end  of  their  tcnn  of  service, 
or  when  tbey  resign,  or  are  discharged.  They  will  also  be  required 
to  respond  at  anj-  time  when  called  upon  by  the  police  commis- 
sioners, or  by  any  regular  officer  of  the  police  department,  to  aid  in 
preserving  the  public  peace,  or  in  taking  a  prisoner  to  the  station- 
house. 


SPECIAL    POLICE  OFFICERS. 

Utile  209. 

Xo  pereoa  will  be  appointed  a  special  police  olBcer  who  is  under 
twenty -one  years  of  age  ;  or  who  is  not  able  to  read  and  write  the 
English  language  understandingly ;  or  who  i«  not  of  good  moral 
character ;  or  who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  crime. 

Special  officers  will  be  required  to  wear  a  badge  of  a  pattern  ap- 
proved by  the  police  coiLmissioners,  and  to  surrender  their  badge 
when  their  term  of  service  expires,  or  when  they  resign,  or  arc  dis- 
charged. They  will  also  be  required  to  respond  at  any  time  when 
callal  npoQ  by  any  regular  officer  of  the  police  department  to  aid 
him  in  preserving  the  public  peace,  or  in  taking  a  prisoner  to  the 
station-hocse. 

The  form  of  bond  to  be  given  to  the  city  treasurer  can  be  ob- 
tained at  the  police  commissioners'  office. 


RAILROAD  POLICE. 

Rule  210. 

Upon  the  petition  of  any  railroad  corporation  having  a  passenger- 
station  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  police  commis- 
sioners win  appoint  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  corporation  to 
act  as  railroad  police  officers,  with  the  powers  set  forth  in  chapter 
372  of  the  acts  of  the  vear  1874. 
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TO  RESTORE  PERSONS  APPARENTLY  DEAD. 

Riile  211. 
From  Drowning. 

Lose  no  time  in  sending  for  medical  assistance.  , 

Convey  the  bodj-  carefully,  with  the  head  and  shoulders  supported 
in  a  raised  position,  to  the  nearest  house. 

Strip  the  body,  and  rub  it  dry ;  then  wrap  it  in  blankets,  and 
place  it  in  a  warm  bed,  in  a  warm  chamber. 

Wipe  and  cleanse  the  mouth  and  nostrils. 

In  order  to  restore  the  natural  warmth  of  the  body,  — 

Put  bottles  of  hot  water,  or  heated  bricks,  between  the  thighs, 
and  to  the  pit  of  the  stomach,  the  armpits,  and  the  soles  of  the 
feet. 

Foment  the  body  with  hot  flannels ;  but,  if  possible,  — 

Immerse  the  body  in  a  warm  bath,  as  hot  as  the  hand  can  bear 
without  pain,  as  this  is  preferable  to  tbe  other  means  for  restoring 
w.irinth.  Rub  the  body  briskly  with  the  Land  ;  do  not,  however, 
susppTcl  the  use  of  other  means  at  the  same  time. 

Apply  hartshorn,  or  smelling-salts,  to  the  nostrils. 

Avoid  all  rough  usage.  Never  hold  the  body  up  bj-  the  feet ;  nor 
roll  the  body  on  casks  ;  nor  rub  the  body  with  salt  or  spirits ;  nor 
inject  tobacco-smoke  or  infusion  of  tobacco. 

From  Intense  Cold. 

Rub  the  body  with  snOw,  ice,  or  cold  water.  Restore  warmth  by 
slow  degrees  ;  and  after  some  time,  if  necessary,  employ  tbe  means 
recommended  for  the  apparently  drowned.  In  these  accidents  it  is 
highl}'  dangerous  to  apply  heat  too  early. 


STREET  RAILWAYS. 

RtUe  212, 

1.  All  iipplications  for  the  licensing  of  drivers,  conductors,  and 
siai  tors  must  be  in  writing,  and  signed  either  by  the  president  or 
the  superintendent  of  the  company  for  which  the  license  is  desired, 
or  by  the  clerk  of  the  corporation  thereto,  duly  authorized  by  vote 
of  the  board  of  directors. 

2.  By  the  terms  of  the  act  of  the  legislature  the  persons 
licensed  can  act  only  for  the  road,  and  in  the  capacity  designated 
in  the  license.  If  a  driver,  conductor,  or  starter  retires,  or  is  dis- 
charged from  the  service  of  one  company,  and  is  employed  by 
another  company,  using  the  streets  of  the  cit^',  he  must  take  out  a 
new  license. 

3.  If  a  licensed  driver,  conductor,  or  starter  retires  or  is  dis- 
charged from  the  service  of  the  company  for  which  he  is  licensed, 
the  company  must  inform  the  police  commissioners  forthwith ;  if 
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it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  sufflcinet  cause  for  the  revocation 
of  the  license,  the  commissioners  will  suspend  it  until  the  railroad 
companj-  requests  that  the  license  be  put  in  force  again ;  and  dur- 
intr  such  suspension  the  licensee  will  not  be  allowed  to  act  in  the 
capacity  for  which  he  was  licensed. 

4.  When  a  licensed  driver,  conductor,  or  starter  enters  upon  his 
service  he  shall  deliver  to  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  officer 
of  the  railroad  company,  the  license  which  has  been  issued  to  him 
b\-  the  police  commissioners,  and  said  license  shall  be  deposited 
and  kept  in  the  office  of  said  railroad  company  while  said  licensee 
is  in  the  senice  of  the  company ;  and  upon  his  retirement  or  dis- 
charge therefrom  said  license  shall  be  returned  to  him  with  an  en- 
dorsement tlicreon,  stating  the  cause  of  the  retirement  or  discharge  ; 
and  the  notice  sent  by  the  corapanj'  to  the  police  commissioners 
shall  contain  a  copy  of  said  endorsement. 

5.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  paid  for  each  license 
issued. 

6.  Each  license  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  licensee  shall  wear 
either  on  the  front  of  his  cap  or  on  the  breast  of  his  outside  coat, 
a  number  corresponding  to  tlie  number  of  his  lict-nse,  and  of  a 
pattern  appro'-od  by  tL::^  polite  commissioners. 

7.  If  an}-  driver,  condnctc; ,  or  starter  delays  the  street  car  of 
which  he  has  charge  or  control,  for  the  time  being,  so  as  to  hinder 
or  obstruct  the  passage  of  other  street  cars  or  other  vehicles,  in 
any  public  street  or  way  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license. 

8.  When  the  driver  of  a  carriage,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  per- 
sists in  obstructing  tha  passage  of  a  car  in  any  public  street  or 
waj-,  after  notice  or  warning,  as  specified  in  the  rules  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  the  police  shall,  if  possible,  ascertain  the  name  of 
said  driver,  and,  if  the  carriage,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle  is  licensed, 
the  number  of  the  license,  and  report  the  same  to  the  police  com- 
missioners with  a  view  to  prosecuting  the  offender. 

9.  When  a  police  officer  has  occasion  to  order  a  car  that  has" 
stopped  to  "  move  on,"  he  will  give  the  order  to  the  conductor,  the 
object  being  to  prevent  accidents  happening  by  the  driver  being 
ordered  to  move  while  passengers  are  in  the  act  of  entering  or 
leaving  the  car.  When  such  an  order  is  given  the  conductor  must 
immediatel}-  si^rnal  the  drivc-r  to  «t2rt,  unless  passengers  are  in  the 
act  of  entering  or  leaving  the  car. 

10.  Drivers,  conductors,  and  starters  must  promptly  obey  all 
orders  given  by  police  officers  unless  doing  so  would  endanger  life 
or  limb.  If  the  orders  given  by  a  police  officer  are  harsh  or  un- 
reasonable, the  licensee  to  whom  they  are  given  will  report  the  fact 
to  the  superintendent  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  company  by 
which  he  is  employed.  Any  defiance  of  orders  given  by  a  police 
officer,  or  an}-  profane,  indecent,  or  contemptuous  language  ad- 
dressed to  a  police  officer  b}-  a  driver,  conductor,  or  starter,  will 
be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  a  license. 

11.  When  drivers  or  conductors  delay  or  loiter  on  their  routes, 
and  the  police  take  note  of  the  circumstance  with  a  view  to  rejK)rt 
it,  the  driver  or  conductor  offending  is  to  be  informed,  if  practicable 
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at  the  time,  that  he  will  be  reported  and  for  what  offence.  When 
drivers  are  observed  to  be  loitering  or  causing  an  obstruction  the 
police  are  to  caution  tbeni,  and  ascertain  the  alleged  cause  for  the 
delay. 

12.  No  street  car  is  allowed  to  stop  or  stand  at  any  place  (with- 
out special  permission),  unless  its  passage  is  obstructed  during  its 
route  or  journey,  longer  than  is  necessary  for  taking  up  or  setting 
down  passengers ;  and  If  any  conductor  or  driver  violates  this  rule 
it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license. 

13.  The  police  are  not  to  enter  into  conversation  with  drivers, 
conductors,  or  starters  when  on  duty.  When  a  policeman  finds  it 
necessary  to  interfere  with  them  he  will  do  so  only  in  order  to 
caution  them,  and  to  take  proper  steps  to  enforce  the  law. 

14.  If  the  police  observe  any  known  thief,  or  an}'  person  of  sus- 
picious appearance,  enter  a  street  car,  they  will  immediately  notify- 
the  conductor,  in  order  that  he  may  keep  a  watch  on  such  person, 
and  prevent  the  commission  of  any  felony. 

15.  Police  ofllcers  are  not  to  ride  free  on  the  street  cars  except 
in  full  uniform  while  on  duty,  and  tlieu  they  are  to  stand  on  the 
front  platform.  Xot  more  than  one  oflicur  shall  occupy  the  plat- 
form on  the  car  at  the  same  time.  The}*  are  not  to  accept  from  any 
street  railway  company,  or  any  person  connected  with  the  company, 
sny  free  passes  for  themselves  or  others.  The  police  are  liable  to 
the  imputation  of  bias  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  in  cases 
where  drivers  and  conductors  are  concerned  if  they  accept  any 
pecuniary  or  other  advantage  from  them  or  those  who  employ 
them. 


PRIVATE  DETECTIVES. 

Rule  213. 

Any  person  who  desires  a  license  to  act  as  a  private  detective, 
as  provided  in  Chapter  305  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1879,  must 
make  application  to  the  commissioners  in  writing,  giving  his  name 
in  full ;  his  place  of  birth ;  his  present  residence  ;  his  present  and 
former  occupation  ;  references  to  reputable  citizens  who  can  certify 
to  his  good  character,  and  the  names  of  the  two  persons  whom  he 
intends  to  offer  as  sureties  on  his  bond.  No  person  "^111  be  licensed 
who  has  ever  been  convicted  of  crime,  or  who  is  not  in  good  repute 
for  morals  and  integrity. 
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
